TUBERCULOSIS IN RELATION TO 
LIFE ASSURANCE *

In essence life assurance is a system of pooling 
resources by a group of individuals, in order to pay 
out a sum at death or after a certain period. The 
annual premiums are calculated on certain mortality 
tables, which show how many of the greup may be 
expected to die each year. 

Most of the tables at present in use are “ select ”’ 
ones, based on groups of people specially selected, 
by careful inspection of a completed proposal form, 
usually supplemented by a medical examination. 
The latest table of this type, compiled by the Institute 
of Actuaries, and known as “A 1924-29 Ult.” is 
based on the mortality between those years of persons 
accepted by various British companies as first-class 
risks. It shows, for each age, the mortality-rate 
for each of the first three years after entry, and 
subsequently for attained ages regardless of the 
age at entry. The Chart shows what this 
latter rate is for lives aged from 30 onwards (dotted 
line). In the first year it is about 0°0025, and it rises 
only very gradually, till after 23 years it reaches 
0°01 (1 in 100). The continuous black line shows 
the mortality (males) from the English census returns 
of 1921 and is slightly higher, though roughly parallel 
to the former. 

Types of Impairment 


Suppose now that we have to consider how to deal 
with a group of proposers in whom there is some 
definite impairment, some condition likely to upset 
the mortality curve. Such conditions are of various 
types, which may be ciassified as follows :— 

(1) Occupational risks, of which the most important in 
life assurance is the retail trade in alcoholic liquors. 

(2) Climatic risks. 

(3) Family history. 

(4) History of past illnesses. 

(5) Impairment in personal condition, 

Of course, the same proposer may have impairments in 
more than one of these classes—e.g., a publican with 
a tuberculous family history, and a bad health record 
of his own. 

From the actuarial point of view, the ideal way of 
assessing the extra risk in a particular case would be 
to construct, from an experience of a large number 
of similar cases, the mortality curve, and to calculate 
from this how best to meet the extra risk thus shown. 
Unfortunately, for a large proportion of impairments, 
the necessary data are too scanty to allow of this 
method, and in such cases the method of dealing with 
the impairment must be largely empirical. There 
are various plans in use for accepting impaired lives 
at special terms, the chief being— 

(1) An addition of years to the age at entry, so that 
the proposer pays an extra premium equal to the difference 
between that at his actual age and at the rated-up age. 

(2) Similarly, a certain extra sum may be added to 
the premium, either for a limited period or for the duration 
of the policy, not necessarily corresponding to any special 

e. 
*e3) A reducing debt or lien is imposed, usually a per- 
centage of the sum assured, which lien is reduced each 
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year until it is wiped out. For example, in the case of a 
policy of £1000, the lien might be £500, reducible each 
year by, say, £25, until after 20 years, the lien is extin- 
guished. 

As to which is the most suitable from the actuarial 
point of view, a great deal depends upon the nature 
of the extra risk. Some are definitely increasing 
risks, such as the presence of some cardiovascular 
defect, or excessive weight, or a bad family history 
of cardiovascular disorders ; some are more or less 
constant, such as climatic or occupational risks, while 
others are definitely decreasing, such as a personal 
history of pulmonary tuberculosis, underweight, &c. 
An increasing or constant risk is best covered by an 
addition to the premium or rating up of the age, 
while a decreasing risk is suitably met by a reducing 
lien, which gradually disappears as the risk diminishes. 

From the proposer’s point of view, this method 
makes no appeal when the object of the insurance is 
primarily protection—i.e., when cover is definitely 
required in case of early death. When, on the other 
hand, the investment factor is of importance, such as 
provision for old age, he would regard the lien as the 
preferable way, as he pays no extra and, should he 
survive a certain period, he receives the full face 
value of the policy. 


Impairment from Tuberculosis 

Having given this preliminary sketch of life 
assurance in general, I should now like to indicate 
how the tuberculosis problem is regarded in present- 
day life assurance practice. I shall not discuss any 
of the questions of diagnosis, prognosis, or treat- 
ment, but merely indicate how the business of life 
assurance regards the various aspects of this problem. 
Our methods may seem grossly empirical and 
unscientific, but it must be borne in mind (1) that 
the premiums charged allow only a small margin for 
medical expenses, and (2) that competition between 
companies is pretty keen, and tends to prevent a too | 
scrupulous investigation of apparently unimportant 
points. For these reasons, cases must be assessed 
on information which is often scrappy as regards both 
family history and past history, and which is not 
seldom unreliable even on the question of the personal 
examination of the proposer. Unless the proposal 
is for a large amount, it is usually impracticable to have 
the examination conducted by a specialist, and the 
questions of expense and competition often prohibit 
a radiogram of the lungs, or even a sputum examina- 
tion in cases in which these methods might be regarded 
as indispensable in clinical practice. In cases in which 
a past history of pulmonary tuberculosis figures 
on the proposal, a report from the proposer’s own 
doctor often draws a blank, as the proposer may have 
received institutional treatment, and the practitioner 
seems unable or unwilling to give any useful informa- 
tion to the company. Of course, it is open to the 
latter to insist on the proposer giving the name of the 
institution, with permission to apply to the medical 
superintendent for a report, but, unless the proposal 
is for a substantial amount, the cost of the examina- 
tion and of the doctor’s report, already incurred, 
together with the further delay involved, may cause 
the company to assess the case on the information 
already in their possession, instead of pursuing the 
matter any further. 


FAMILY HISTORY 


Two large actuarial investigations on the influence 
of family history on pulmonary tuberculosis are worth 
I 
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mentioning, the first by Rusher and Kenchington 
(1913) and the second by the American Medico- 
Actuarial Investigation Committee (1914). Without 
going into details, both these confirmed the fact of the 
adverse influence on mortality of a family history of 
one or more cases of pulmonary tuberculosis, especially

on young, underweight proposers. If the young 
proposers are, in addition, tall (5 ft. 11 in. and 
upwards), the excess mortality is greater than for 
shorter underweights. Incidentally the American 
investigation brought out clearly in this group an 
interesting point—namely, the decreasing proportion 
of deaths from tuberculosis with increasing weight, 
and increasing age. This is shown in Table I. 

In America, where the ‘‘ numerical rating system ”’ 
is almost universal, the extra mortality for family 
history is assessed on the lines shown in Table II, 
the amount depending on age at entry and the degree 
of deviation from the average weight for age. In 
this connexion a further point may be mentioned. 
To the tuberculosis expert, the interest of family 
history is principally on the question: ‘‘ How far, 
if at all, is the disease an hereditary one?” To the 
insurance company, the point of interest is: ‘“‘ Does 
a tuberculous family history tend to impair the 
expectation of life—i.e., to increase the mortality risk ? ” 
They are not specially interested in the causes of the 
extra deaths, be they tuberculosis, diabetes, or any- 
thing else, but only in the fact of extra deaths in the 
group in question. 

CONTACTS 

Here we arrive on debatable ground. The problems 
of marital infection and the analogous risks in family 
circles have been hotly debated. At present there 
appears to be a predominating opinion that close 
contact in insanitary surroundings is a definite risk. 
A recent paper by Lloyd and MacPherson (1936) 
confirms this in the case-histories of young adults 
with pulmonary tuberculosis, although, in the great 
majority of cases investigated by them, the contact 
was with tuberculous members of their families, so 
that the question of contact is complicated by that 
of heredity or familial susceptibility. This point 
was emphasised as long ago as 1908 by Pope. He 
found that the probability of infection between 
husband and wife was considerably less than between 
parents and child, or brother and sister, a result 
suggesting that hereditary “lack of resistance ” 
plays a large part in many of the cases of apparent 
direct infection. Whatever may be the theoretical 
truth regarding contact and hereditary predisposition, 
most insurance companies impose some extra if the 
proposer has been living in the same house as a 
patient with open tuberculosis, the amount of the 
extra depending on the hygienic conditions of the 
case, and the various other obvious factors, such as 
proposer’s physique and family history. With my 


company it is customary to impose a fairly heavy: 
reducing lien if there has been contact within 1: 
months of proposal, with an offer to reconsider th 
terms in a year on medical examination. [1 
America, “ contact ’’ is usually regarded for insurances 
purposes as equivalent to a family history o 
tuberculosis. 
PERSONAL HISTORY 


When, if ever, is it practicable to undertake th 
insurance of proposers with a personal history of 
pulmonary tuberculosis? I need hardly pojnt out 
that the mortality in the early years after treatment 
is high, even in the case of those who came under 
treatment at a comparatively early stage of the 
disease. Among those applying for life assurance, 
with a history of pulmonary tuberculosis, the larger 
proportion are naturally in this group, though such 
is the optimism of the sufferer, or perhaps of the 
agent, that we not very rarely receive proposals 
from tuberculous patients in an advanced stage 
of the disease. 

Two English medico-actuarial investigations of the 
after-histories of patients who have been under 
sanatorium treatment are very instructive for the 
insurance offices, and I should like to refer to them

in this connexion; they are those from Midhurst 
and Frimley. The excellent annual reports from 
Midhurst (1935) contain a statistical record of all 
the cases discharged from the sanatorium since 1906, 
arranged in various groups according to the condi- 
tion on admission, and presence or absence of tubercle 
bacilli in the sputum during their stay. The total 
number discharged is 6451, and only 224 (or 3°4 per 
cent.) cannot be traced. 
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The Chart shows the mortality experience (1) of 
all discharged cases (Curve E) and (2) mild cases only 
(Curve D) or Group 1 (Turban-Gerhardt) T.B. positive 

—cases in which bacilli have been found—which have 
‘disease of slight severity, limited to small areas of 
one lobe on either side which, in the case of affection of 
both apices, does not extend beyond the spine of the 
scapula or the clavicle, in the case of affection of the apex 
of one lung, does not extend below the second rib in front.’’ 


The actual figures produce an irregular line, due, of 
course, to the relatively scanty data. I have had this 
graduated into a smooth curve which, to the actuary, 
is an approximation to what might be expected if 
the data were large enough. A comparison of these 
with the curves A and B of first-class risks (A 1924-29 
and E.L.T. 9) in males from age 3() shows the enormous 
excess mortality in the early years. In the first 
year after discharge, Curve E shows a mortality 
approximately 50 times the expected, and even after 
5 years it is still about 25 times that expected from 
A (A 1924-29) ; after 10 years it is roughly 12 times, 
after 20 years about 4 times, and only after some 
25 years do the two curves show signs of approxima- 
tion. Curve D, the mild cases, shows, as would be 
expected, a rather less unfavourable mortality. In 
the first year it is roughly 17 times the “ expected ”’ ; 
after 5 years about 12 times, after 10 years about 
8 times, and after 20 years about 3 times. 

The Frimley experience deals with the patients 
admitted between 1905 and 1931, and comprises 
8766 patients (Hartley, Wingfield, and Burrows 
1935). For comparison with the Midhurst experience, 
I have taken the group of “Grade B1” males. 

** All being T.B. positive cases with slight constitutional 
disturbances, if any. ... The obvious physical signs 
should be of very limited extent as follows: Either 
present in one lobe only and, in the case of an apical 
lesion of one upper lobe, not extending below the 
second rib in front and not exceeding an equivalent 
area in any one lobe; or where these physical signs 
are present in more than one lobe, they should be 
limited to the apices of the upper lobe, and should not 
extend below the clavicle and the spine of the scapula. 
No complication (tuberculous or other) of prognostic 
gravity should be present. A small area of dry pleurisy 
should not exclude a case from this group.” 


It will be seen that this group is very similar to 
Group 1 in the Midhurst classification, and the 
mortality table here, worked out in Curve C, shows a 
general resemblance to that already shown for 
Midhurst (Curve D). 

We may assume, therefore, that we have a pretty 
clear view of the mortality of a considerable group 
of cases having these features (1) all T.B. positive, 
(2) all having undergone sanatorium treatment, (3) 
physical signs as defined above—i.e., limited to 
infiltration or catarrh of one lobe or small parts of 
two—(4) without grave complications. These consti- 
tute what one is prone to regard as a favourable 
type of case, and yet the mortality, compared even 
with the general population, shows an enormous, 
though decreasing, excess for at least 20-25 years 
after discharge. 


Effect on Insurance 


Suppose there were a scheme of compulsory 
insurance for this group: it is, I think, obvious that 
the premiums to cover the risks would have to be 
so enormous as to make them fantastic ; it is the early 
incidence of the risk that makes this inevitable— 
reverse the extra mortality into an increasing risk, 
and the problem would be less insoluble. 


If, however, instead of extra premium, the method 


of a decreasing lien is considered, it will be seen that 
the situation is more promising. Even two years 
after discharge, cases of this type might be accepted 
with a very heavy reducing lien, say 80-90 per cent., 
especially if proposing for an endowment assurance. 


6r 
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Naturally the death cover is very small at first, and 
such a policy has little value as protection for 
dependants, but sufferers from pulmonary tubercu- 
losis can hardly expect it. If they care for a policy 
that is primarily an investment, this can be achieved 
by the offer of an endowment with a heavy lien. 
My company has issued many such policies, usually 
with an offer to reconsider the amount of the lien 
after the lapse of a few years, and I cannot help 
thinking that these play a useful part from the 
psychological point of view. It surely must help a 
tuberculous patient to a greater confidence in his 
future if he finds that a company is willing to offer 
him an insurance contract, even though the death 
benefit is small. 

Recently my company has investigated their 
experience of a group of entrants 1921-23 (three 
years) who all had a personal history of tuberculosis 
(nearly half being pulmonary), and who had been 
accepted under the conditions outlined above. They 
numbered 894, of whom 353 were pulmonary cases. 
Of the 894, 79 died in the first 12 years of insurance, 
against an “‘ expected” 42; of the 353 pulmonary 47 
died against an “expected” 17. This shows that the 
selection of cases was reasonably good. The actual 
claims paid in the group amounted to £11,506; the 
“ expected” according to A 1924-29 would have been 
£11,017—a result indicating that this method strikes 
a fair balance between the proposers and the company. 


Special Cases 


You will have noticed, of course, that I have 
discussed the insurance of these cases in bulk, and 
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said nothing about methods of individual selection. 
As I have indicated above, unless the proposals 
are for fairly large sums, it may be impracticable 
to investigate them as thoroughly as one would 
like to do, though personally I should never accept 
any proposal with a T.B. plus history, during the 
first five years without a heavy rating, however 
free from symptoms or physical signs he may appear 
to be. 
ARTIFICIAL PNEUMOTHORAX 


I should be glad to hear medical opinion on how 
far treatment by artificial pneumothorax is to be 
regarded as a favourable prognostic feature. Judging 
by the Frimley report, this method is used hardly at 
all in mild (Group Bl) cases. It was performed 
chiefly (in over 80 per cent.) in Group B3: “ Cases 
with profound systemic disturbance or constitutional 
deterioration, with marked impairment of function, 
either local or general, and with little or no prospect 
of recovery.” These cases, when compared with 
other groups of the same sex, age-group, and medical 
grade on admission, showed a more favourable 
mortality, suggesting that in these comparatively 
advanced cases it improved the period of survival. 
We receive proposals from quite a considerable number 
of patients either with a history of artificial pneumo- 
thorax treatment, or even still having periodical 
refills, but I can give no figures of comparison with 
other cases. We seldom find it practicable to consider 
these on more favourable terms, as the evidence of 
a definitely better prognosis is still rather scanty. 
As regards other methods of treatment, such as 
phrenicotomy, thoracoplasty, and oleothorax, the 
number of proposals is small, and of course the cases 
are usually those in which the disease has been 
severe, so that it could hardly be expected that the 
terms of acceptance would be more favourable. 


NON-PULMONARY TUBERCULOSIS 


I have discussed the acceptance of pulmonary cases 
in some detail, and what has been said in that 
connexion applies, more or less closely, to urogenital 
tuberculosis. No case would be accepted within 
five years of the disease, except with a maximum 
lien, and from five to ten years the lien should be a 
substantial one. 

In tuberculous joint or bone disease and adenitis 
we do not, as a rule, take such a grave view as in 
genito-urinary and pulmonary disease; each case 
is treated on its merits, with regard to family history, 
age, physique, occupation and, of course, the extent 
of the original infection, and the time elapsing since 
then. 

PLEURISY 


A history of primary pleurisy, whether dry or with 
effusion, is for assurance purposes always regarded 
as probably of tuberculous origin. It is my usual 
practice to impose some lien in every case with this 
history till at least seven years have elapsed: the 
amount of the lien varies according to the time, 
family history, physique, and so on. It may be as 
little as 20 per cent. (our minimum). In our investiga- 
tion of 2040 cases accepted in 1921-23, the actual 
deaths numbered 209, against the ‘“‘ expected” 
(A 1924-29) of 159: as regards the amount of claims, 
the “‘ net” actual was £37,400 against the “ expected ”’ 
of £46,475, a fairly substantial surplus, which is 
largely distributed as bonus to the survivors. 

In the “ Medical impairment mortality ratings,” 
which are used in America for their numerical method 
of assessment, no case is considered until at least 
a year after the attack. The “ extra” imposed after 
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that period varies according to whether the attack 
was dry or with effusion, and according to the dura- 
tion of the attack (dry), whether less than or 
more than two weeks, and according to the period 
that has elapsed, the age of the proposal, and the 
weight/height ratio.

It should be noted that the ratings here given are independent 
of and in addition to those which normally apply on account 
of the build of the applicant. 


Table III is an example of their method for assess- 
ment of an attack of dry pleurisy lasting less than 
two weeks. It will be seen that the extra mortality 


rating varies from + 70 for young underweights in the’ 


second or third year after attack, to 0 in elderly people 
of normal weight or over. For a longer attack 
(over two weeks) the corresponding maximum is 
+ 140. 

Conclusion 


In conclusion I should like to emphasise once 
more that the life assurance attitude towards tuber- 
culosis is inevitably one of grouping cases into classes 
for which some sort of mortality table has been 
calculated, or can be presumed, rather than of 
considering them as clinical individuals. 

It is probable, nay certain, that some cases are 
dealt with too harshly, and others too leniently, but I 
see no way of avoiding this state of affairs. If any- 
one can point out any simple means of more exact 
prognosis in individual cases, I for one will welcome 
the information, and use it so far as is practicable for 
a more equitable assessment of the terms of acceptance 
in these cases. 
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THE TREATMENT OF 
IMPERFECT DESCENT OF THE TESTIS 
WITH GONADOTROPIC HORMONES

For several years gonadotropic hormones have 
been used in the treatment of imperfect descent of 
the testis. At present this method of treatment is 
still in the experimental stage, and it is probable 
that more prominence is given to the successes than 
to the failures of treatment. Few contra-indications 
appear to be recognised and the method is too recent 
to permit any investigation into the possibilities of 
late complications. 

Schapiro (1930) reported a series of successful 
eases and various publications chiefly by American 
authors have appeared since. On the whole the 
articles on this subject suggest that the treatment is 
successful in a high proportion of cases and that it is, 
at any rate, harmless and should be tried. On the 
other hand, Cabot (1936), a recognised authority on 
the treatment of imperfect descent of the testis, 
lecturing at St. Thomas’s Hospital in September, 
1936, considered treatment with gonadotropic hor- 
mones as unsatisfactory and possibly harmful. The 
experience of this method in the surgical unit at the 
hospital over the last two years tends to support 
this view. 

THE MATERIAL 

This paper gives an account of the results obtained 
by this method in 20 cases of imperfect descent of 
the testis which I have treated between May, 1935, 
and December, 1936. These patients, with. the 
exception of 3 under the age of five, represent the 
whole number which were kindly referred to me by 
the staff of St. Thomas’s Hospital and no selection 
of cases has been practised, since in May, 1935, there 
were no_ well-recognised indications or contra- 
indications to the use of gonadotropic hormones. 

There had been no previous treatment in 14 cases, 
but the remaining 6 had been the subject of unsuc- 
cessful operations. The preparation used was Pregnyl 
(Organon Laboratories) and it was administered 
intramuscularly into the buttock in doses of 500 rat 
units. Injections were usually given twice weekly 
but in some cases only one a week was given. 


RESULTS 


The following case summaries show the original con- 
dition and the results of treatment in the 14 patients 
who had had no previous treatment, and in those who 
had had unsuccessful orchidopexy operations. 


PATIENTS WITH NO PREVIOUS TREATMENT 


CasE 1.—Aged 10. Bilateral imperfect descent of testes. 
Orchidopexy performed on right at the age of 8. Small 
left testis in inguinal canal; right testis high in scrotum ; 
small genitalia. 

Result.—(18 injections.) Both testes now in scrotum ; 
development of genitalia better. 


CasE 2.—Aged 9. Bilateral imperfect descent of testes ; 
both in inguinal canal; small genitalia. 

Result.—{12 injections.) Both testes now in scrotum ; 
development of genitalia better. 

Case 3.—Aged 13. Bilateral imperfect descent of testes ; 
both in inguinal canal; small genitalia. 

Result.—(10 injections.) Both testes now in scrotum ; 
development of genitalia better. 


CasE 4.—Aged 6. Imperfect descent of right testis, 
which was at external ring ; left descended late and some- 
times retracts; small genitalia. 

Result.—({10 injections.) Both testes now in scrotum ; 
development of genitalia better. 


CasE 5.—Aged 12. Bilateral imperfect descent of testes ; 
both in inguinal canal; small genitalia. 

Result.—({40 injections.) Hypertrophy of genitalia ; 
no descent. 


CasE 6.—Aged 14. Bilateral imperfect descent of testes ; 
both of good size outside external ring; genitalia well 
developed. 

Result.—(21 injections.) 


Hypertrophy of genitalia; no 
descent. 


CasE 7.-Aged 15. Bilateral imperfect descent of testes. 
A satisfactory orchidopexy performed on the left side at 
the age of 12. Right testis at the external ring; genitalia 
well developed.

Imperfect descent of right testis, in 
inguinal canal; genitalia well developed. 

Result.—(16 injections.) Hypertrophy of genitalia ; 
no descent. 


CasE 10.—Aged 12. Imperfect descent of right testis 
in inguinal canal; genitalia well developed. 

Result.—({21 injections.) Hypertrophy of genitalia ; 
no descent. 


CasE 11.—Aged 6. Imperfect descent of left testis, at 
external ring; genitalia well developed. 

Result.—({18 injections.) Gross hypertrophy of geni- 
talia ; no descent. 


CasE 12.—Aged 12. Imperfect descent of left testis, 
outside external ring; genitalia well developed. 

Result.—(20 injections.) Hypertrophy of genitalia; 
no descent. 


CasE 13.—Aged 14. Imperfect descent of right testis, 
at external ring; genitalia well developed. 

Result-—({15 injections.) Hypertrophy of genitalia; 
no descent. 


CasE 14.—Aged 5. Imperfect descent of left testis, in 
inguinal canal; genitalia well developed. 
Result.—({8 injections.) Hypertrophy of genitalia; no 
descent.

Case 15.—Bilateral imperfect descent ; bilateral unsuc- 
cessful orchidopexy at 9 years. 

Injection treatment at 11 years; 
genitalia very small. 

Result.—({16 injections.)

Case 16.—Bilateral imperfect descent ; bilateral unsuc- 
cessful orchidopexy at 8 years. 

Injection treatment at 11 years; right testis over pubis ;

descent of testes to scrotum. 


CasE 17.—Bilateral imperfect descent ; bilateral unsuc- 
cessful orchidopexy at 5 years. 

Injection treatment at 11 years; both testes at the 
external ring and size of a pea; genitalia very small. 

Result.—({30 injections.) No change. 


CasE 18.—Imperfect descent of left testis ; 
cessful orchidopexy at 7 years. 

Injection treatment at 12 years; small left testis over 
pubis ; genitalia otherwise normal. 

Result—({16 injections.) Hypertrophy of genitalia ; 
no descent.

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CasE 19.—Imperfect dnnes: of “right testis; unsuc- 
cessful orchidopexy at 4 years. 

Injection treatment at 6 years; right testis at external 
ring; genitalia well developed. 

Result.—(12 injections.) Hypertrophy of genitalia ; 
no descent. 

CasE 20.—Imperfect descent of right testis ; unsuccessful 
orchidopexy at 12 years. 

Injection treatment at 15 years; minute right testis at 
external ring; genitalia normal. 

Result.—(8 injections.) Hypertrophy of genitalia, but 
right testis was unaltered in size and position. 


COMMENTS 


Of the 14 cases that had had no previous treatment 
4 have been successful. Cases 1, 2, 3 were suffering 
from bilateral and Case 4 from unilateral maldescent. 
In all 4 the most noticeable feature was the under- 
development of the external genitalia—i.e., the testes, 
penis, and scrotum—before treatment commenced. 
In each case the injections of pregnyl caused 
hypertrophy of the external genitalia, followed by 
descent of the testes. 

The remaining 10 cases were unsuccessful; 4 of 
these were bilateral. Case 5 appeared similar to 
Cases 1, 2, and 3, so treatment was persevered with. 
It has now been stopped as the external genitalia 
have hypertrophied without descent of the testes. 
Cases 6 and 7 both had well-developed genitalia when 
first seen and treatment was stopped in view of the 
further hypertrophy observed. Both have had satis- 
factory Torek operations since and in each case it 
was found that the testis had emerged from the 
external ring in front of which it was lying. The 
presence of retaining fibrous bands showed that no 
treatment other than operation would have been of 
any use in these two cases. The other bilateral case 
{Case 8) was of the Fréhlich’s type and although there 
is slight enlargement of the penis and scrotum and 
a thin growth of pubic hair, there is still extreme 
hypoplasia of the genitalia and the testes cannot be 
palpated. 

The remaining 6 cases were all unilateral and in all 
the genitalia were well developed before treatment 
commenced. Pregnyl injections have in each case 
produced hypertrophy of the penis, scrotum, and 
both testes, but no descent of the retained testis, 
and because of this hypertrophy the treatment has 
been abandoned. 

In the second group (after unsuccessful orchidopexy) 
there were two successes, which had both been the 
subject of bilateral Bevan operations. In both the 
genitalia were very small afd the scrotum in par- 
ticular was very badly developed. In each the course 
of pregnyl injections has produced hypertrophy of 
the whole genital apparatus and descent of the testes 
into the scrotum. The increase in size of the testis 
and the greater development of the scrotum seem to 
be the factors which cause descent. The other 
patient with bilateral imperfect descent of the testes 
in this group (Case 17) had undergone an unsuccessful 
Bevan operation on both sides. The genitalia were 
very small and the testes appeared to be atrophied. 
The injections of pregnyl have produced no change 
in relation to development of the genitalia or descent 
of the testes and it is probable that the blood-supply 
of the testes was interfered with at operation. The 
other three cases were all unilateral and in two 
(Cases 18 and 19) hypertrophy of all the genitalia, 
without descent of the retained testis, occurred. 
A further operation of the Torek type is advised for 
these cases. In Case 20 the treatment produced 
hypertrophy of the genitalia with the exception of 
the imperfectly descended testis; this is very small

THE INDICATIONS FOR THE USE OF GONADOTROPIC 
HORMONES 


In this small series one result of this method of 
treatment is very evident—the hypertrophy of the 
genital apparatus, i.e., the penis, scrotum, and testes, 
In a few cases there was also growth of pubic hair. 
Only one patient has failed to show hypertrophy 
(Case 17) and he probably has atrophic testes after 
a previous unsuccessful operation. The one patient 
of the Fréhlich’s type (Case 8) has shown little 
change but injections will be continued after two 
months’ rest. 

This question of hypertrophy of the external 
genitalia, including the penis and scrotum, is obviously 
of importance, yet certain authors make no mention 
of this in their reports on the use of gonadotropic 
hormones. 

Spence and Scowen (1935) state that in several of their 
cases there has been some enlargement of the testes during 
treatment, and in a few slight enlargement of the penis 
and growth of the pubic hair. McLellan (1936) states 
that the undescended testis becomes larger, heavier, and 
more mobile, but makes no reference to general enlarge- 
ment of the genitalia, and elsewhere he states that no 
harm can be done by a trial of this treatment. Webster 
(1935) reports 10 good results out of 11 cases treated by 
gonadotropic hormones, and mentions only that enlarge- 
ment of the imperfectly descended testis occurred. 

On the other hand, Goldman and Stern (1933), Sexton 
(1934), and Aberle and Jenkins (1934) have all noted, in 
some cases, enlargement of the whole external genitalia 
as a result of treatment with gonadotropic hormones. 

In this series every case except Case 17 has shown 
definite hypertrophy of the genitalia. In one, 
Case 11, gross hypertrophy occurred and in the 
majority the treatment was stopped for this reason. 

I consider therefore that injection of pregnyl is 
much more likely to produce genital hypertrophy 
than descent of a retained testis and that this should 
be borne in mind by anyone advocating this method 
of treatment. I now endeavour to select those cases 
that are suitable for hormone therapy, as I feel that 
there are definite objections to the treatment. 

From the point of view of treatment with gonado- 
tropic hormones, the cases can be grouped as follows : 


A. Bilateral imperfect descent.—1. With well-developed . 


genitalia and the testes probably retained owing to some 
mechanical cause. Case 6 is a good example of this type. 
The effect of pregnyl here is to produce hypertrophy and 
not descent, and in my opinion operation is the only 
treatment. In this group I place Cases 6 and 7. 

2. With poor development of the whole genital appara- 
tus. Pregnyl here will produce development of the whole 
genitalia and the increase in size of the testes and scrotum 
may allow the natural position to be gained. Of the 6 
satisfactory cases 5 come into this group (Cases, 1, 2, 3, 15, 
and 16). Case 5 also belongs to this group, but descent 
has not occurred. 

3. Associated with Fréhlich’s disease. Here pregnyl 
also seems indicated, although in my own case (Case 8) no 
success has as yet been attained. 

B. Unilateral imperfect descent.—In nearly all cases the 
other testis and the penis are reasonably developed ; since 
hypertrophy will occur I think pregnyl should never be 
employed in unilateral maldescent of the testis. Case 4 
is listed as a success, but as the scrotal testis had descended 
late it is possible that ‘descent and normal development 
would have occurred spontaneously. 

C. Testes which are definitely ectopic in position.— 
Spence and Scowen have pointed out that on anatomical 
grounds the method cannot succeed. 


In our present state of knowledge there are obvious 
objections to the indiscriminate use of these prepara- 
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tions which produce genital hypertrophy. Cabot (1936) 
has referred to the possibility of late atrophy of 
the testes; Cole (1936) has produced atrophy of 
the tubules in experimental animals by high dosage. 
Evans is quoted by Goldman and Stern (1936) as 
having produced damage and ultimate decrease in 


weight in the testes of rats. In this series Case 11 
showed gross hypertrophy of the genitalia at the 
termination of treatment. Three months later con- 
siderable retrogression in size had occurred and at 
the subsequent operation to fix the testis in the 
scrotum the testis was found to be very small. 
Goldman and Stern (1936) and other authors have 
commented on the possible development of preco- 
cious sexual maturity, and this must be accepted 
as another definite risk of the treatment. For this 
reason they and Engle (whom they quote) consider 
nine as the earliest age at which treatment with 
gonadotropic hormones should be started. 

The present position therefore is that injection of 
gonadotropic hormones will produce hypertrophy of 
the genitalia ; the nature of the hypertrophy is not 
yet certain, but there is no doubt that some retro- 
gression can occur and there is a possibility of ultimate 
damage to the testis. There is also a risk of producing 
premature sexual maturity, which at any rate may 
prove undesirable. 

For these reasons I consider it unjustifiable to 
employ this treatment in any case where part of the 
genital apparatus is normal in development. More- 
over my findings suggest that pregnyl is unlikely to 
produce descent of a unilateral retained testis or of 
bilateral retained testes with good genital develop- 
ment. Where both testes are undescended and 
the genitalia are under-developed the effect of treat- 
ment is to produce hypertrophy approaching the 
normal and it is in this class of case that successes 
are likely to occur. 

It is difficult to believe the accuracy of reports of 
successes after a few injections, and one wonders how 
many of the successes claimed for gonadotropic 
hormones in the treatment of imperfect descent of 
the testis were really obtained in cases of retraction 
of the testis. 

I have seen no case of descent where hypertrophy 
did not also occur. 


SUMMARY 


1. Twenty patients with imperfect descent of the 
testis have been treated with pregnyl. 


2. Hypertrophy of the external genitalia has been 
obtained in 19 patients. 

3. Descent of the testes has been obtained in 
6 patients (5 bilateral, 1 unilateral). 

4. It is suggested that, in view of complications, 
treatment with gonadotropic hormones should be 
used only in bilateral cases with subnormal genital 
development.

THE FOURTH OR APICAL 
ELECTROCARDIOGRAPHIC LEAD 


WITH REPORTS OF THREE CASES OF CORONARY 
THROMBOSIS WITH ELECTROCARDIOGRAMS

In 1932 papers by Wolferth and Wood and other 
authors '?*5678 began to appear in America 
dealing with a series of electrocardiographic leads 
which they called chest leads. The first of these, 
anterior chest to posterior chest, was obtained by 
using the right-arm electrode on the front of the 
chest wall and the left-arm electrode behind. To 
this lead IV they soon added leads V and VI. In 
lead V the right-arm electrode remained on the 
chest and the left-arm electrode was shifted to the 
left foot; +in lead VI the right-arm electrode is 
employed over the scapula whilst the left-arm 
electrode remained on the left foot. This last gave a 
stunted tracing not unlike lead III which did not 
prove of definite clinical value. In leads IV and V 
the tracing is essentially the same, as it was soon 
found that, so long as it was sufficiently far from the 
heart, the position of the indifferent electrode did not 
matter. For convenience the posterior chest position 
of this electrode has been abandoned and thus by 
lead IV is now usually meant a tracing taken from 
the anterior chest wall to the left leg, using the right- 
arm electrode on the chest wall and the left-arm 
electrode on the left foot. The position of the chest 
lead is of paramount importance. The fourth inter- 
space is now generally adopted, as that position is 
over the ventricles in practically all chests, and is 
more reliable than the fifth interspace with the 
patient recumbent. The tracing gives a very slight P 
which is usually inverted, a large Q, and usually an 
inverted T (Fig. 1). It is like an exaggerated inverted 
lead I. 

As these chest leads are being used in conjunction 
with the standard leads it has been suggested by 
Roth (1935) that the right-arm electrode should be 
kept on the right arm and the left-arm electrode 
used for the apical lead. In this way a tracing 
distinctly analogous to the standard leads will be 
obtained showing the exaggerated complexes of the 
new leads without the inversion. But the leads 
employed by the pioneers have had a long start and 
are now not likely to be displaced especially since 
they have been the subjects of much study and many 
papers published in America, chiefly in connexion 
with coronary sclerosis and thrombosis. 

The first papers were too critical of the older leads 
and too favourable to the new ones, but gradually 
a more judicious view has prevailed and the precordial 
lead now seems certain to amplify but not to suppress 
standard electrocardiography. The present view may 
be summarised as stating that in anterior lesions the 
large Q wave disappears and the R-T interval becomes 
depressed. In the course of some days T, becomes 
upright but the Q, remains absent permanently. 
This gives a very striking tracing, as Q, of con- 
siderable size is present in all normal hearts and its 
absence leaps to the eye. The only other condition 
in which Q, is commonly absent is in bundle-branch 
block. In the posterior lesions the findings are less 
definite. There is an early elevation of the R-T 
interval which disappears in a few days leaving 
sometimes a pronounced inversion of T,. 
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Case 1.—A doctor, aged 56, umeiea Mr. Seton 
Pringle about an acute abdominal pain. He stated that 
he had had epigastric pain for some weeks and had been 
under treatment for a duodenal ulcer. While in bed, 
taking light diet and alkalis, he had been much better, 
but the pain returned when he began to move about 
again. He now felt he had appendicitis. I saw him next 
day as the symptoms did not suggest an acute abdomen 
to Mr. Pringle. His pulse was normal and his heart 
sounds clear; there was no murmur. The blood pressure 
was 136/90 mm. Hg. 

He had a severe pain in the epigastrium, which was 
tender but not rigid ; the pain passed through to the back 
but did not radiate to the arms. On close questioning he 
admitted urgent dyspnea for some weeks when going 
upstairs. I suspected a coronary thrombosis, and when 
the patient was fit to move, had an electrocardiogram 
taken. It showed a very marked inversion of T,. He was 
informed of the diagnosis and advised accordingly. 

Nearly two years later I was called urgently to the 
same patient whom I found in very extreme pain, again 
referred to the epigastrium. He told me that his duo- 
denum must have perforated. During the interval he 
had had constant dyspnea relieved by trinitrin. I took 
an electrocardiogram on the spot (Fig. 2). There was 
again T, inverted and a nodal rhythm. Lead IV was 
very typical, showing absence of Q and upright T. His 
pulse was 100 and blood pressure 120/90 mm. Hg. He 
was given a large dose of morphine and dozed throughout 
the day with intervals of pain. At 9 p.m. he suddenly 
began to wheeze and to cough, a short explosive effort 
with very rapid respiration and cyanosis. The sputum 
which came up freely was pink froth. This was relieved 
by morphine gr. 1/3 with atropine gr. 1/25. Next morning 
he was cold and cyanosed. His features were pinched. 
He had now pain in the left arm for the first time. Dr. 
Henry Moore saw him with me at 1.30 p.m. when he was 
more collapsed with systolic blood pressure under 100, 
That evening at 7 he had a further attack of left

ventricular failure. He died suffocated in my presence 
within five minutes of the attack’s commencing, with 
frothy pink mucus pouring from his mouth. 


Case 2.—A doctor, aged 79, was seen at his house in 
the country with Mr. T. J. D. Lane. He had severe 
recordial pain of a squeezing type which radiated down 
bis left arm. For the past couple of weeks this pain had 
forced him to sit on the side of his bed for hours at night, 
but he had continued his practice all day. He admitted 
angins, of effort for a few months. An electrocardiogram

taken on the spot showed low-voltage complexes with T, 
inverted and lead IV of the typical coronary type (Fig. 3). 
He was removed to a nursing-home in Dublin where in 
spite of large doses of morphia the pain continued for 
two days. He vomited a great deal. On the fifth day 
his feet began to get cold; blood-stained blebs appeared 
on the skin. Next day he was a little better and showed 
gradual improvement for five days further. The urgency 
of the dyspnoea lessened, and he was able to spend all 
night asleep. On the eleventh day, when apparently 
better than ever previously, he expired instantaneously 
while sitting up talking in bed. 

Case 3.—A farmer aged 39. A very strong robust 
man was, on Sept. 20th, 1936, referred by Dr.W. F. Foley of 
Tullow. He had had severe pain for two days, radiating 
down both arms. The pain was constricting and crushing 
in type, and was located in the epigastrium rather than 


in the precordia. The temperature was 100-6° F.; pulse-. 


rate 120. Gallop rhythm was present. White-cell count 
17,800. He had been seen by Mr. James Owens, 
who had excluded an upper abdominal lesion. An 
electrocardiogram showed a coved R-T interval in 
leads I and IT, and an absent Q and upright T in lead IV 
(Fig. 4). He required very large doses of morphia, averag- 
ing one and a half grains per diem for five days. The 
temperature ranged from 99° to 101° F. for this period, 
gradually reaching normal. The patient had drenching 
sweats during these days. He has since progressed favour- 
ably. For reasons other than medical it was necessary to 
allow him to return home by ambulance after three weeks. 
He is now doing a little supervising and has had a couple 
of slight attacks of pain on exertion. 


SUMMARY 
In these three cases the standard leads show 
typical abnormalities, which are much more marked 
in Case 3 than in the other two. Lead IV shows 
pronounced changes in all the tracings. This is very 
evident in Case 2,in which the alterations in the 
standard leads are not striking.

WueEwn the heart current is recorded by means of 
an electrocardiograph the form of the electrical curve 
obtained may be altered by varying the position of 
the electrodes on the body surface. The three 
standard leads for the clinical electrocardiogram were 
introduced in 1902 by Einthoven, who applied 
electrodes to the two arms and the left leg, and con- 
nected them in pairs to the string galvanometer. 
Until recently our knowledge of the normal and 
pathological electrocardiogram in the human subject 
has appertained almost entirely to these three con- 
ventional limb leads. 

The clinical value of leads attached to the chest 
has only been appreciated during the last five years. 


In 1887 Waller, the first to obtain electrical records of 
the human heart, applied electrodes to the chest, the 
limbs, and the mouth, and in 1909 Lewis employed chest 
leads in investigating auricular fibrillation. It was not 
until 1932 that Wolferth and Wood, following their electro- 
cardiographic study of experimental coronary occlusion 
(1933), advocated the use of an antero-posterior chest 
lead, in addition to the three limb leads, in the diagnosis 
of coronary occlusion in man. Since this date experience 
of direct chest leads has been extended, mainly in America, 
and in 1936 Graybiel and White in a review of the present 
position concluded that the antero-posterior chest lead 
had a definite value, especially in the localisation of 
cardiac infarction. 


The object of this communication is to report the 
changes observed in the antero-posterior chest lead 
(lead IV) in a series of 102 consecutive cases of 
angina pectoris, including 40 with coronary throm- 
bosis, and to evaluate the advantages of the four-lead 
over the conventional three-lead electrocardiogram. 


TECHNIQUE 


Of the various chest leads employed one in parti- 
cular, called lead IV, has proved most informative. 
Wolferth and Wood applied the right-arm electrode 
to the front of the chest, over the apex-beat, and the 
left-arm electrode to the back of the chest, between 
the angle of the left scapula and the spinal column, 
following their practice adopted in experimental 
direct chest leads. This procedure has been adopted 
by other American cardiologists.* § 71° 141617 The 
normal lead IV thus obtained is comparable with a 
standard lead in which all the deflections are inverted 
or, in other words, with a standard lead taken with 
the electrodes reversed (Fig. 1c). It seems undesir- 
able to introduce a pew lead in which accepted criteria 
of normality are inapplicable when, by a simple 
reversal of the electrodes, it can be made to conform 
to conventional standards. We have, therefore, 
applied the left-arm electrode anteriorly and the 
right-arm electrode posteriorly, a practice already 
followed by Jervell (1935) and others, ' 1* 1° 2° and 
one which we hope will be generally adopted. 

The electrodes used in this investigation have been 
rectangular strips of German silver measuring 2} in. 


by 1} in., supplied by the Cambridge Instrument 
Co., and for a contact medium the Electrode Jelly of 
the same firm. The left-arm electrode is applied over 
the apex-beat or, if this cannot be localised, over the 
fourth intercostal space, just to the left of the sternum, 
and the right-arm electrode to the posterior chest 
wall, between the left scapular angle and the spine ; 
they are fixed in position by adhesive strapping. 

The position of the anterior electrode is the most 
important factor in determining the form of the 
electrocardiogram,® !* and it must be kept between 
the left sternal border and the cardiac apex. The 
position of the posterior electrode may be varied 
considerably without appreciably affecting the electro- 
cardiogram, and a comparable curve is still obtained 
if this electrode is kept on the right arm, as preferred 
by Roth (1935). When patients were too ill to be 
moved in bed, we have, therefore, used the apex- 
right-arm lead of Roth in preference to the antero- 
posterior chest lead. 


THE NORMAL LEAD IV 


The form of lead IV in the healthy heart has been 
well established,’ *1%1417 and we have confirmed 
this in a series of 30 normal controls. The following 
description applies to the antero-posterior chest lead 
with the left-arm electrode placed anteriorly, all 
deflections being of opposite sign compared with 
Wolferth and Wood’s lead IV. 

The P wave is upright and of smaller amplitude 
than in the limb leads. The RS complex is larger 
than in limb leads and is always diphasic, the initial 
deflection being positive, and the positive and nega- 
tive components approximately equal in amplitude. 
The T wave is positive, sharply peaked and large, 
sometimes attaining an amplitude of 10 mm. The 
iso-electric R-T segment.is of short duration, and 
may be elevated by 2 mm. or depressed by 1 mm., 
but not beyond these limits in health. A positive U 
wave is frequently observed (Fig. 14). Using the 
apex-right-arm lead advocated by Roth, the only 
significant difference is a larger P wave and a shift 
in the axis of the RS deflections (Fig. 1s). 


ABNORMALITIES IN LEAD IV 


The same modifications are equally possible in 
lead IV as in limb leads, namely, widening and 
notching of the RS deflection, the presence of a 
Q wave, deviation of the R—-T segment from the zero 
level, flattening or inversion of the T wave, and 
changes in rhythm. A positive T wave exceeding 
10 mm. in amplitude, called huge by Wolferth and 
Wood (1934), sometimes occurs, and is to be regarded 
as pathological. Absence of the R wave or reduction 
of its amplitude to below 2 mm. has been emphasised 
as evidence of myocardial disease, and especially of 
anterior infarction, by Levine and Levine* (1936), 
and has been observed in some but not all cases of 
anterior infarction by Jervell (1935). A small or 
absent R wave also occurs in the levographic type of 
bundle-branch block  *4 (left, or Type I bundle-branch 
block in the new terminology). Our results confirm that 
there is no characteristic shift in the axis of lead IV 
in association with left ventricular predominance.* ® 
Digitalis affects lead IV in the same way as it does 
the limb leads, and we have observed a typical 
depression of R-—T in several cases taking digitalis. 
Strauss and Katz (1935) found that, in normal 
subjects, digitalis might deviate the R-T segment in 
either direction, and flatten or reverse the T wave.

LEAD IV IN ANGINA PECTORIS 


Four-lead electrocardiograms were obtained in 
62 cases of angina of effort, 39 of which were men, 
23 women. In 34 cases there were no significant 
changes in any of the four leads, in 11 both the limb

disease. In 9 cases the limb leads were abnormal 
when lead IV was normal or showed only indefinite 
changes. In 8 cases lead IV showed a significant 
abnormality when the limb leads were normal (see 
Table I and Fig. 2). 
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Thus in approximately 13 per cent. of cases in 
this series lead IV provided evidence of myocardial 
disease which the three-lead electrocardiogram failed 
to show. In two instances in which this occurred 
there was a steeply inverted T wave in lead IV. 
Both patients concerned (Cases 6 and 28) gave a 
history of previous attacks of severe and prolonged 
pain, suggestive of coronary occlusion. These are 
of interest, since Edeiken, Wolferth, and Wood (1936), 
in a recent paper, have stressed the importance of a 
reversed T wave in lead IV, when it appears as the 
sole abnormality in the adult electrocardiogram. 
They consider it highly suggestive of coronary 
disease, an inference which is supported by these 
cases, but on which some doubt had previously been 
cast by Levine and Levine (1936). 


LEAD IV IN ACUTE CORONARY OCCLUSION 


Four-lead electrocardiograms were obtained from 
40 patients during or shortly after typical attacks of 
coronary thrombosis, and in 24 cases serial records 
were taken. Of the patients 8 died, and in 5 
necropsies were performed. There were T, type 
electrocardiograms in 20 cases, T, type in 15, and 
atypical curves in 5 (see Table IT). 

T, type of _ electrocardiogram.—Lead IV was 
abnormal in all 20 cases, and in 14 of them the 
abnormality was most evident in lead IV. Serial 
records showed that at particular stages lead IV 
alone might be abnormal. Thus in 7 cases at an 
early stage, and in 4 cases at a late stage, the only 
significant electrocardiographic changes were in 
lead IV (see Table II). In the T, type of curve, 
lead IV exhibits the same changes as lead I,* * 1* 2® 
but often in an exaggerated form (Figs. 3 and 4). 
Thus the R-T segment is elevated and the T wave 
inverted. Often the R wave is small (2 mm. or less 
in amplitude) or absent,* 4 1* 26 and this abnormality 
may be more persistent than T wave changes. It

has occurred in 12 of our cases, in 5 of which it was 
present at a late stage. In 2 cases huge inverted 
T waves were seen. The characteristic alterations 
of the R-T segment and T waves may occur sooner 
and last longer in lead IV than in standard leads. 

These changes are well illustrated by the following 
patient :— 

Case 81, a man aged 60, who was admitted to hospital 
four days after a typical attack of acute coronary occlusion.

The electrocardiogram then showed obvious elevation of 
the R-T segment and inversion of T in the chest lead, 
but no characteristic alteration of the limb leads (Fig. 3a). 
Diagnostic changes did not appear in lead I until 3 days 
later. In serial records extending over 7 weeks, R-T 
elevation persisted in lead IV, but disappeared in lead I 
after 5 days; the T wave remained inverted in both 
leads, but more deeply in lead IV (Fig. 38). The R wave 
in lead IV was absent after the 5th day of observation. 


In another patient (Case 66), a man aged 61, lead IV, 
23 weeks after acute coronary occlusion, showed 
absence of the R wave, elevation of the R-T segment, 








ond inversion of T, when the limb leads were not 
significantly altered (Fig. 4). 

T; type of electrocardiogram.—Lead IV was abnor- 
mal in 10 of the 15 cases, but in none were the changes 
more evident in lead IV, and often they were less 
evident than in standard leads (Figs. 5 and 6) (see 
Table II). When lead IV was modified, it resembled 
lead I, showing a depression of the R-T segment and 
an upright T wave. In 3 cases huge upright T waves 
were seen (Fig. 7). Occasionally lead IV showed 
an elevation of the R-T segment with a negative 
T wave, the significance of which is discussed later. 

Anomalous curves.—In one patient (Case 101) the 
standard leads showed R-—T depression in leads I 
and II and R-T elevation in lead III, with upright 
T waves; lead IV showed absence of R waves, with 
elevation of R-T. The post-mortem findings are 
given in Table III. In another (Case 102) the standard 
leads showed R-T elevation in leads II and III, with 
inversion of T in all leads ; lead IV was normal. In 3 
cases the standard leads revealed levographic bundle- 
branch block; in these lead IV presented a small 
R wave and abnormal ventricular complexes closely 
resembling those in lead III, but of greater amplitude. 


LOCALISATION OF CARDIAC INFARCTION 


In 1928 Parkinson and Bedford showed that 
electrocardiograms from cases of acute coronary 
occlusion conformed to two main types, and in 1929 
Barnes and Whitten correlated these two electro- 
cardiographic patterns with the site of the cardiac 
infarct, the T, type of curve corresponding to anterior 
infarction and the T, type to posterior infarction 
of the left ventricle. These observations relate to 
standard three-lead electrocardiograms. More re- 
cently, the use of various chest leads in the localisa- 
tion of infarcts has been investigated especially by 
Wolferth and Wood,?* 24 252° who recommend three

chest leads (leads IV, V, VI), but the value of leads V 
and VI seems doubtful. Abramson and Weinstein + 2° 
have employed chest leads in experimental coronary 
occlusion, and various clinical investigations relative 
to localisation of the infarct by chest leads have also 
been reported.® @ 

Acute anterior infarction—The standard leads 
show elevation of R-T, and depression of R-T,, 
followed by an inversion of T, and often of T,. 
Lead IV usually shows an elevation of R-T and 
inversion of T; in addition absence or diminished 
amplitude of the R wave is common. 

Acute posterior infarction.—There is usually elevation 
of R-T,, and depression of R—T,, followed by inver- 
sion of T, and often of T,. A large Q wave in lead III 
is commonly found. Lead IV may show little change 
in posterior infarction, but if altered, there is a 
depression of R-T and a high positive T wave. 

Acute anterior and posterior infarction.—When 
acute infarction involves both the anterior and 
posterior surfaces of the heart, Wolferth and Wood 
have found that the R-T segment is elevated in all 
limb leads, the maximum elevation being in lead II ; 
in lead IV the R-T segment is also elevated—i.e., 
elevated with left-arm electrode anterior as in our 
observations but depressed with right-arm electrode 
anterior. There may be a large Q, suggesting pos- 
terior infarction, combined with an absence of R, 
suggestive of an anterior infarction. 

Other changes.—Jervell attributes elevation of 
R-T, and inversion of T, to infarction involving the 
apex, and when this occurs in association with the 
T, type of curve it is explained by a posterior infarct 
encroaching on the apical region. Huge T waves 
in lead IV, over 10 mm. in amplitude, and either 
positive or negative, suggest localised apical 
infarction.*® 

Post-mortem evidence.—Of the 6 cases that came to 
post mortem, 3 (Cases 87, 88, 94) showed posterior 
infarction (Table III); the electrocardiographic 
diagnosis of these had been made correctly in life by 
means of the limb leads, which were of the T, type. 
In two lead IV was normal (see Fig. 6); in the third 
(Case 87, Table III) the R wave was absent in lead IV, 
with slight elevation of the R-T interval. This sug- 
gested myocardial disease possibly due to a previous 
anterior infarct and, in fact, the necropsy revealed 
narrowing of the left coronary artery at its origin

with patchy fibrosis of the anterior wall of the left 
ventricle. In the remaining three cases lead IV was 
of more definite value. The first (Case 10) was a man 
with syphilitic aortitis. The only abnormality in the 
electrocardiogram was a positive T wave in lead IV 
of over 10 mm. amplitude. This suggested a localised 
apical infarct, which was subsequently confirmed. 
The second (Case 82) showed the T, type of curve 
in the limb leads, with very pronounced R-T eleva- 
tion, and in lead IV a negative T and absent R wave. 
Anterior infarction was diagnosed, and an anterior 
and apical infarct was found post mortem. The last 
(Case 101) showed depression of the R—T interval in 
leads I and II, with elevation in lead III. In lead IV

SUMMARY AND CONCLUSIONS 


Lead IV is the name given to the antero-posterior 
chest lead, and its value lies in the diagnosis of 
coronary disease. 

By means of the four-lead electrocardiogram we 
have investigated 102 consecutive cases of cardiac 
pain, using a technique which differs from that 
originally described by Wolferth and Wood. The 
chest leads have been reversed—i.e., the left-arm 
electrode in the anterior position—giving a lead IV 
comparable with the standard limb leads I, II, and 
III. We hope that this modification will come into 
general use. 

In 8 out of 62 cases of angina of effort lead IV 
provided evidence of myocardial disease not given 
by the three-lead electrocardiogram. We have 
confirmed the value of lead IV _ particularly in 
the diagnosis of left coronary artery occlusion.t 
Characteristic changes may appear earlier or last 
longer in this lead; they resemble those in lead I. 
The four-lead electrocardiogram is useful also in the 


localisation of cardiac infarction, particularly in 
combined acute left and right coronary artery 
occlusion. This is substantiated by our post-mortem 
material. 


We recommend the routine use of the four-lead 
electrocardiogram in the investigation of every 
case of cardiac pain.

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DEFENSIVE ROLE OF BILIRUBINZMIA 
IN PNEUMOCOCCAL INFECTION

Tue discovery of pneumococci in cultures from the 
blood of a patient with long-standing subacute rheuma- 
tism (Najib-Farah 1933) led me to study the part 
played by the pneumococcus in rheumatic infections. 
It occurred to me that the defence of the body 
against this organism might perhaps be related to 
the solubility of pneumococci in bile, which is the 
basis of Neufeld’s method of distinguishing pneumo- 
cocci from streptococci. With this in mind I examined 
the blood of 17 patients with acute rheumatism and 
found that in all of them it showed abnormally large 
quantities of bilirubin. The values obtained ranged 
from 0°8 to 2°0 units van den Bergh (4-10 mg. bili- 
rubin per litre of blood- serum), whereas the normal 
is usually given as 0-2 to 0°8 unit (or 2-4 mg.). This 
fits in with the observation that hyperbilirubinemia 
is found in infective diseases (Gradwohl 1935, Fellinger 
and Pfleger 1935) even when the liver is not appa- 
rently affected. But I have reason to think that the 
increase of bilirubin in the blood is not, as has been 
assumed, evidence of impaired function of the liver, 
but forms part of a protective mechanism designed 
to overcome infection. 

EXPERIMENTS 

My first step was to test rabbit serum for bilirubin 
and I found that it contained none—which may 
explain why it is such an excellent medium for 
cultivating the pneumococcus. From this I went 
on to test the inhibitory effect of bilirubin on the 
growth of pneumococci. A series of seven tubes of 
tyndallised rabbit serum were pre pared containing 
amounts of bilirubin (Merck) ranging upwards from 
2 to 8 mg. per litre. (The bilirubin was free from 
bile salts.) For my test I chose an 18-hours culture 
of bile-soluble type III pneumococci sufficiently 
virulent to kill a mouse within 20 hours in a dose of 
01 c.em, The seven tubes were numbered 2 to 8 
according to their content of bilirubin (2 mg. per 
litre of rabbit serum, &c.), and to each of them a 
drop of the pneumococcus culture was added. After 
18 hours in an incubator at 37° C. they were again 
examined, and the findings were as follows :— 

Tubes 2 and 3.—Organisms growing fairly well (less 
so in No. 3) though never abundant. Morphological 
characters less distinct in No. 3 than in No. 2. 

Tubes 4 and 5.—Under the microscope the organisms 
showed here and there signs of agglutination (Fig. 1) and 
the beginnings of disintegration (Fig. 2) 

Tubes 6 and 7.—All clearly showed bacteriolysis, and 
there were capsular structures or frames, of varying 
length, which had lost their contents (Fig. 3). 

Tube 8.—Complete lysis of the pneumococci, including 
their capsules. No growth at all had taken place. 


This partial or total solubility of pneumococci in 
bilirubin has not, I believe, been previously described. 

In my second experiment, the same culture of 
pneumococci was added to normal human serum 
(heated and unheated) and to serum (heated and 
unheated) from patients with acute rheumatism 
whose serum bilirubin values ranged from 4 to 10 mg. 
per litre. I found that the pneumococci grew satis- 
factorily in the normal serum, though never 
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abundantly as in rabbit serum, but were agglutinated 
and began to disintegrate in patients’ serum con- 
taining 4-5 mg. of bilirubin per litre. The capsular 
structures were partly denuded of cocci by serum 
containing 6-7 mg. (Fig. 4), while complete lysis 
occurred at 8 mg. per litre. 

My third experiment was to repeat the tests 
with normal human serum to which bilirubin had 
been added, using (a) mouse-virulent streptococci, 
hemolytic and non-hemolytic; (b) avirulent cap- 
sulated type II pneumococci obtained from pneu- 
monic sputum; and (c) a mixture of the above 
virulent type III pneumococci and virulent strepto- 
cocci. In the 
series of tubes 
used for aviru- 
lent pneumo- 
cocci the bili- 
rubin content 
ranged up to 
10 grammes 
per litre of 
serum. The 
results were as 
follows :—

Several similar experiments were conducted with 
various pneumococci of types I, II, and III in rabbit 
serum. Absence of virulence goes with insolubility 
in bilirubin, as it does with insolubility in bile salts, 
while moderate or feeble virulence is associated with 
insolubility or partial solubility. It should be recog- 
nised however that the solubility (like the virulence) 
of a culture is liable to vary from time to time. 


POSSIBLE BEARING ON RHEUMATIC INFECTIONS 


1 have already given reasons (Najib-Farah 1934) for 
thinking the pneumococcus capable of producing an 
illness indistinguishable from acute or subacute 
rheumatism. 


Not long ago I saw a boy of 11 with severe sore-throat, 
and succeeded in obtaining both from the blood and the 
throat a pneumococcus (Type I), which killed a mouse in 
28 hours. On the first day of the illness there was a bili- 
rubinemia of 1-2 units (van den Bergh), and from the 
second to the fifth day it ranged from 1-5 to 2-0 units. 
The symptoms then abated, and the bilirubinemia fell 
to 1-35 units; but on the eleventh day the patient deve- 
loped a characteristic attack of acute rheumatism, and 
the bilirubinemia rose to 1-60 units. 


My own interpretation of these observations is 
that in the first stage of infection bilirubin is mobilised 
in the blood to destroy the pneumococcus. This 
leads to the disintegration of the organism with

liberation of toxic substance which may be sufficient, 
after a latent.interval, to give rise to the allergic 
reaction which we recognise as rheumatism. Under 
these conditions, to catch the pneumococcus in the 
blood, one should search for it as early as possible 
during the initial sore-throat of the disease, for 
cultures are apt to be negative in the established 
phase of the rheumatic manifestations. 
SUMMARY 

(1) Seventeen patients suffering from acute or 
subacute rheumatism showed hyperbilirubinzemia. 
(2) Test showed that rabbit serum does not contain 
bilirubin, (3) 
Experiment 
showed that

(4) Some varieties of 
pheumococcus are agglutinable and soluble in bili- 
rubin solutions, while others are not. Solubility varies 
with virulence. (5) It is suggested that bilirubinemia 
should be regarded not as a sign of hepatic damage 
but as a means of defence. Bilirubin should be then’ 
considered as an agglutinin and a lysin in vivo. (6) 
This hypothesis is consistent with the idea that 
pneumococcal infection may give rise, after a 
latent period, to acute or subacute rheumatism. 
The germ should be searched for in the blood, 
particularly in the initial sore-throat phase of the 
disease.

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ANEURYSM OF THE SINUS OF 
VALSALVA INVOLVING THE CORONARY 
ORIFICE

In 1840 Thurnam collected 22 cases of aneurysm 
of the sinus of Valsalva. In the succeeding years 
Smith was able to find records only of another 20. 
This is doubtless due to the feeling that they are 
sufficiently well known to make further enumeration 
unnecessary. They are, nevertheless, not often seen 
in the ordinary way—e.g., 2 in 3000 post-mortems 
at the Middlesex Hospital—and the following speci- 
men is unusual enough to warrant publication. 

Coronary artery aneurysms are nearly always in 
the first inch of the artery, but apart from a case 
described by Ward there has never been one that 
included the orifice. Neither are they syphilitic as 
a rule; Packard and Wechsler did not ascribe any 
of their series to that infection. Syphilis of the 
coronary arteries causes obliteration rather than 
dilatation— Moritz collected 8 cases. Two exceptions 
have recently been published: one by Vogelsang, 
and one by Snyder and Hunter, who describe a speci- 
men with separate aneurysms of the sinus and 
coronary artery, both syphilitic. 

Aneurysms of the sinus of Valsalva, on the other 
hand, are usually syphilitic and really belong to the 
aortic group, in fact in 20 per cent. of cases there 
are said to be aortic aneurysms as well (Smith). A 
rare type is probably congenital; Goehring found 
6 examples; they were small, membranous, bulged 
into the heart, and mostly perforated into one of 
the chambers. 


The patient, a man aged 53, had been discharged from 
the army for “ chest trouble.” He attended Dr. Barty 
King’s out-patients at the Royal Chest Hospital in 1918 
with cough and hemoptysis. In 1920 pulsation on the 
left of the sternum was felt for the first time. He then 
had clubbing of the fingers and slight cyanosis. In 1921 
an apical systolic murmur was first heard but the heart 
was not enlarged. The patient also started having dys- 
pnea and angina pectoris, and continued to have them 
during the succeeding years. The Wassermann reaction 
was found to be positive. Later in the same year there is 
a note that the heart was enlarged to the left side and 
that there was “‘a harsh systolic murmur over the pre- 
cordia, loudest in the pulmonary area.” During this 
year he had a stroke. In 1922 the heart was still enlarged 
to the left only. There was a systolic thrill at the apex, 
and the precordial ribs were pushed forward by a big 
powerful heart. Breath sounds were almost absent at 
the right pulmonary base. X ray screening showed “a 
rounded shadow on the left side of the heart, but non- 
pulsating. The plate confirms it and suggests neoplasm.” 
In 1923 he had pleuritic friction on the left side in front, 
more angina and dyspnea, and the heart was enlarged 
in all directions. Dr. A. W. Stott made the following 
report : ‘* The electrocardiograph shows a flattened T wave 
in lead I. and large upright T wave in leads IT. and III. 
The R wave in lead II. was ‘splintered,’ and there was 
a deep Q wave in lead III. The P—Rinterval was normal.” 
In 1924 the X ray revealed pulsation, and the differential 
diagnosis between neoplasm and aneurysm was again 
discussed. The electrocardiograph was the same as in 
the previous year. 

Radiography.—In 1925 Dr. P. Kerley made radiological 
examinations, and gives the following account of the 
appearances during the next three years. ‘“‘There was 
@ pulsatile tumour attached to the left border of the 
heart shadow, just below the left main branch of the 
pulmonary artery. Oblique and lateral views showed no 
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connexion between the tumour and the arch of the 
aorta. The cesophagus and trachea were not displaced ; 
? cardiac aneurysm ;? pericardial dermoid cyst ; ? encysted 
pericardial effusion. The size and position of the tumour 
were unusual for a cardiac aneurysm. Later radiographs 
in 1926 and 1927 showed that the tumour had increased 
in size and was notching the anterior parts of the 3rd and 
4th ribs. This left no doubt as to the aneurysmal nature 
of the tumour. The arch of the aorta and the pulmonary 
artery at no time showed X ray evidence of dilatation.” 
The only change in physical signs between 1925 and 
1928 was the increasing size of the heart area, and the 
appearance of a diastolic in addition to the systolic 
murmur at the apex. In 1928 he died suddenly from 
perforation of the aneurysm into the left pleural cavity. 
Necropsy.—On removal of the sternum a large aneurysm 
was exposed which covered the whole front of the heart

except the apex, and was adherent to its upper half. It 
extended on both sides beyond the borders of the heart, 
especially to the left, where it reached beyond the costo- 
chondrial junctions, and was firmly attached to the chest 
wall at the 3rdand 4thribs. Its upper limit was about 2 in. 
above the aortic valve, and it burrowed a little between the 
aorta and pulmonary artery. The pericardial sac was 
obliterated ; in places the adhesions were firm, and in 
places they were separable, with a thin layer of coagulated 
blood between the parietal and visceral pericardium. 

Internally the aneurysm was in relation with the 
anterior and medial walls of the right ventricle and 
auricle and the upper anterior corner of the septum. 
The pars membranacea was not involved. Part of the 
internal wall was very hard from calcification and old 
coagulum ; it compressed the right auriculoventricular 
opening and projected like a wedge into the right ventricle, 
almost dividing it in two and considerably flattening the 
upper part of the chamber. 

The orifice of the aneurysm was in the right sinus of 
Valsalva. It was roughly oval and wide enough to admit 
half a crown, and had a smooth hard rim. It led straight 
into the sac which was large enough to take two fists, and 
had a very rough atheromatous wall with patches of 
coagulum on it. It was so easily torn by the removal 
of the sternum that the perforation was not identified, 
but as the left pleural cavity was full of blood there was 
no doubt of its existence. 

The distal portion of the right coronary artery was 
traced along the auriculoventricular groove as far as the 
aneurysm, it then became incorporated in its wall, and 
could be seen as a tortuous ridge running to the inside 
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edge of the orifice of the sac. There was no proper open- 
ing into the sac but the wall was very atheromatous just 
there, and a probe entered without difficulty. The artery 
was patent and apparently healthy in the distal portion 
but not patent in the aneurysmal wall. There was no 
separate coronary orifice in the right sinus. The left 
coronary artery had a few spots of atheroma and the 
orifice was slightly contracted. The aorta showed syphi- 
litic aortitis and a little pouching just above the aortic 
valve; there was little or no dilatation of the ascending 
arch. Atheroma extended up the arch and up into the 
main vessels. The left ventricle appeared to be healthy. 
The right ventricle was moderately hypertrophied. 


The inclusion of the coronary orifice in the aneurysm 
made it difficult at first to be certain whether the 
dilatation had originated in the coronary artery or 
in the sinus of Valsalva, and it was only after the 
remains of the artery had been dissected that the 
diagnosis was established. Ward recorded a similar 
aneurysm which he described as having “involved 
the coronary artery,” but Packard and Wechsler, in 
an analysis of 31 cases of coronary artery aneurysms, 
regard Ward’s as belonging to the sinus of Valsalva. 

These aneurysms give notoriously complicated 
physical signs, and they are rarely diagnosed during 
life. In this case the early radiographic reports were 
misleading, as they persistently suggested neoplasm 
despite the clinical evidence in favour of, aneurysm. 
There was evidently a difference of opinion about 
the nature and interpretation of the pulsation. 
Smith says that peculiar thrills and noises, especially 
rough to-and-fro murmurs heard best in the pul- 
monary area, may be suggestive of a sinus aneurysm. 
In this case the most striking features were the 
sudden onset of marked pulsation and severe dyspnea 
with very little cyanosis. 

Snyder and Hunter discuss the effects of aneurysms 
bulging inwards and causing heart-block by pressure 
on the bundle of His, or obstructing the auriculo- 
ventricular passages. This aneurysm certainly 
obstructed the tricuspid valve, and Dr. Barty King 


CUTANEOUS MELANOMA 
TWO CASES ALIVE THIRTY AND THIRTY-EIGHT YEARS 
AFTER OPERATION

Axsout thirty years ago I published a paper? 
describing what I believe was an original method 
that had not previously been carried out, or even 
suggested, for operating for melanoma of the skin. 
The principles advocated were : 

(1) To surround the primary growth with an incision 
as far removed from it as judged to be necessary. 

(2) To run from the most convenient point in this 
generally elliptical or ovoid incision, a second one along the 
normal course of the main lymphatic trunks as far as 
necessary to allow free removal of at least the nearest 
lymphatic glands, 

(3) To reflect the skin well back and to each side from 
these incisions, and excise the tumour with the whole of the 
subcutaneous tissue exposed containing the lymphatic 
vessels, the deep fascia of the limb and the fascia propria 
of muscles exposed along with the lymphatic glands in 
one continuous strip. 


The melanomata have a curious tendency to affect 
the lymphatic vessels in their course between the 
primary growth and the nearest lymphatic glands

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considers that the apical systolic and diastolic 
murmurs belonged to that valve. He also remarks 
that the early harsh systolic murmur seemed to 
originate in the pulmonary artery and might have 
been due to pressure. — 

The specimen described above was undoubtedly 
syphilitic, with a good deal of atheroma as well; in 
appearance it was just like an advanced saccular 
aneurysm of the arch of the aorta. Its size was 
exceptional, most of the recorded cases having been 
about the size of a walnut, while some of them were 
mere pouches. Sheldon described a large one in the 
right sinus which extended towards the right and 
burst externally, but he does not give the exact size or 
mention the right coronary orifice. 


I am much indebted to Dr. Barty King for permission 
to use his notes, and for his interesting comments on the 
clinical aspects of the case. 
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and at a comparatively early stage of the disease, a 
feature which is only rarely seen in other types of 
malignant cutaneous growths and then in a much 
later stage. The main object of the operation is to 
remove all subcutaneous tissue in which satellites 
of the primary tumour might be develeping, along 
with all, or as many as possible, of the main lymphatic 
vessels passing from the tumour to the nearest 
glands, in addition to the tumour and the glands, 


THREE CASES 


I only met with three instances of melanoma of 
the skin in the course of my active work. 


Case 1.—The first was an old man who came to my 
out-patient department when I was an assistant surgeon 
at the Glasgow Royal Infirmary. He had a small non- 
ulcerated pigmented tumour in the flexure of his right 
elbow-joint, but in addition there was a large mass of 
glands adherent to the skin and contents of the right 
axilla and innumerable pigmented nodules, varying in 
size from small shot to a pea, some adherent to the over- 
lying skin, others free from it scattered over the inner 
and posterior aspects of the right upper arm all the way 
from the primary tumour to the axilla. The condition 
was considered to be inoperable. 


Case 2.—The second patient was a girl, aged 17, who 
was admitted to my ward in the Glasgow Royal Infirmary 
on Nov. 12th, 1898. Her own medical attendant wrote 
saying he believed she had a melanotic sarcoma of her left 
forearm. Two years before admission she had observed 
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a small growth in the skin of the left forearm; it had 
gradually increased in size, and recently rather more 
quickly. She did not admit there had been any wart or 
mole at that site and no injury could be recalled. There 
was a small nodulated hard tumour measuring 3-5 by 3 cm. 
adherent to and infiltrating the skin at the flexure fold 
of the left elbow. The whole had a brownish colour with 
deeper brown areas here and there and some bluish-black 
ones. It. could be moved slightly from side to side but 
not in the axis of the limb. It was situated about mid- 
way between the two condyles of the humerus. The 
left axillary glands were enlarged but no further evidence 
of spread was evident. The liver was not enlarged and 
the urine was normal. A coloured sketch was made of the 
limb and the tumour. This is now in the Museum of the 
Royal College of Surgeons, Edinburgh (No. 6 (1) b. 93). 

On Nov. 18th the tumour with a good area of apparently 
healthy skin was surrounded by an elliptical incision from 
the upper end of which a vertical incision along the inner 
bicipital groove was run up to the apex of the axilla and 
on to the thoracic wall (Fig. 1). The margins of this long 
wound were dissected back to each side and the skin bearing 
the tumour with the whole extent of subcutaneous tissue 
exposed by the reflection of the skin, along with the bicipital 
fascia ; a strip of subcutaneous tissue at least 2 in. in 
width down to and including the fascia propria of the 
brachialis anticus muscle were removed along with the 
fat and glands of the axilla in one continuous strip. The 
margins of the wound with some undercutting near the 
site of the tumour came together fairly well, one relaxation 
suture was inserted at the gap left by the excision of skin. 
The whole healed well but when the patient was allowed to 
use the arm a small area at the elbow broke down, though 
it quickly healed and she went home on Dec, 24th. 

The tumour proved to be a melanotic sarcoma and the 
axillary glands, some of which were definitely pigmented, 
were infected. The tissues removed at operation, owing 
to a misunderstanding, were not preserved after micro- 
scopic examination was made. 


The patient was seen at frequent intervals. She had 


good use of the arm and remained in good health. In

1902 she went to Canada and married and has had three 
children. I have heard from her frequently during the 
interval; she always sent a good report of herself and of 
her arm. There has never been any further evidence 
of the tumour; and I have often thought that pregnancy 
has a remarkable tendency to light up any potential 
malignant cells that may exist. The patient has never 
been irradiated and has only had the single operation 
38 years ago. I have recently heard from her and received 
a photograph which pictures a handsome sonsie lady. 
She writes: ‘I keep real well and my weight is 200 
pounds.” 


CasE 3.—The second patient for whom I operated is a 
man who, at the age of 30, was admitted to the Glasgow 
Royal Infirmary on Oct, 27th, 1906, with a deep black 
nodule in the skin measuring 3 by 4 cm. at the inner 
aspect of the left thigh just above the condyle. The 
skin over it was very attenuated but not broken. The 
tumour had developed during the previous two years from 
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a small pigmented mole that had been present from his 
birth. There was a large mass of glands visible in the left 
Scarpa’s triangle, which showed a brownish-black colora- 
tion below the skin which was not adherent. Enlarged 
glands were also palpable above the left Poupart ligament 
in the iliac fossa. The liver was not enlarged and the 
urine was normal. On his 
body were numerous small :

On Nov. Ist the tumour Rae. 
with the glands of left groin ii ty 
and those in the iliac fossa hae 
as far up as the bifurcation 
of the common iliac artery, 
along with a broad strip of 
the subcutaneous tissue and 
the deep fascia of the thigh 
between the primary growth 
and the femoral glands, were 
excised in one strip, as in 
the last patient (Fig. 2). 
The wound healed asep- 
tically.

treatment for the melanoma and has never been irradiated. 
In 1923, however, I removed a small pigmented mole from 
the inner side of his left thigh. No recurrence has taken 
place at or in the scar or in the glands. 


In my original paper I wrote: ‘A radical extir- 
pation of this disease will most certainly be ensured 
by excision of the tumour with a good zone of healthy 
skin around it and a somewhat larger zone of the 
underlying subcutaneous tissue and deep fascia along 
with a broad strip of subcutaneous fascie# up to and 
including the nearest anatomical group of glands at 
least; and all that is removed should be in one 
continuous strip.” The after-history of these two 
patients—the only two on whom I have operated for 
melanoma—is good proof of the force of this 
contention. 





A CASE OF STREPTOCOCCAL 
SEPTICAZMIA TREATED WITH PRONTOSIL

On Jan. Ist, 1937, a very thin boy, 7 years old, 
was admitted to the Royal Victoria Hospital, Netley, 
with slight cough and a five-day swelling at the 
angle of jaw (right). The right tonsil was enlarged 
and inflamed. 


On admission the temperature was 104° F., the pulse- 
rate 136, and the respirations 30. Three days later, on 
Jan. 4th, the temperature was swinging between 101 
and 104°; there was pain and slight swelling of the left 
wrist, and the leucocyte count was 23,200 (87 per cent. 
polymorphs). Antistreptococcal serum (20 c¢.cm.) was 
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given. On Jan. 6th the neck was incised and a little deep 
pus was evacuated; one tube was left in for drainage. 
A hemolytic streptococcus was grown from the pus, and 
during the next day or two there were further rises of 
temperature to 104° with rigors. No obvious pus was 
seen on the dressings. Antiscarlatinal serum (10 c.cm.) 
was given on Jan. 8th and again on the 9th, when the 
tube was removed and the wound packed with eusol 
gauze. At this time there was pain and slight swelling 
of left ankle, and a culture was taken from the blood 
On Jan. 11th 20 c.cm. of antiscarlatinal serum was given. 
No valvular murmurs heard. Rhonchi inlungs. Breath 
sounds harsh. Temp., 98-103°, with rigors; pulse-rate, 
104-140 ; respirations, 35. 

From Jan. 12th to 14th there was pain in both ankles, 
the respiration-rate was rising (to 60), and signs of 
broncho-pneumonia appeared in the lower lobes. A final 
injection of 20 c.cm. antiscarlatinal serum was given on 
Jan. 13th. 

On Jan. llth a hemolytic streptococcus was found 
in the blood culture. Administration of Prontosil (Red) 
began on the 12th, and 7-5 c.cm. was given each night 
and morning by intramuscular injection (total 100 c.cm.= 
2-5 grammes). From the 12th to the 29th the patient also 
received one tablet of Prontosil Album by mouth every 
six hours (total 70 tablets—21g.). In view of his small 
weight these quantities amount to double the average dose 
used in puerperal cases by Colebrook and Kenny (Lancet, 
1936, 2, 1319). On Jan. 15th radiography of the chest 
disclosed no pus. The flow of pus from the neck wound 
was increasing and there was cedema of scrotum. On the 
20th a pleuropericardial rub was noted but the tempera- 
ture was steadying between 100° and 101°. Pulse-rate, 130; 
respirations, 40. A blood culture taken on this day proved 
sterile. On Jan. 26th the temperature fell to 97°, and it 
continued thereafter along normal lines. The pulse-rate 
fell to 100, and the respirations to 24. Only a soft pul- 
monary systolic murmur could be heard, the heart being 
dilated. Albuminuria slight or absent. Gauze-packing 
in neck wound daily soaked with pus. Cough ceased, 
but still signs of bilateral pneumonia and of dry pleurisy 
(left). By Jan. 3lst the child was out of danger, and 
he has since made a steady recovery. 

The dates and results of the blood cultures in 
relation to the prontosil treatment are suggestive 
of cure by this drug; but since there were no signs 
of a valve lesion it remains possible that recovery 
would have taken place without its aid.

SULPHAMOGLOBINAMIA FOLLOWING 
ANTISTREPTOCOCCAL CHEMOTHERAPY

LATE HOUSE SURGEON, ROYAL SALOP INFIRMARY, SHREWSBURY 


A GIRL aged 12 was admitted to the Royal Salop 
Infirmary on Jan. 18th, 1937, with a history that 
four days previously she had been pricked by a 
penknife on the knee. 


She looked ill and was in much pain. Her temperature 
was 101° F. and her pulse-rate 120. On the right knee 
there was a small scab lateral to the patella (? result of 
penknife injury) with swelling and redness medial to the 
patella. The joint was tender and movements very, but 
not excruciatingly, painful. The liver and spleen were 
not palpable, and nothing abnormal was found in the 
urine. 

A diagnosis of suppurative arthritis was made and the 
joint accordingly opened. A few drachms of seropurulent 
fluid were obtained (which on culture proved to be sterile), 
the joint was closed, and a drainage-tube inserted down 
to capsule. Next day the temperature and pulse-rate fell 
to normal, but there was still much pain in the joint. 


It was decided to try Prontosil, and 5 c.cm. was given 
daily by injection for two days, with Proseptasine (p- 
benzylaminobenzenesulphonamide) two tablets by mouth 
three times a day. After the patient had had 10 c.cm. of 
prontosil and 12 tablets of proseptasine she was noticed 
to be cyanosed. She was still in much pain but her 
temperature and pulse-rate were not raised. The urine 
on the previous evening had been pink in colour, but this 
was thought to be due to the excretion of prontosil in it ; 
no further discoloration was noticed, and the bowels 
were well open with laxatives (magnesium sulphate was 
not given). The use of prontosil was discontinued, and 
oxygen was administered continuously with, however, no 
lasting effect. The child died on the fourth day, the signs 
just before death being those of respiratory failure. 

Post mortem the striking points noticed were : marked 
and early hypostases ; darkness and fluidity of the blood ; 
early fatty changes in the liver, and some staining of the 
intima of the first part of the aorta. The lungs were 
normal and the heart revealed no congenital lesion. The 
right knee-joint contained about 3 drachms of frank pus 
in which many streptococci were demonstrated A 
spectroscopic examination of post-mortem blood showed 
the well-marked absorption bands of sulphemoglobin. 


Colebrook and Kenny (1936a), in a series of 38 
cases of puerperal infections treated with prontosil, 
records non-fatal sulphemoglobinemia in three 
patient, in one of whom it developed after as little 
as 4 g. had been taken. They quote van den Bergh 
and Revers, who stated that, in a case of sulphemo- 
globinemia following the use of pyridium, the simul- 
taneous administration of magnesium sulphate might 
have been a contributory factor. Later Colebrook 
and Kenny (1936b) reported another series of 26 cases 
of puerperal infections treated with prontosil, in 
which there were no further instances of sulphemo- 
globinemia; incidently they withheld magnesium 
sulphate from these patients, the first series all 
having had it. In the second series, also, they halved 
the dose of prontosil, in all but the very grave cases, 
but continued its use over a longer period. 

In the present case two possible causes of death 
spring to mind—namely, idiosyncrasy and overdose. 
(A normal dose is an overdose to a “sensitive” 
patient.) In Colebrook’s series, as mentioned before, 
as little as 4 g. caused sulphemoglobinemia, and this 
leads one to suppose that a small proportion of people 
have an idiosyncrasy to the drug—an idiosyncrasy 
that may even prove fatal. In view of the recom- 
mended dosage I do not think an overdose, in the 
ordinary sense of the word, was given in the case I 
am recording.

MEDICAL SOCIETY OF LONDON

AEtiology and Diagnosis of Jaundice 


Dr. C. E. LAKIN, introducing the subject, spoke 
first of blackwater fever, and described a fatal case, 
In this disease hemoglobin was liberated from the 
corpuscles so rapidly that the cells of the reticulo- 
endothelial system were completely overwhelmed, 
hemoglobin appearing in the urine, and the skin 
becoming deeply pigmented. This hemolytic pig- 
mentation sometimes followed the transfusion of 
incompatible blood, if death was delayed a few days. 
There was no sharp line of demarcation between the 
hemolytic pigmentation of these conditions and that 
of so-called hemolytic jaundice, with excess of pre- 
hepatic bilirubin. Other examples were in pernicious 
anemia, acholuric jaundice, malaria, oroya fever, 
poisoning by potassium chlorate, sulphonal, or certain 
snake poisons, and in some cases of septicemia, when 
it rendered the prognosis still more grave. The 
next group was that of toxic or hepatogenous jaundice, 
with a retrograde change in the parenchymatous 
cells of the liver, which could no longer transmit 
the usual hemolytic products to the bile capillaries. 
Except in acute yellow atrophy and the graver 
cases, the changes in the skin and in the colour of 
the stools were only slight. There was usually some 
enlargement of the spleen. With widespread destruc- 
tion, the whole function of the liver was seriously 
affected, and pyrexia, persistent vomiting, petechial 
and other hemorrhages, delirium and coma often 
preceded death. In the obstructive jaundice group 
the digestion and absorption of fat was so defective 
that the total fat might form 50 per cent. of the stools. 
Constipation was the rule, but there was sometimes 
diarrhea, ascribed to fermentative changes. The 
slow pulse often seen was attributed to the toxic 
action of bile salts on the sino-auricular node. 

In the differential diagnosis of jaundice a sudden 
onset in the healthy suggested obstruction of the 
common bile-duct by a gall-stone, whereas a slow 
onset of increasing jaundice was associated with a 
new growth or pressure on the duct from without. 
Jaundice immediately after attacks of violent 
paroxysmal pain usually meant the passage of a 
gall-stone along the cystic duct into the common 
bile-duct. A painless onset preceded by evidences 
of gastroduodenal catarrh suggested, in a young 
adult, catarrhal jaundice. An initial loss of weight 
was seen in pancreatic disease and in malignant 
disease of the alimentary tract. The occupation 
might afford a clue; as in the use of such substances 
as carbon tetrachloride and trinitrotoluene. Certain 
drugs might produce the symptom, such as Atophan 
and Salvarsan. In the general clinical examination 
attention should be paid to nutrition and the tonal 
condition of the abdominal wall. If the liver was 
passively congested or if there was hepatitis, it 
would be tender on palpation. Attention should 
be paid to the gall-bladder, the epigastrium, the 
spleen, the supraclavicular fossa for enlarged lymphatic 
glands, and the lung, especially the right base. 
In late stages of cirrhosis of the liver the first sound 
of the heart was noticeably defective in tone, and the 
rhythm was often tic-tac. A rectal examination 
should never be omitted in a doubtful case. The 


urine was tested for bile pigment, and bilirubin would 
be detected either by the iodine or the nitric acid 
tests. Obstructive jaundice was characterised by 
putty-like stools, bile pigment, and probably bile 
salts in the urine, and the jaundice was more likely 
to be intense than in the hemolytic or toxic groups. 
The blood gave an immediate direct van den Bergh 
reaction. In the hemolytic group the urine would 
not contain bile, but urobilin was likely to be present, 
sometimes in considerable amount. The stools 
might be darker than normal. Cases needed a com- 
plete blood count, fragility tests, and a determina- 
tion of the mean corpuscular volume, a count of 
reticulocytes and blood-platelets, and the Wassermann 
test. In the toxic form the patient was often 
seriously ill and often feverish, though the jaundice 
was not necessarily intense. Small quantities of 
bile might be found in the urine in addition to bili- 
rubin. In severe cases albumin and casts were 
always present, because of the accompanying kidney 
damage. 
LABORATORY TESTS 


Dr. GEOFFREY Harrison dealt with laboratory 
tests in jaundice. Van den Bergh’s method was 
accepted as the standard procedure for detecting 
bilirubin in the blood ; its main chemical value was 
to show hyperbilirubinemia when the patient had 
a slight yellow tint, and the condition could be 
detected before the onset of actual jaundice. In 
established jaundice it showed the progressive changes 
in the concentration of the pigment in serum. 
Estimations of bilirubin in the blood were as valuable 
in diseases of liver and biliary passages as those of 
blood-urea in renal disease. Though direct van den 
Bergh reactions indicated mechanical obstruction, 
he thought the test could not be properly interpreted 
until more was known of the physical chemistry of 
bilirubin and of the reaction. He would like to 
cease reporting the direct test until that knowledge 
was available; he suggested that there was only one 
type of bilirubin, though variations in other factors 
made it appear that there were two. The usual 
chemical tests, such as the nitric acid and iodine 
ring tests, were not sensitive enough. A much better 
reaction which was very useful in clinical work 
was an application of Fouchet’s test to a barium 
precipitate from urine. It did not give positive 
reactions in health, nor with pigments other than 
bilirubin. The diazo test could also be applied to 
this precipitate and was also a sensitive method. 

Dealing next with stercobilin in feces, Dr. Harrison 
said that bilirubin was present in meconium, but 
after infancy, except in gross diarrhoea, it was said 
never to appear in the feces. Hence the stools 
should be tested for stercobilin and the colourless 
stercobilinogen, not for bilirubin. Describing the 
galactose test, he said that about 40 grammes of 
galactose was the maximum oral dose with which a 
liver whose cells were not damaged could deal, and 
this dose seemed to be independent of sex, age, and 
body-weight. After this amount, in health, the 
peripheral capillary blood-sugar usually rose as much 
as after the same dose as glucose, but this rise was 
presumably due, mainly, to glucose formed from liver 
glycogen, not to galactose. It was the amount of 
sugar in the urine which mattered; blood-sugar 
level and blood-sugar curves were of no assistance. 
Phosphatases were enzymes which hydrolysed phos- 
phate-esters to liberate inorganic phosphate, and 
were widely distributed in tissues, the greatest 
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concentrations occurring in bone, kidney, intestinal 
mucosa, liver, and red cells. Traces were present 
also in plasma or serum in health. The plasma 
phosphatase was increased in active bone diseases 
and in obstructive jaundice, but an estimation was 
of only limited value in separating the obstructive 
group from the other types. 


TOXICOLOGY 


The PRESIDENT said that the liver damage due to the 
use of “dope” in aeroplane work at the beginning 
of the late war was caused by tetrachlorethane. 
It had been found that practically all the factory 
staff were slightly yellow, that they had morning 
vomiting, and some had ascites. He had also seen 
during the war some fatal cases of trinitrotoluene 
and of atophan poisoning. Many cases of toxic 
jaundice had occurred after using some of the new 
drugs, such as Luminal; and he had seen it follow 
the use of Plasmoquine, acriflavine, and Avertin. 
Trichlorethane, largely used in dry-cleaning, also 
produced jaundice, and atrophy of the liver some- 
times followed the giving of carbon tetrachloride. 
One of the main functions of the liver was the 
toxiphylactic ; it protected the body by removing 
poisons from it, including those produced in internal 
metabolism. In toxic jaundice the key to the 
situation was the liver cell. Nature had been 
generous in that she provided fourteen times as many 
as were needed for ordinary requirements ; hence the 
ability of some people to stand such large doses of 
alcohol as they were known to take. Chloroform 
was a very rapid liver poison, and in phosphorus 
poisoning all the liver cells became swollen and were 
the subjects of fatty degeneration ; they necrosed, 
the liver then shrank, and while this was proceeding 
the kidney cells became damaged, and acute yellow 
atrophy supervened. Thus it was all one picture ; 
it was a question of time and the intensity of the 
poison, Dr. Lakin had said that in toxic jaundice 
it was rare to see pale stools. This was because 
of the swelling when the tension was increased and 
the bile-ducts blocked by squeezing; but he had 
seen pale stools lasting three or four weeks in toxic 
jaundice. The depth of the jaundice was not much 
guide as a means of differentiating the toxic from the 
obstructive type, but he considered that the van den 
Bergh reaction was good for the diagnosis of 
hemolytic jaundice. He agreed with Dr. Harrison’s 
remarks concerning the liver function tests. The 
liver varied greatly in susceptibility to poisons, and 
old people were much more susceptible to them than 
were younger folk, especially with such drugs as 
atophan and the barbiturates. 


TROPICAL DISEASES 


Dr. P. H. Manson-Banr said that the discovery of 
the cause of blackwater fever would shed more light 
on paroxysmal hemoglobinuria and acholuric jaundice 
than any other means. In blackwater fever the 
giving of quinine had much to do with the onset of 
the paroxysms, but since the advent of Atebrin, 
which killed the sub-tertian parasite, it had practically 
ceased to exist in this country; though in London 
10-20 cases yearly were once seen. One of the means 
of curing the disease was by giving large quantities of 
fluid ; one of his severe cases became maniacal, and 
managed to procure and drink a large quantity 
of beer ; after that he began to recover. The speaker 
was the first to point out, ten years ago, the similarity 
of the renal condition in blackwater fever to that in | 
incompatible blood transfusion, and. it had been 
many times confirmed since. Plasmoquine might 
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cause methemoglobinuria, and carbon tetrachloride 
might cause toxic jaundice, just as chloroform did, 
but it would be wrong to ban these valuable drugs 
on that account. Dr. Lakin had mentioned amebic 
hepatitis and amoebic dysentery as causes of jaundice, 
but he himself had always held that amebic abscess 
of the liver was not associated with the symptom 
jaundice. Carotinemia caused a great discoloration 
of the skin, and was very rife among residents in 
Nigeria ; possibly because a large part of the diet 
there was fresh vegetables. 





SOCIETY OF MEDICAL OFFICERS OF 
HEALTH 


AT a meeting of the Maternal and Child Welfare 
Group of this society held on Feb. 19th, Dr. AGNEs 
NICOLL, the president, being in the chair, Dr. PETER 
McKrn ay read a paper on the 


Economics of Child Welfare Work 


He said that his subject really involved an attempt 
to equate child welfare activities with the improving 
health of the population at the ages concerned. 
Before any assessment of expenditure and return 
could be made, it was essential to find where and to 
what extent child welfare activities had been 
operative. 

He proposed, therefore, to summarise the changes 
shown by vital statistics for the ages concerned and 
to discuss the effects of some of the relevant factors. 
Both in Scotland and in England and Wales the 
infant mortality-rate had shown no tendency to 
improve until the end of the last century, but since 
then had dropped from 150 to about 60 in England 
and Wales and in Scotland much less, from 120 to 
about 80. The differences in rates of improvement 
in the infant death-rate from various causes and in 
different areas could hardly be studied before 1911 
and so he had taken out figures relating to the five 
quinquennial periods since then. Comparing the 
first and last of these periods the rate was found to 
have declined for all causes by 43 per cent., that 
due to convulsions falling most, congenital debility, 
tuberculosis, syphilis, diarrhea, measles, and over- 
laying following next on the list in that order. Deaths 
from premature birth showed negligible improve- 
ment; congenital malformations were half as much 
again as in pre-war days and the mortality attributed 
to birth injury was exactly doubled. The decline 
had been more noticeable among illegitimate than 
legitimate children, and only in respect of diarrhea 
did this not hold true. The contrast was greatest 
for birth injury which had not increased in illegiti- 
mates; the rate for malformations had increased 
among them by 31 per cent. against an average of 
53 percent. The actual rates of mortality in Scotland 
for each of the principal causes were at present much 
higher than the corresponding rates for England and 
Wales. 

The death-rate of children aged 1-5 years had 
shown an entirely different and much more satis- 
factory course than had infant mortality. Improve- 
ment could be traced back to 1870 and by the end 
of the century the rate had declined by 40 per cent. 
of the level in 1861. Even in the present century 
considerable improvement had been shown, the rate 
of decline being relatively greater than in infancy. 
The nearer to infancy the less the improvement, but 
except for 0-1 years the date of appearance of decline 
at individual years was roughly the same. 
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SUGGESTED EXPLANATIONS OF THE IMPROVEMENT 


As the similarities shown by the improvement 
were as impressive as the differences when area, 
time, or condition was considered, some people had 
been led to look for some general changes to explain 
the improvement, The first of these was birth-rate ; 
several studies had shown a high correlation between 
birth-rate and infant mortality. From his own 
work Dr. McKinlay had concluded that the causes 
which had declined most were those dependent 
largely on maternal care and, while recognising that 
improved maternal care could be attributed to child 
welfare activities, he was more inclined to think it 
resulted from the smaller size of families. If the 
declining birth-rate were responsible why did the 
infant mortality-rate not decline before ‘1900 when 
the birth-rate had declined quite a lot? He did not 
wish to prove any case but one explanation was that 
the decline in birth-rate had affected the social 
class which had least effect on infant mortality-rate. 
Kermack, McKendrick, and McKinlay had concluded 
from an investigation that the most important 
factor in the health of an individual during his whole 
life was his environment up to the end of school life. 
The infant mortality and pre-school death-rates 
did not fit in here but might be explained by the 
dependence of the child’s welfare before birth, during 
its first year, and to a decreasing extent later on the 
health of the mother: the mothers of 1901 were born 
in 1870 or a little later, when the death-rates of child- 
hood began to fall. Another explanation of the 
comparative lag was that compulsory education was 
introduced at a time which would have affected the 
1901 mothers: there could be no doubt that intelligent 
motherhood appreciably affected the risks to a 
child’s health. The operative facters causing 
differences in the trend of individual causes of death 
were very hard to dissociate ; for instance the decline 
in infant death-rates from diarrhwa might be attribut- 
able to child welfare work, but the influence of 
improved general sanitation and diminished fly 
prevalence could not be ignored. The falling infant 
mortality had been claimed as a measure of child 
welfare work. The speaker felt that the latter could 
not be evaluated on the basis of mortality-rates and 
without more extensive knowledge of non-fatal 
intercurrent sickness and defect. Uniform methods 
of assessing deviation from health were needed and 
called for planned research. 


DISCUSSION 


Dr. E. Nas welcomed the healthy doubt that the 
child welfare workers had caused the decline in child 
mortality. 


Dr. M. RapForp said there was a tendency to extend 
social services involving large expenditure of money 
and time; he wondered whether real wages per 
member of a family could be correlated with the 
declining death-rate ; if that were so public policy 
should be directed to altering the purchasing power 
rather than to delivering goods to the doorstep. 


Dr. M. L. Gitcurist asked if the high mortality 
figures for the central West areas of Scotland could 
be correlated ‘with the figures for the depressed areas. 


Dr. V. FREEMAN hoped Dr. McKinlay would give 
his views on future trends. He would be interested 
to know if there were any correlation between the 
introduction of dried milk and the lowered death- 
rate. He estimated that if expenditure on infant 
welfare was the same over Great Britain as in his 
area the total must be of the order of 3 million pounds. 
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Dr. M. Ems.ie said that in 1928 1} million pounds 
were spent on infant welfare work and half that sum 
went in buying foods. She wondered whether the 
decline in pre-school mortality could be correlated 
with the decline in infectious diseases and the coming 
of hospital treatment. 

Dr. Nora Warttie felt that child welfare clinics 
were unlikely to have as much effect as improved 
housing. She thought the climate of Scotland must 
be partly to blame for the mortality there. 

Dr. E. Cassrte thought the speaker had taken a 
pessimistic view; the welfare service had altered 
the status of the child. 

Dr. STELLA CHURCHILL asked if Dr. McKinlay could 
offer any explanation of the increased incidence of 
malformation. 

The PRESIDENT said that so many deaths due 
to diarrhea followed illnesses starting as a cold that 
respiratory infection was one of the foremost problems, 
The increase in recorded defect might, she thought, 
be due to change in standards, 


Dr. McKIn.ay, in reply, said he had not meant 
to be derogatory to child welfare but he considered 
its effects could not easily be assessed from mortality- 
and morbidity-rates. He wondered to what extent 
congenital defects and bronchitis and pneumonia 
could be reduced by visiting, guidance, and the 
giving of dried milk. As unemployment relief took 
size of family into account and wages did not, the 
difference between distressed and other areas was 
not very great. He thought death-rates would 
continue to decline. The claims put forward on 
behalf of infant welfare achievements were very 
like those made by those urging better nutrition and 
better housing. 


ROYAL SOCIETY OF MEDICINE 


SECTION OF MEDICINE 
AT a meeting of this section held on Feb. 23rd 
the chair was taken by Sir CHARLTON Briscoe, 
the president, and Dr. W. G. SavaGe opened a 
discussion on 
Milk as a Factor in the Cause of Disease 


He reminded his hearers that as long ago as 1857 
an outbreak of typhoid fever had been traced to 
milk. Nowadays the significance of milk as a vehicle 
of infection was obvious, since there were three 
contributory factors: the liability of the cow to 
diseases transmissible to man; the suitability of 
milk as a culture medium; and the large amount of 
handling between cow and consumer which enabled 
human disease to be conveyed by the milk. The first 
group to be considered was the human infection 
associated with infection of the cow. Human tuber- 
culosis of bovine origin could be fairly accurately 
estimated by bacteriological investigation, as infec- 
tion through tuberculous meat was negligible. Dr. 
Savage then estimated the death-rate from the 
Registrar-General’s figures. In 1931 there had been 
303 respiratory deaths under five years of age, none 
of them being counted as due to bovine infection. 
Of the 1286 nervous cases 34 per cent., and of 
abdominal tuberculosis 80 per cent., of fatal cases 
in that year were bovine in origin. The calculated 
total was 1731 deaths from bovine tuberculosis. 
This was probably an under-estimate. The pul- 
monary tuberculosis of bovine origin was probably 
higher than the chosen figure of 0 per cent. under 
five and 1 per cent. over five; indeed figures of 12-6 
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per cent. had been recorded in local investigations. 
To take 2 per cent. instead of 1 per cent. would add 
300 deaths to the total, making about 2000 in the 
year 1931. About 4000 fresh cases developed each 
year, and a vast amount of suffering and expense 
was caused, quite apart from the death-rate. On an 
average, 40 per cent. of milch cows were infected ; 
though there were wide local variations. About 
0-2 per cent. of all cows had infected udders and 
excreted bacilli in large quantities. Some 6-8 per 
eent. of all raw milk was infected. The cow was 
thus an important cause of human _ tuberculosis. 
Contagious abortion was prevalent among cattle, 
some 20 per cent. showing antibodies in their blood. 
Raw milk samples showed an 8-10 per cent. infection, 
and high-class milks were no less liable than “‘ dirty ” 
milks. Undulant fever in man was not common, 
but seemed to be increasing. In 1933 over 130 cases 
had been recorded, with 4 deaths. Probably 500 
cases occurred annually in England and Wales, 
according to the calculation of Prof. G. 8. Wilson. 
Even so, there was a discrepancy between the human 
disease and the opportunity afforded by milk. Many 
farm workers showed latent infection. This com- 
parative insusceptibility was not associated with 
isolation, for the bacillus proved to be always of the 
bovine type. 

Streptococcal mastitis in the cow was véry common, 
but consequent sore-throat in man was very rare ; 
the usual bovine organism was not pathogenic to 
man, yet in a few cases mastitis seemed to be infec- 
tive, probably as a result of udder infection with 
organisms of human origin. It was not easy to 
infect an udder with a human streptococcus. An 
extensive outbreak in Hove and Brighton in 1929 
had been regarded as a new disease, though it was 
entirely similar to many smaller outbreaks in the 
early part of the century. In the interval few anginal 
epidemics had been recorded in this country, but a 
number in America. The outbreaks might be very 
widespread. A few scarlatinal epidemics were due 
to udder disease, and not to the more usual human 
contamination. A few diphtheria outbreaks were 
also associated with diphtheritic ulceration of the 
udder. Probably udder infection always caused large 
angina epidemics and not small ones. Clinical food 
poisoning might be traceable to salmonella infection 
in cows; Dr. Savage had records of twenty out- 
breaks, affecting from one to five hundred persons 
each. The mortality-rate was low, though the 
disease might be severe. Other infections of the 
cow transmissible to man included anthrax and foot- 
and-mouth disease. The former was so fatal to the 
cow that there was little risk to man from the milk. 
Very few cases of the latter had been recorded in 
this country, but several in Germany. 


HUMAN CONTAMINATION 


The important diseases spread by human infection of 
milk were diphtheria, scarlet fever, typhoid fever, 
paratyphoid fever, dysentery, and occasionally 
angina. The literature, especially annual reports, 
was full of recorded outbreaks, but it was most 
difficult to estimate the risk. There were no accurate 
records, The Committee on Cattle Diseases, 1934, 
gave a list of outbreaks known to the Ministry of 
Health but admitted its inadequacy. It included 
14 epidemics of dysentery, 28 of scarlet fever, and 
30 of typhoid. In America outbreaks were more 
systematically recorded or else were more numerous. 
The 1936 outbreak of enteric in Bournemouth and 
Poole illustrated the wide extent and danger of these 
outbreaks. The Herts paratyphoid outbreak of 1928 


and the 1919 Aberdeen outbreak of dysentery were 
also worth mention. In 1920 there had been a 
diphtheria outbreak at Glastonbury which had never 
been recorded. A milker had contracted the disease 
and returned from hospital after three negative 
swabs. His younger brother had been allowed to 
work after one negative throat swab and the result 
had been 58 direct and 51 indirect cases with 17 
deaths. There was overwhelming evidence that milk 
was an important source of disease. The milk-borne 
tuberculosis was a national disgrace, since the means 
of prevention was known. Elimination of the use 
of raw milk would go far to prevent the other milk- 
borne diseases. 


THE VETERINARY ASPECT 


Mr. F. C. Mtnett, D.Se., recalled a discussion in 
1931 on milk-borne streptococcal epidemics and said 
he would give a ‘“‘ progress report”’ since that date. 
Brucella abortus infection had been studied at the 
Royal Veterinary College. The problem was not 
simple. The incidence depended on a number of 
factors—e.g., the amount of milk tested, the number 
of guinea-pigs tested, and the technique used. These 
difficulties had been described by E. J. Pullinger in 
THE LANCET (1934, 1, 967). Rail tank milks were 
always infected with tubercle. In one investigation 
53 out of 63 had been found to be infected with 
Br. abortus. In another, some 70 per cent. of herd 
samples of clean milks showed infection with 
Br. abortus. Among ordinary milks 39 per cent. of 
Cheshire milks and 20 per cent. of Somerset milks 
showed this infection. The only explanation of the 
higher percentage in clean milks seemed to be that 
it was easier to isolate the organism from clean milk 
than from dirty ; actually the presence of the tubercle 
bacillus was the complicating factor, as it caused in a 
guinea-pig a state of resistance to the Br. abortus, 
so that the brucella could not be isolated. Strepto- 
coccal milk-borne infections probably arose, as Dr. 
Savage had suggested, from human infections of the 
udder. Streptococcal mastitis was very common and 
might be due to weakly hemolytic or actively hemo- 
lytic organisms. The former type had no epidemio- 
logical significance, as the coccus could not infect 
man. The latter group deserved further considera- 
tion. Of 82 cases of mastitis examined, 50 were due 
to the weakly hemolytic and 13 to highly active 
hemolytic streptococci. The cases were not asso- 
ciated with any human disease, so far as was known. 
Since 1931 Dr. P. R. Edwards of Kentucky had 
shown that the active organisms comprised two sub- 
groups, only one of which caused human disease, 
being of human origin. The two subgroups could be 
bacteriologically distinguished. 

All the evidence pointed to the fact that infection 
of the milk was via the cow in almost all cases. The 
evidence for indirect contamination was epidemio- 
logical, cultural, and concerned with the cow. The 
epidemiological evidence did not explain widespread 
and persistent epidemics; it seemed unlikely that 
one man on a farm could cause 500 cases of disease, 
unless, at least, the organisms grew in the milk. 
The growth of streptococci in milk at ordinary 
temperatures had been investigated, again. It 
depended on the type of milk, the strain of organism, 
the numbers put in, the temperature and other 
factors, so that the question was complex. Never- 
theless, it had been shown that S. pyogenes would 
grow slowly in sterilised milk at high temperatures 
(18°-22° C.) but would not grow to any significant 
extent in raw and pasteurised milk. This was true 
of three different strains, one of them a human 
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streptococcus direct from the cow. It was not easy 
to find the cow which was the source of an epidemic, 
but human type streptococci had been isolated from 
cows at times of epidemic. The recent Doncaster 
outbreak of scarlet fever had involved 186 people 
with 3 deaths, and a cow had been found infected 
with scarlet fever streptococci and kept under 
observation. Most of the cases started on Dec. 10th, 
llth, and 12th. On Dec. 15th the Type II organism 
had been identified in swabs, and next day the same 
organism had been found in a cow. On Dec. 24th 
the samples of milk from the two front quarters of 
the cow had shown the streptococcus. No other 
cow in the herd showed this organism. On Jan. 5th 
the cow had been transferred to the laboratory byre. 
She had repeatedly yielded Type II organisms from 
the left front quarter during January. This was the 
first time such a cow had been obtained for observa- 
tion. The two front quarters were shrivelled and 
practically destroyed, while the hind quarters were 
normal. On Dec, 15th the veterinary surgeon had 
examined the herd and this cow had been normal ; 
only on Dec. 20th did she show actual mastitis. 
Even on Dec. 24th the left fore quarter was described 
as normal, though the organisms were found in the 
milk, She showed no sign of malaise or ill health, 


DISCUSSION 


Dr. W. McD. Scort drew attention to the group of 
diseases normally affecting man, transmitted to the 
cow, and returned to man in the milk. Enteric 
might prove to be a rare bovine disease of this type. 
Droplet infection or hand contamination could hardly 
explain the large outbreaks traced to one milk-supply. 
A recent outbreak had been associated with no 
human carrier, though a secondary case had occurred 
on the farm. It had been found, however, that the 
cows were drinking from a stream polluted with a 
sewage outflow heavily contaminated with typhoid. 
Contamination of the milk from the cow’s skin or 
feces did not seem adequate to account for the 
widespread contamination of the milk, unless the 
typhoid bacilli multiplied in the cow’s alimentary 
canal, This practically amounted to typhoid fever 
in the cows. Unfortunately it had been too late to 
prove the point in this instance. 


Dr. C. O. HAWTHORNE was impressed by the 
seriousness of the indictment against milk and 
doubted if there were any other subject on which 
there was more decided or unanimous opinion. It 
was strange that men failed to protect themselves. 
One reason might be the delay between infection and 
manifestation of the disease. Public opinion was not 
thoroughly informed on this subject; and the con- 
clusions arrived at by research workers were chal- 
lenged in the press. A recent writer to the Times 
had suggested that only 500 cases of bovine tuber- 
culosis occurred annually. Moreover, a _ large 
commercial interest was involved in the production 
and sale of milk. Commercial standards of ethics 
perhaps did not conform to those of scientific and 
medical men. An advertisement quoted from an 
official pamphlet statements on the food value of 
milk but stopped short of the subsequent warning 
of its dangers. About a third of a million of children 
were receiving raw milk as part of the school ration. 
The process of popular education must be continued, 
and experts must not remain in academic seclusion, 
but must come down into the arena of the press and 
show their scientific basis for believing that pure 
clean milk might be unsafe if not treated by some 
heat process, 
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Dr. Tom Hare suggested that a sense of proportion 
was essential to medical men and _ veterinary 
scientists. Exaggeration would not be to the 
interests of the country or any section of it. The 
uninitiated mind was apt to jump to the conclusion 
that the cow was responsible for bovine tuberculosis 
in human beings, whereas there were many sources. 
Bovine tuberculosis was found in the dog and the 
parrot, which had a closer relationship to the human 
family than the cow. Tuberculosis in dairy cattle 
had been greatly reduced. Was the aim to be the 
production of a raw healthy milk or a bacteriologically 
safe, treated milk? The leaders of agriculture were 
not doing a disservice to the country when they 
emphasised the importance of the consumption of 
healthy raw milk. 

Mr. STEELE BopGER questioned whether raw milk 
was as dangerous as had been suggested; and 
thought the milk-borne epidemic theory was being 
overdone. Pasteurisation was attacking the disease 
problem from the wrong end, and giving a false 
sense of security. A safe raw milk could be produced 
for anyone who cared to pay for it. No process was 
more likely to produce slovenly milk than the know- 
ledge that it would be pasteurised; for that reason 
the dirtiest milk in the Midlands was sent to London. 


Dr. J. F. Brock emphasised the importance of 
understanding milk-borne diseases and using that 
knowledge for the benefit of the public. Sometimes 
the duty of educating the public was forgotten in the 
desire not to be propagandists. Was dissemination 
of disease to continue until the milk-supply could be 
wholly purified ? There must be a short-term policy 
for the meantime. The medical profession: did not 
realise the amount of propaganda against pasteurisa- 
tion. Nor was pasteurisation always adequately done. 

Dr. RicHaRrD HAMBURGER said that the medical 
profession and the consumers in Germany had decided 
not to use any milk but boiled milk and that there 
was no difference in the feeding results. He could 
not understand the British idea of the superiority of 
raw milk. Butter could be substituted for milk in 
the first two years when the results of bovine tuber- 
culosis were so disastrous, and vitamins could always 
be added. 


Dr. E. G. Wuite pointed out that in Germany 
precautions were taken to ensure cleanliness of the 
milk before it was boiled. In this country medical 
experts could not express their views in letters to 
the press because small extracts were published and 
might give quite the wrong impression. Toronto had 
a very low tuberculosis rate but a very high death- 
rate among children. 


Dr. R. P. WritraMs spoke of an epidemic of scarlet 
fever in a sanatorjum, involving 150 children, which 
could have been obviated by pasteurisation. The 
dairy was attached to the sanatorium and was 
perfect, but one of the dairymen had infected the 
milk, In another case an apparently normal cow 
had yielded tuberculous milk and a child had been 
infected. 

Mr. BopGer spoke of the Montreal typhoid out- 
break due to pasteurised milk, 


Dr. SAVAGE replied, maintaining that all alterna- 
tive sources of bovine tuberculosis had been 
thoroughly explored; and denied any reduction in 
tuberculosis of cows. The Montreal epidemic had 
not been conveyed by pasteurised milk: the milk 
in question had not gone through the pasteurising 
plant.

2. A Handbook on Diseases of Children 
Second edition. By Bruce WiILLIAmson, M.D. Edin., 
M.R.C.P. Lond., Physician to the Royal Northern 
Hospital, London; Assistant Physician to the 
Prince of Wales Hospital, London.

1. Now that pediatrics has received the official 
benediction of the Royal College of Physicians, in 
the form of a diploma, one may hope for an increased 
demand for books on the subject. There is likely to 
be a wider public especially for books supplying a 
reliable survey of children’s diseases in reasonably 
small compass. Dr. Sheldon and his publishers 
have been singularly successful in this new venture. 
The book has none of the signs of prematurity, 
and indeed the author admits to a period of gestation 
of over nine years. The infant is of pleasing form, 
and the presentation satisfactory; it is clearly 
begotten of clinical experience. Dr. Sheldon has 
in general followed the conventional plan of discussing 
the diseases of the various systems seriatim, which 
makes the book easy of reference and useful in 
providing an equipment with which to defeat 
examiners. It is naturally less helpful to those who 
are primarily concerned with the interpretation and 
significance of symptoms. Treatment, however, is 
considered as fully as is practicable in a book of this 
size, and if there are signs of a lingering affection 
for lengthy formule, more modern methods have a 
prominent place. The 137 illustrations are, with 
the possible exception of some of the radiograms, 
exceptionally good, and add greatly to the interest 
of the text. Dr. Sheldon has not hesitated to include 
rarities, but he is not likely to be accused of any false 
sense of proportion. The book as a whole deserves 
wide popularity, particularly amongst undergraduate 
students. It is launched in true nautical manner 
by Prof. Still. 

2. Dr. Bruce Williamson’s book is smaller and 
cheaper. Whilst it contains little which can 
justly be criticised, it appears slightly to have 
reduced a minimum, irreducible except by the 


expedient of making the subject seem simpler than’ 


it really is. It has clearly been found of value, 
and indeed it should serve a useful purpose as a 
jirst introduction to the subject of children’s diseases 
for students doing their adult medical clerking. 
Ié would be regrettable if it were looked on as a text- 
book which in fact it does not claim to be. It is 
attractively bound and illustrated, and of convenient 
size for the pocket. 





A System of Clinical Medicine 
Tenth edition. By T. D. Savi, M.D., edited by 
AGNeEs Savitt, M.D., and E. C. Warner, M.D., 
F.R.C.P. London: Edward Arnold and Co.

In this well-known work symptoms rather than 
disease entities are the primary material for discus- 
sion. After a description of the individual symptom, 
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the common causes are enumerated and elaborated, 
the symptoms being taken not in alphabetical order 
but arranged in chapters on the different systems of 
the body. In this edition all sections have been 
thoroughly revised and much new matter has been 
introduced, though the size of the volume remains 
unchanged. The editors have again had the assist- 
ance of seventeen collaborators, each of whom is 
responsible for the revision of the section of the book 
dealing with his special province, and an expert 
standard is thus maintained throughout. The 
special features of arrangement and the authoritative 
material which have made this book popular among 
generations of students and practitioners are fully 
maintained in this edition 





Medical Diagnosis 

Some Olinical Aspects. By 8. Levy Smpson, M.A.,

Take the classified list of diseases from a text- 
book of medicine, omit the uncommon ones, and add 
a few common surgical and gynecological conditions. 
Then under each heading write a succinct little para- 
graph indicating the nature of the disease, outlining 
its symptomatology, and mentioning a few points and 
pitfalls in differential diagnosis. Keep laboratory 
aids in the background but show where their help 
becomes important. Such is Dr. Levy Simpson’s 
recipe. He has compounded his book very neatly 
and shrewdly, with a good eye for the clinical 
essentials, as becomes a pupil of Dr. Robert Hutchison. 
The busy practitioner, whose minutes for reading are 
few, will find it both light and profitable. 





Bright’s Disease and Arterial Hypertension 
By Wittarp J. STONE, B.Se., M.D., F.A.C.P., 


Clinical Professor of Medicine, School of Medicine,- 


University of Southern California, Los Angeles. 
London: W. B. Saunders Co. Ltd. 1936. 
Pp. 352. 22s. 6d. 

Prof. Stone has tried to supply the clinician with 
a concise description of the main features of Bright’s 
disease—no easy task. In carrying it out he refers 
to many of the better known recent publications and 
is clearly up to date in his reading. His classifica- 
tion is a compromise with obvious affinities to that of 
Addis ; thus he divides acute Bright’s disease into 
hemorrhagic and degenerative types, the former 
passing by recognisable stages to chronic Bright's 
disease with secondary hypertension (or secondary 
contracted kidney). Under the heading of chronic 
Bright’s disease he also describes the arterio-sclerotic 
kidney with primary hypertension, subdividing this 
into the latent (or benign) and active (or malignant) 
types. In this classification the influence of the 
German school is apparent, but many will disagree 
with the close association of these so-called benign 
and malignant types of hypertension. After a series 
of short chapters on various biochemical aspects 
of the disease the various types of nephritis are 
separately described with advice on treatment in 
which diets are given a prominent place. The 
dietetic ingredients will not always be easily 
interpreted by those English readers who are 
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unacquainted with the precise nature of Jell-O, 
graham crackers, and other transatlantic products. 
The work is in general sound and conforms to the 
more advanced lines of teaching, but is often marred 
by vague statements. For instance, p. 159: ‘‘ Ether 
anesthesia has been believed to irritate the glomerular 
structure of the kidneys, and is less frequently used 
to-day for operative procedures in the presence of 
infection in children, than a decade ago.” Such 
comment is worthless unless backed by references 
and only serves to harass the clinician over his choice 
of anesthetic. The author’s description (p. 121) 
of a simple and sensitive test for red blood-cells in 
urinary deposits which will enable the detection 
of amounts down to 1300 per c.cm. of urine deserves 
the attention of pathologists in view of the great 
clinical importance of this finding. 





Post-mortem Appearances 
Third edition. By Joan M. Ross, M.D., B.S. Lond., 
M.R.C.S., L.R.C.P., Reader in Pathology, Univer- 
sity of London; Morbid Anatomist to the Royal 
Free Hospital; late Assistant Pathologist to 
St. Mary’s Hospital. London: Humphrey Milford, 
Oxford University Press. 1937. Pp. 243. 7s. 6d. 


Tus little book has now established itself as a- 


student’s guide. Its special feature is the description 
of typical cases as they appear in the post-mortem 
room. Most of the larger text-books of pathology 
deal with the changes in the different organs separately, 
leaving the student to learn from practical experience 
how these changes may be related. Dr. Ross describes 
briefly the chief anatomical changes to be expected 
in a person dying from any of the commoner diseases 
and thus enables the student to judge how far the 
cases he sees at autopsy conform to type. 

The chief alteration made in preparing this new 
edition is in the section on renal disease, which has 
been entirely rewritten. The problem of the classi- 
fication of nephritis has been tackled in an effective 
way by preserving the utmest simplicity and by 
omitting the less important types. A useful section 
of the book is that dealing with death from causes 
other than disease; here the characteristic features 
of cases of poisoning are briefly but clearly described. 
Appendices are included with tables of the normal 
average weights and measurements of the organs. 
The book is excellently adapted to its purpose, and its 
arrangement and indexing make for quick and easy 
reference. 





Bailey’s Textbook of Histology 

Ninth edition. By Etwyn and Stronc. Revised 

and rewritten by the Anatomical Staff of the 

College of Physicians and Surgeons, Columbia 

University. London: Bailliére, Tindall and Cox. 

1936, Pp. 773. 27s. 

Tus revision of the text-book by Adolf Elwyn and 
Oliver Strong has been undertaken by five members 
of the anatomy department of Columbia University. 
They have made alterations in nearly all parts, 
rewriting the four chapters on the cell, the blood and 
lymph, muscle, and the organs of special sense, and 
replacing some of the old figures by new ones. The 
system adopted is to explain structure as far as 
possible in relation to function. Much physiological 
matter. is therefore included along with discussions 
on modern researches. An interesting chapter is 
that on the living cell, which describes amongst other 
things methods of tissue culture; and throughout 
the book there are frequent references to the study 





of tissues in the living state. The result is a some- 
what lengthy work—perhaps more than the average 
medical student will be inclined to tackle at first 
sight—but the reader will soon find compensation 
for extra bulk in an easy and readable style. Since 
the text-book is intended for students and not as a 
work of reference no bibliography is included. Infor- 
mation on technique is confined to general terms, 
and no details are given on staining methods. The 
subject matter is well balanced, and due consideration 
is given to the bearing of histological problems on 
those of physiology and medicine. Thus the work 
forms a good codérdinating link in the medical 
curriculum, and in this respect especially it can be 
recommended to medical students. 





A Textbook of 
Applications 
By Curtis M. HItir1arp, Professor of Biology and 
Health, Simmons College. tevised edition. 
Boston: Ginn and Co. Pp. 339. 12s. 6d. 


BACTERIOLOGY though it contains so much of 
general interest is not easy to present in a popular 
form. This, however, is no reason why sincere 
efforts to this end should be discouraged. Prof. 
Hilliard’s little book certainly falls into the category 
of the sincere. Except that it does not cater for the 
needs of any special technical group of bacteriologists, 
it is perhaps hardly fair to call it a popular work, 
The information provided appears to be reliable, 
and is set out in a scholarly way. One of the chapters 
contains a very full synopsis of the classification of 
bacteria according to Bergey; the professional 
bacteriologist will pity the reader, say a dairymaid, 
a health visitor, or an “improver” in a canning 
factory whe struggles with detail upon which the 
average expert would not welcome examination. 
One of the best chapters is that on refrigeration and 
canning. Here we read of a consignment of eggs 
put aside during two years’ ligitation, and subse- 
quently sold as ‘entirely sound and safe food 
material,’ with other interesting matter with which 
English readers are likely to be unfamiliar. A few 
of the recurring solecisms of text-books are allowed 
to creep in, for example, Hofmann and Ziehl-Neelsen 
are misspelt, and there is some muddle in the descrip- 
tion of the unit of diphtheria antitoxin. To those 
who want a conspectus of general rather than medical 
bacteriology, and who are not afraid to assimilate 
their knowledge in a concentrated form, this little 
book may be recommended.

Recent Advances in Allergy 

Third edition. By Grorcr W. Bray, M.B., Ch.M. 
Sydney, M.R.C.P. Lond., Physician in Charge of 
Children’s Department, Prince of Wales Hospital ; 
Assistant Physician, Princess Elizabeth of York 
Hospital for Children; Consulting Allergist, 
Children’s Hospital, Hampstead. London: J. and A. 
Churchill Ltd. 1937. Pp. 517. 15s. 


In the days before allergy, asthma and urticaria 
were regarded as neuroses, and fell largely in the 
province of the neurologist. There are suggestions 
that the allergic hypothesis is losing much of its 
momentum—it has reached the dangerous age of 
specialised practitioners, journals, and societies— 
and with the swing of the pendulum the asthmatic 
is returning for help to the psychologist. One of the 
most interesting chapters in this third edition of 
Dr. Bray’s book deals with the nervous or psychic 
factor. Psychologists and allergists at present adopt 
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towards each other a sceptical or frankly hostile 
attitude, and until they exchange tactics of catch-as- 
catch-can for give-and-take the results will be more 
amusing than instructive. As it is computed that 
30 per cent. of the population is psychoneurotic and 
25 per cent. is allergic, they must have a good deal 
of ground in common. In allergy proper the most 
striking advances appear to have been the recognition 
of the frequency with which moulds and fungi are 
responsible for allergic symptoms and the study of 
drug sensitivity, of which two of the most striking 
manifestations are purpura hemorrhagica and agranu- 
locytosis. It is difficult sometimes to avoid the feeling 
that allergists collect allergens as other men collect 
postage stamps and old china, and until we solve 
the central problem of the interplay of the soil and 
the seed, of the nervous system or constitution and 
the foreign protein, in these curious manifestations 
of spasm and exudation, allergy will belong to the 
art of romantic detection rather than the science of 
therapeutics. 

This contribution to the “ Recent Advances ” 
series now contains more than 500 pages, and has 
really developed into a text-book on allergy. Con- 
sidered as such it is a very able production; but 
much of the material presented is neither recent nor 
advantageous, and the book, like some others in the 
series, would benefit from rigorous pruning.’ If indeed 
the series is to live up to its title—and it is by so 
doing that it will continue to earn the gratitude of 
the profession—the contributors should eschew any 
desire to be encyclopedical, and confine themselves 
to critical reviews of recent work. 





The Thyroid 
Surgery, Syndromes, Treatment. By E. P. SLOAN, 
M.D. Edited by Members of the Sloan Clinic. 
London: Bailliére, Tindall and Cox. 1936. 
Pp. 475. 45s. 


WRITTEN by a surgeon who before he died in 1935 
had a vast experience of operations on the thyroid 
gland, this posthumous book deals with this gland 
mainly from the surgeon’s point of view. It purports, 
however, to cover the whole gamut of thyroid diseases, 
especially that of simple and toxic goitre, and includes 
also chapters dealing briefly with the parathyroids 
and thymus, particularly in their relation to the 
thyroid. Dr. Sloan gives an able and detailed account 
of the surgical anatomy and of the various steps in 
operative procedures on the thyroid gland; the 
choice of the anesthetic and the pre-operative 
management of the case are well discussed. 

The early chapters on the physiology of the thyroid 
and on the etiology and pathology of goitre, however, 
are disappointing. Due credit is given to Kendall 
for the isolation of thyroxine, but no mention is 
made of its synthesis by Harington. It is referred to 
as thyro-oxy-indol and given Kendall’s original 
formula C,,H,,0,N1,, the fact that Harington has 
since shown it to be a derivative of tyrosine and to 
possess the formula C,,H,,0,Nl], having been over- 
looked. The author supports the dysthyroidism 
hypothesis of toxic goitre, which is not accepted by 
most authorities on the disease. ‘“‘The secretory 
product or products in thyroxine that complement 
iodine” he calls thyrom (presumably the same as 
Harington’s thyronine) ; he pictures it as “‘ the active 
principle contained in the thyroxine molecule that 
differentiates thyroxine from iodine.” Dr. Sloan’s 
thesis is that this unknown element has a great affinity 
for, and combines with, the iodine in the colloid, 
producing “wholesome” thyroxine and that, if 








iodine is not present in the colloid of the follicle, 
true thyroxine is not formed and the unknown 
element enters the circulation as a toxic substance. 
This suggestion, which can hardly be elevated to the 
rank of an hypothesis, is refuted by the facts (1) that 
the iodine-free compound (which is not ‘an unknown 
element ’’ but has a definite formula) has been found 
to be completely inactive, and (2) that in the early 
stages of simple goitre, where there is marked hyper- 
plasia and little or no iodine present in the follicles, 
toxicity is absent. 

Dr. Sloan still held to the view that the thyroid is 
the seat of the primary disturbance in toxic goitre, 
against the experimental evidence of the last ten years. 
His frequent reference to toxic goitre as diffuse 
hyperplastic goitre leads to confusion, especially in 
the chapter on pathology, and in the first paragraph 
on p. 74 the suggestion that where a simple hyper- 
plasia involves the whole gland and continues 
uninterruptedly it results in the symptoms of Graves’s 
disease is not acceptable. Readers would be advised 
to pay no serious attention to these early chapters. 
The rest of the book is a valuable contribution to 
thyroid surgery, and a word of praise is due to the 
illustrations, especially those of the surgical anatomy 
and operative technique. 





History of Modern Morals 
By Max Hopann. Translated by STELLA BRowNE. 
London: William Heinemann (Medical Books) 
Ltd. 1937. Pp. 338. 12s. 6d. 


Tuts book would seem to be written to prove that 
sexual knowledge has still to wage constant battle 
with something which the author regards as “ Vic- 
torianism,” and throughout the pages irritation is 
displayed wherever restraint is exercised against the 
dissemination of information upon sex matters in any 
phase, development, or aberration. Is it Victorianism 
—a silly term which may imply a dozen things but 
which for Dr. Hodann would seem to mean hypocrisy 
—to point out that before knowledge is spread it is 
necessary that the knowledge should be sound, and 
that it is practically useful to ascertain that its 
spread is made where the lessons can be understood. 
and are needed? After a chapter entitled the “Secret 
of Generation,’ which resumes in a series of brief 
notes the functions and mechanisms of sex, the 
author finds himself compelled to “ pursue and dissect 
the contradictions and cruelties which have grown 
out of the sexphobia of the nineteenth century.” 
Accordingly we get forty pages dealing with sexual 
perversion, the case of Prince Eulenburg being given 
in some detail, while that of, Wilde is alluded to in a 
way that reveals the author’s credulity. 

The chapters dealing with the fight against 
venereal disease and the history of birth control are 
quite well done and here an extensive bibliography 
is well selected, which cannot be said for other sections 
of the book. But it shows a want of all sense of 
proportion to describe workers in the various fields 
of what the author calls “sexology” as “ pioneers 
who are in the uncomfortable position of urging a 
cosmic evolution.” This exaggeration of the effort 
and object fails to impress readers who know some- 
thing about the subject, and huge bibliographies 
which include publications of no importance side by 
side with really sound work give a wrong impression. 
Dr. Hodann has written an interesting book, but is 
described on the wrapper as one who “ knows the 
economic conditions of all Europe and the latest 
conclusions in medicine and psychology,’—and that 
is a difficult description to live up to.

MENTAL DISORDER AND ENDOCRINE 
ACTIVITIES 


THE subject of the combined meeting of the 
sections of psychiatry.and medicine of the Royal 
Society of Medicine* might almost be called 
inevitable. Psychiatry looks everywhere in medi- 
cine, and indeed sometimes outside medicine, for 
new methods and stimulation. It has for centuries 
been accustomed to look particularly to the study 
of the nervous system. It could not help looking 
similarly to the endocrine glands when they, too, 
were recognised to play an important part in the 
integrated activities of the body. Striking clinical 
observations, as in thyroid disorder, indicated that 
anomalies of endocrine secretion could affect the 
mind, and mental changes occurring at sexual 
epochs of life, such as puberty and the menopause, 
were naturally attributed to endocrine influences. 
But the assumptions made as to the specific 
relation of endocrine anomalies to characteristic 
mental states were unjustified and the hopes 
expressed as to the efficacy of endocrine replace- 
ment or diminution in putting mental disorder 
right were not realised. It did not prove possible 
to demonstrate, in any but thyrogenic disorders, 
the supposedly causal endocrine agent, nor did 
therapy based on such views benefit the patients. 

With the enormous advances in endocrinology 
during the last few years the situation has altered. 
There have also been advances in our understand- 
ing of the nervous system, as Prof. GoLLa pointed 
out, which enlarge and illuminate the problem. 
There is no longer an excuse for vague speculation 
about functions and secretions on which much 
precise work has been done, nor for giving endo- 
crine preparations in an inactive form or ineffectual 
dose ; indeed, some psychiatrists have lately gone 
to the opposite extreme in their empirical use of 
large doses of insulin for producing shock in 
schizophrenia. Moreover, both endocrinology and 
psychiatry recognise complex interrelations where 
once there seemed an elusive simplicity. It is 
scarcely any longer expected that the emotional 
and other forms of mental disorder can be laid 
directly or solely to the door of some anomaly 
of the ductless glands. But with regard to con- 
stitution, the opinion is expressed, sometimes very 
naively, that it is determined and given its indi- 
vidual character by a combination of endocrine 
influences. This conclusion is tenable for physical 
constitution if the endocrine secretions are recog- 
nised as among the essential mediators—not the 
originators—of the process of development. Since

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psychiatry, led chiefly by Krerscumer, has 
accepted the notion of close psychophysical corre- 
lation in respect of certain broad types, the 
assumption has been fairly readily made that all 
the impulses which are the groundwork of character, 
and not merely the sexual ones, are influenced by 
the endocrine secretions. ‘‘ Hormic ” systems have 
made play with the assumption. But unfor- 
tunately observations to confirm it are still to 
seek. It would be hard to say which interpretation 
of psychic constitution is now the less defensible : 
that which postulates too much of one secretion 
and too little of another, or explanation in loose 
terms such as “ polyglandular dysfunction ’”’ and 
“ gonadal insufficiency.”” It does not follow, how- 
ever, that our present ignorance in this matter of 
constitution, or in regard to endocrine aspects of 
mental disorder, will continue. A very painstaking 
investigation by Dr. Water FREEMAN,” for 
example, though it yielded no clear findings on 
these points, suggested to him that the biological 
and chemical assay of active endocrine principles 
in the circulating blood will be a line of advance. 
The speakers at the Royal Society of Medicine’s 
meeting showed how large was the scope of further 
research. 

Dr. J. H. SHEeLpon * has lately drawn attention, 
as have some other writers, to the presumptive 
anomaly of pituitary function that may be found 
in “‘ psychogenic ”’ anorexia nervosa. Such obser- 

vations underline the interdependence of psycho- 
logical, neural, and endocrine mechanisms. It is 
in reversible anomalies of function, rather than in 
permanent disease or histologically visible damage 
of the ductless glands that the psychiatrist’s 
interest lies. The extravagant and cloudy guesses 
which may be read of in historical reviews of this 
problem * are giving place to the sober working 
out of detailed relationships. 


THORACOPLASTY IN PULMONARY 


TUBERCULOSIS 

AMonG the papers that appear in the fifth 
volume of the Brompton Hospital Reports ® is one 
which records the experience gained during the 
last fourteen years in the treatment of pulmonary 
tuberculosis by thoracoplasty. It has been com- 
piled by the registrars under the direction of the 
honorary medical and surgical staff, and consists 
of an objective statement of what has actually 
happened, with a minimum of conclusions. Over 
the period 1922-35, 437 cases were treated by this 
method, and the yearly figures show an almost 
continuous increase in the frequency of its appli- 
cation. At the present time thoracoplasty is being 
employed in some 6 per cent. of all the cases of 
pulmonary tuberculosis. Its use, as Dr. F. H. 
Youne points out in another paper in the same 
volume, is restricted by a number of clinical and

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pathological factors, each of which demands 
careful consideration in the selection of cases for 
operation. The average operation mortality over 
the whole period under review has been 14-6 
per cent., but has fluctuated rather widely from 
year to year. 

It is never easy to evaluate the effect of any 
method of treatment on an exact quantitative 
basis ; and the difficulties, to which reference is 
made in our correspondence columns, become 
formidable when we are dealing with a disease 
such as pulmonary tuberculosis, which has a very 
variable natural course. Many things that are 
difficult are, however, well worth attempting ; 
and the comparative assessment of different 
methods of treating any malady from which man 
suffers is a problem that clearly falls within this 
category. If it has a special urgency in pulmonary 
tuberculosis, it is because the discomfort associated 
with intrathoracic intervention is not negligible, 
and patients have a right to know to what extent 
the prognosis is likely to be improved thereby, if 
this can be ascertained. At present, as Dr. Orro 
May points out on another page, the insurance 
companies seldom regard a history of . artificial 
pneumothorax in a tuberculous proposer as justi- 
fying more favourable terms than he would get 
without it, since “‘the evidence of a definitely 
better prognosis is still rather scanty.” For 
insurance purposes, he says, the efficacy of thoraco- 
plasty is of less moment, since in the cases severe 
enough to require such a drastic procedure the 
terms of acceptance would hardly be affected, and 
anyway the number of proposers in this category 
is small. But clinically there can be no excuse 
for failing to follow up cases treated by this 
method and to ascertain whether, all things 
considered, they have benefited therefrom. The 
special difficulty in all such inquiries is to devise 
criteria of benefit that will be generally accepted. 
The basis of evaluation adopted by Brooks and 
LaNDER is the probability of living for five years 
calculated for each year that has elapsed since 
the operation. In the customary decimal notation, 
this value is 0-67 immediately after the operation— 
that is, 67 per cent. of the patients are alive five 
years later—and it rises in each subsequent year 
until it reaches 0-78 in the fourth post-operative 
year, beyond which no significant figures are yet 
available. These are compared with figures, pub- 
lished in an earlier report, showing the probability 
of surviving five years for Grade B3 cases in 
general, and for Grade B3 cases treated by arti- 
ficial pneumothorax. The corresponding prob- 
abilities in these series were, for the cases receiving 
no special treatment, 0-24 and 0-46, and for the 
cases treated by artificial pneumothorax 0-55 and 
0-59. On their face value, these figures suggest 
that thoracoplasty is a promising procedure in a 
limited number of carefully selected cases. How 
far the face value can be trusted is; of course, 
another question. It clearly depends on whether 
the cases treated by thoracoplasty, the cases 
treated by artificial pneumothorax, and the cases 
in which neither procedure was employed were 
similar in all relevant respects, other than the 
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method of treatment adopted. This, perhaps, is 
hardly likely to have been the case; but if on 
these grounds we should hesitate to accept the 
recorded . figures as an accurate quantitative 
description of the relative advantages of thoraco- 
plasty we should certainly not neglect the 
suggestion that they offer. 

The staff of Brompton Hospital are to be con- 
gratulated on placing these facts on record, and 
on the way in which the work has been done. If 
the staffs of our voluntary hospitals, working as 
teams, would observe over adequate periods of 
time the effects of various forms of treatment 
in various selected types of disease and report on 
their findings, we should, within a generation, 
acquire knowledge which we very badly need. 


GASTROSCOPY 


Gastroscopy' in English-speaking countries 
is still so new that those who write about it write 
as for the uninitiated. Two introductory papers 
of this kind have recently appeared, one by JaAKoB 
Scuioss? from Boston, and one by HERMon 
TayYLor * from the London Hospital. Dir. ScHioss 
was formerly an assistant in Morawttz’s clinic in 
Leipzig, where Hennine did much of the pioneer 
German work on gastroscopy, and his paper is 
largely a summary of German opinion and experi- 
ence, borne out by his own. He emphasises the 
usefulness of a gastroscope with a slightly bent 
distal end carrying a window directed laterally 
and a little proximally, which will make visible 
the pylorus of a J-shaped stomach ; this is not an 
alternative but an accessory to the standard 
flexible instrument. With two colleagues, Dr. 
Scuioss has also published * a summary of the 
results of combined examination of 100 patients 
with the gastroscope and with the radiographic 
“relief” method, showing that in difficult cases 
the one method supplements the other and a 


larger proportion of well-founded diagnoses can be - 


reached than with either alone. Mr. Tayior’s 
paper is not merely a descriptive review but also a 
detailed presentation of his own experience. Work- 
ing as Moynihan fellow of the Association of Sur- 
geons he has made 60 gastroscopic examinations of 
selected patients. He claims part credit for the 
introduction of the inflatable balloon near the end 
of the instrument, described in our columns * by 
H. W. Ropeers last year; it can be used to push 
away, and thereby render visible, areas of the 
lesser curve that lie close up against the window 
of the gastroscope, and it is undoubtedly an 
important technical improvement. His records 
include several cases where doubtful ulcers could 
be recognised as either malignant or benign, 
several examples of the discovery of gastric ulcers 
undetected radiologically, and fourteen cases of 
gastro-enterostomy where the presence or absence 
of a stomal ulcer could be established. Even with 
so short an experience he has presented very fair 
grounds for his view that gastroscopy is a useful

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diagnostic procedure in cases where radiological 
examination is not conclusive. He also has an 
interesting note on the difficult problem of gastritis. 
He suggests that the prominence of folds and 
mammillation of the mucosa that characterise 
“hypertrophic gastritis’’ are not inflammatory 
changes but anatomical characters of that mucosa ; 
and that similarly the thinning of the mucosa in 
“atrophic gastritis’ is an anatomical peculiarity 
and not a pathological phenomenon. The hyper- 
trophic mucosa and the atrophic mucosa he would 
refer respectively to Hurst’s congenitally hyper- 


sthenic and hyposthenic types of stomach, and he 
thinks that a gastritis, shown by increased redness, 
congestion, hemorrhage, loss of sheen, and increase 
of mucous secretion, may be and often is super- 
posed on either of them. It is an attractive sug- 
gestion that should be susceptible of test, so far 
as the grosser changes are concerned, even on 
post-mortem material. Gastroscopy is attracting 
the attention of an increasing number of both 
physicians and surgeons in this country; Mr. 
TAYLOR'S paper, with its very good illustrations, 
will be of considerable value to them.

WHAT AN ACUTE GENERAL HOSPITAL SHOULD © 


COST 


Some four years ago the Minister of Health 
appointed a strong departmental committee to 
consider the cost of building and maintaining various 
classes of public buildings, including hospitals. They 
were asked to pay special attention to the revision 
of standards, to modern methods of construction, 
and to the possibility of securing economy without 
loss of efficiency. They have had a busy time 
visiting hospitals and hearing witnesses and have 
met 38 times in plenary session under the chairman- 
ship of Mr. Adam Maitland, M.P., the medical members 
of the committee being Dr. H. W. Bruce, Dame 
Janet Campbell, Dr. J. Ferguson, Dr. Barrie Lambert, 
Dr. T. S. McIntosh, and Dr. W. Rees Thomas. The 
report now issued is the first instalment, dealing as it 
does with a particular type of hospital called con- 
veniently, if colloquially, the acute general hospital : 
meaning thereby a hospital designed and equipped 
for first-class medical and surgical work, and intended 
for patients whose condition, whether it be acute or 
chronic, calls for active medical or surgical treat- 
ment. But much of the ground which has been 
covered is common to other parts of the subject and 
need not be gone over again in the later reports. 
The committee is quite definite in its first conclusion 
that it is not practicable to express hospital standards 
in terms of cost—there are too many variables— 
and they have met the apprehension that standardisa- 
tion may tend to stereotype design and impede 
progress, when admittedly hospital design is in a 
transition stage, by refraining from publishing 
standard or model plans and giving only illustrative 
diagrams. They point out too that to divide the 
total cost of a hospital by the number of patient- 
beds and call the resulting figure “‘ the cost per bed” 
is another very fallacious practice. Even the cost 
of similar hospitals does not vary directly with the 
number of beds; the requirements of different 
hospitals vary widely, and one hospital may have been 
built as a completed institution while another is 
planned with a view to early extension. Once built 
a hospital lasts for many years, and the annual cost 
of maintaining it matters more than the first cost, 
since sinking-fund charges are only a small part of 
total annual expenditure. The standards suggested 
for in-patient accommodation are therefore some- 
thing better than the irreducible minimum, and in 
staff quarters they look to securing a substantial 
degree of comfort; in such things as operating 
theatres they have felt it right to be fairly liberal. 
Every page of the report demands careful study, 
but the principal conclusions are set out concisely 
at the end. The standard ward-unit is to contain 





30 beds, 4 of them in one-bed rooms, although a kind 
word is given to the recent tendency to replace the 
main ward by two or more smaller wards. The 
longitudinal arrangement of beds is regarded as an 
interesting innovation still on its trial; its adoption 
is not likely to affect constructional cost much one 
way or the other. The standards for main wards 
are fixed by general consent as height 12 ft. (11 ft. 
if fewer than 16 beds), space between bed centres 
8 ft., width 25 to 26 ft. Some of the members would 
be content with 24 ft. On the residential side an 
administrative sister is to have 240 sq. ft. for her 
bed- and sitting-rooms, a ward sister 140 sq. ft. for 
her bed-sitting room, the nurses 100 sq. ft. for bed- 
room, with a bathroom for every 6 to 8 bedrooms. 
The report runs to 84 pages and may be obtained 
from H.M. Stationery Office for 1s.

THE TREATMENT OF GRAVES’S DISEASE 


THE respective merits of the medicinal, operative, 
and radiological treatment of Graves’s disease are 
discussed by Dr. Haakon Rasmussen ! of the Hauke- 
land Hospital, Bergen, Norway, in the light of 98 
cases treated in the decade 1924-34. Follow-up 
examinations conducted some time after discharge 
afforded an opportunity for comparing the merits 
of these different methods of treatment. Though no 
final judgment could be passed on the basis of such 
heterogeneous material and so small numbers, this 
study gives more than an inkling of the merits and 
shortcomings of the methods of treatment under 
review. It may be said at once that conservative 
treatment does not emerge from this comparison 
with flying colours, although the cases enjoying it 
were relatively slight. Of 48 patients whose treat- 
ment was limited to strict rest in bed, a vegetarian 
diet, and the administration of iodine, sedatives, &c., 
42 were traced. In 14, or possibly 16, cases relief 
of thyrotoxicosis -had been achieved, but the majority 
still suffered from psychoneurotic manifestations 
which sometimes greatly reduced the working capa- 
city of these patients who could not, therefore, be 
considered as cured. Indeed, only 4 of the 42 could 
be regarded as completely symptom-free and cured. 
In as many as 18 cases conservative treatment 
seemed to have had no influence on the course of 
the disease, but counterbalancing this observation 
is the fact that’ 19 patients were fully fit for work. 
Though this group of 42 represented, on the whole, 
comparatively mild forms of the disease, as many 
as 8 of the patients were found to have died in the 
short period under review, their Graves’s disease 
having contributed in some degree to the fatal issue 
in several of these cases. The follow-up findings in

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the 41 cases treated by thebtecteny were also 
not particularly cheering unless account be taken 
of the seriousness of the pre-operative condition of 
many of these patients. In 28 cases there was no 
evidence of thyrotoxicosis, but only five or six of 
these 28 were wholly rid of their symptoms, and could 
be considered as cured; the remainder had various 
psychoneurotic symptoms. Further, 7 patients still 
showed signs of thyrotoxicosis, and 6 suffered from 
permanent hypothyroidism or myxedema. Tetany 
was observed in 2 cases, and paralysis of the recurrrent 
laryngeal nerve in 4, Permanent hoarseness and 
asthma had developed as a sequel to the paralysis 
of the recurrent laryngeal nerve in one case. There 
were also minor troubles such as discomfort on swallow- 
ing due to adhesions in the field of operation. To 
lighten this gloomy picture it should be noted that 


26 of these patients were fit for work, though many . 


of them had not achieved full working capacity till 
a year or two after operation. The radiologically 
treated group was comparatively small. Of the 10 
patients thus treated 8 showed no signs of thyro- 
toxicosis On re-examination, but most of them still 
suffered from the psychoneurotic symptoms, and a 
complete cure could be claimed in only two or three 
cases. Dr. Rasmussen’s discussion of the com- 
parative merits of operative and radiological treat- 
ment betrays no strong bias either way, and all who 
are interested in this subject would do well to read 
the judicious summing-up in his paper which is 
published in English. 


THE DEVELOPMENT AND STRUCTURE OF 
THE SKELETON 


EXPERIMENTAL morphology is fairly new, and its 
exponents are mostly those who have actually taken 
some part in its development: especially during 
the last few years many excellent monographs 
on the subject have made their appearance. The 
latest ! is a critical summary by Dr. P. D. F. Murray, 
and though it consists mainly of a review of recent 
work it includes a certain amount of unpublished 
research done by Dr. Murray himself and other workers 
at the Strangeways Laboratory. The most important 
developmental fact which emerges from the welter 
of diverse opinions and results is the fundamental 
distinction between the primary cartilaginous skeletal 
element and the bone which replaces it. The first 
is determined by forces inherent in the organism, 
but the second, taking the general shape given to 
it by the structure it replaces, is yet but the material 
employed in the play of many and varied external 
forces, which seem to be solely responsible for its 
final form and constitution. 

Now and then one is struck by the crudity—we 
had almost said childishness—of some of the hypo- 
theses advanced by the experimenters in this field 
(and not in this field alone) to explain their results. 
They seem in a hurry to bring forward purely physical 
explanations of the simplest sort in matters which 
are plainly organismic. A survey of the stores of 
related facts garnered by the older morphologists 
would surely be of value to the experimenter, enlarg- 
ing and modifying his outlook considerably ; the old 
morphology and the new must meet and agree if 
progress is to ensue, and the sooner the better. The 
problem of the appearance of the cranial membrane 
bones for example illustrates clearly this need for 
correlation. Come a at i inant of the Bypotheses brought 
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forward to account for the existence and limitations 
of these bones would have been suppressed if their 
authors had considered a wider morphology. The 
ingenuity displayed in explaining the appearance 
of these bones in situ in the human head would 
have been recognised as misplaced had the bones 
been followed back into reptilian classes or even 
lower, and such notions as pressure from the brain 
would not have been suggested as one of the factors 
of determination. Among the observations recorded 
by Dr. Murray on this subject two seem to us of 
great interest, and apparently not in opposition— 
notably the views of Kokott and of Troitsky. These 
hypotheses still lack the embryological evidence in 
the vertebrate classes which would lift them to the 
level of reasonable theory, but doubtless this will be 
supplied in the future. Dr. Murray has put together 
in an engaging shape records of experimental work 
not only on bones but on the form of joints and 
false joints ; this work will certainly modify the views 
of those concerned with the pathology of these 
structures. 


WATER BALANCE AND THE MENSTRUAL 
CYCLE 


THE minor ailments and dislocations of physio- 
logical equilibrium that often attend menstruation 
offer a rich source of material for both clinical scientist 
and physiologist, and there are signs that recent 
discoveries in endocrinology are leading to its investi- 
gation. One of the commonest, though not the most 
distressing of these abnormalities, is a rather abrupt 
retention of fluid which sets in during the last few 
days of the cycle, reaches a peak at or about the onset 
of menstruation, and disappears rapidly as the flow 
is established. As a rule the symptoms are trivial. 
Slight thirst, a sharp rise in body-weight, and a 
feeling that clothes are too tight, may be all that is 
noticed, but direct evidence of waterlogging, in the 
shape of pitting edema of the legs, is not rare. What 
relation, if any, this menstrual edema bears to the 
waterlogging of pregnancy and the gross @dema of 
pre-eclampsia is not clear, but it is permissible to 
suspect that the three may have something in 
common, 

These facts lend particular interest to the observa- 
tions of P. L. Krohn and 8. Zuckerman ! on cyclical 
observations in the water balance of Old World monkeys. 
The monkey is endowed (or cursed) with a sexual 
cycle which resembles that of woman in the appear- 
ance of menstruation at intervals of about 30 days. 
The simian cycle, however, is distinguished by an 
additional set of phenomena which reach a climax in 
ovulation about midway between successive men- 
strual episodes. These additional changes seem to 
correspond to cstrus in the lower mammals and 
comprise gross swelling of the genital region, appa- 
rently composed cf fluid, but not, like simple edema, 
displaceable by pressure. Krohn and Zuckerman 
noticed that the ebb and flow of the swelling was 
accompanied by a considerable and parallel rise and 
fall in body-weight, and they decided to find out 
whether the latter could be attributed to gain and 
loss of body fluid. Adopting principles familiar to 
students of metabolism, they accordingly made 
daily measurements of the various fractions of fluid 
intake and output and so obtained estimates of 
the total water exchange. Such estimates are neces- 
sarily approximate, but the fluctuations described 
seem well outside the limits of experimental error.

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It appears that during the pro-cestrus phase of genital 
swelling, which begins during or at the end of men- 
struation, there is progressive retention of water, which 
is rapidly corrected as the swelling subsides. The 
kidney seems to bear the brunt of these fluctuations, 
for the output of urine falls at first, and rises abruptly 
after ovulation. It seems clear that the change in 
body-weight can be fully accounted for by these 
shifts of body fluid, and the latter, in turn, seem 
largely if not wholly due to the local changes in the 
sexual skin, for which, finally, the cstrogenic hor- 
mone is responsible. What relation these phenomena 
in the ape bear to menstrual edema in women is 
at present uncertain. It has been pointed out above 
that the latter begins to appear shortly before men- 
struation, at a time when the corpus luteum is, 
morphologically at least, in the ascendant. In the 
ape, in contrast, the edema is greatest at a point 
diametrically opposite in the cycle—namely, when 
the follicle is ripe and the luteal phase at its lowest 
ebb. Moreover, in women the oedema is generalised 
and ovulation is not attended by noticeable swelling 
of the genitalia. These facts seems to suggest that 
the phenomena in the two species are entirely different 
in origin. On the other hand, there is still some 
discrepancy between the morphological and _ the 
biochemical changes in the sex cycle. The excretion 
of estrogenic hormone, for instance, although greatest 
at the time of ovulation, is known to rise to a second 
peak just before menstruation. The significance of 
this second peak is not at present clear. Little is 
known about the ability of the tissues to destroy, 
store, or utilise sex hormones, and the rate of excretion 
or the concentration in the blood of westrin may give 
misleading impressions about the rate of secretion 
of the hormone. It is therefore possible that despite 
chronological and anatomical differences the men- 
strual cedema of woman may be in some way related 
to estrous swelling in the ape. 


ABNORMAL FINGER PRINTS 


Dr. Wolfgang Abel, assistant in the Kaiser-Wilhelm- 
Institute for Anthropology in Berlin, has made some 
interesting observations! on certain abnormalities 
in finger prints. He shows that there is a tendency 
for the pattern to be distorted over a particular area 
of the finger, and that a remarkably similar area is 
affected on the same finger of the other hand. From 
a study of fatal development he has established the 
fact that the whole of the normal pattern does not 
appear at once, some parts of it developing before 
others. The region of the pattern which is most 
often abnormal is that which appears last in normal 
development. He therefore concludes that the 
abnormalities are induced at this particular stage of 
foetal life. His suggestion as to the cause of these 
abnormalities is not very easy to follow. The type 
of normal finger print is related, he says, to the 
convexity of the finger surface, and this in turn is 
dependent upon the tension of the underlying tissue. 
The abnormalities can be recognised as local develop- 
ments of one type of pattern on a finger which was 
previously developing another. Such a change must 
therefore, he concludes, be due to internal changes 
of tension, and to confirm this he cites a single 
observed example of a foetus whose left hand had 
been constricted (presumably by the cord) in the 
uterus. The finger prints of this hand developed 
typical abnormalities, while the other remained 
normal, This Dr. Abel regards as corroborating his 
tension theory, and he would like to see his observa-

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tions followed up, since it is known that other abnor- 
malities (bodily and mental) tend to be associated 
with abnormal finger prints. 


FAMILY DOCTORING IN THE XVII CENTURY 


WHEN William Russell, fifth Earl ef Bedford, 
wanted to know how much ready money he had at his 
disposal he had only to look into the great trunk 
which stood in Bedford House in the Strand and 
served as the family bank, through which all the 
finances of his establishment were managed. The 
rents and dues received from the stewards of the 
various estates of the family were placed in it and 
when any money was paid out, whether it be £120 
to buy satin and brocade for the Earl and his son to 
wear at the coronation of Charles II or one shilling 
in November, 1681, to be given to the page “ for 
twice cutting his hair,” it was taken from this trunk 
and the amount noted in a small stout parchment- 
bound account book. The increasing complexity of 
these accounts as the family’s style of living became 
more luxurious is demonstrated in Miss Gladys 
Scott Thomson’s entertaining analysis of the Russell 
budgets from 1641 to 1700.4. From these detailed 
accounts we learn a great deal of the everyday life 
of these people, what they wore, what they ate, how 
they educated their children, what they spent on 
their amusements, what they planted in their gardens, 
how they visited Bath and Tunbridge Wells, and how 
they filled their libraries and wine-cellars. 

One of the earliest items in the book (in August, 
1641) is the sum of £20 “ paid to Dr. Clarke for his 
pains going to my lady of Bedford when she was sick 
of the smallpox at Woburn” with another £2 4s. to 
the hackney coachman that carried him there. The 
countess recovered and when the family returned to 
town the disinfection of the house was carried out 
by Anthony, the porter, who was given five shillings 
“for pitch and frankincense to smoke the house 
and yard.’ Sometimes the doctor appears to 
have been paid in instalments, for in May, 1642, 
£20 was paid to a Dr. Caleb Rawlin (or Rawlings) 
**in part of the £40 which he is to have for the cure 
of my little lord’s legs.” Modern dietitians would be 
interested in the entry of fourpence in April, 1653, 
which went to buy “ scurvygrass, or gittings, to put 
in the children’s ale.’ The Earl was responsible for 
the health of all his household and the principal 
doctors who attended were Sir John Micklethwait and 
Sir Edmund King and a Frenchman, Dr. Charlot. 
They did not, however, always visit their patients ; 
sometimes the tutor, himself an amateur leech, 
would write describing the illness and the doctor 
would reply by letter saying how it was to be treated, 
Other minor medical attendants were the corn- 
cutter, and the ‘barber who came to cure the tooth- 
ache and to bleed the household regularly in turn. 
A great many remedies were also fetched from the 
apothecary at Aylesbury, and we read of Betty 
Buskin, the laundry maid, receiving a vomit and 
Mr. Robert’s footman a plaster and oil of St. John’s 
wort. Many forms of scurvy occurred both among 
the family and the servants (in spite of the gittings) 
and were treated with “ antiscorbutic tincture ”’ 
and “‘ chalyheate water.”” Most of the nursing of the 
sick was done by the wives or the daughters of men 
employed on the estate, of whom the favourite was 
the gardener’s wife. When a disease was infectious 
the nurse was sent to live apart with the patient 
and was entirely responsible for his care, board, and 
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lodging. Miss Thomson has chosen some beautiful 
portraits to illustrate her description of life in this 
family. 

A STUDY OF HEPATIC CEDEMA 


THouGcH much work has been done on edema in 
other parts of the body, cedema of the liver has had 
little attention. Keschner and Klemperer ! have now 
studied its incidence in 505 unselected autopsies 
and in a further selected series. The condition was 
diagnosed histologically when the capillary walls 
could be seen to be separated from the liver cells, 
and when the pericapillary spaces were distended by 
a granular (protein) material which could be stained. 
Of the 505 unselected cases 79 showed these changes. 
‘Back pressure,” attributed to cardiac failure, 
accounted for nearly half of these. Of all the cases 
of cardiac failure examined 39 per cent. showed hepatic 
cedema, yet of 9 cases of lipoid nephrosis with general- 
ised cedema not one showed it. There were 60 deaths 
in uremia and they gave the following interesting 
results: of 24 cases under the heading of “‘ malignant 
nephrosclerosis *’ no less than 18 had hepatic edema, 
while of 36 cases of uremia due to causes other than 
this, such as pyelonephritis and polycystic kidneys, 
only 14 showed the change. Hepatic edema was 
commoner in influenza than in any other infectious 
disease, and it was noted in 5 out of 11 cases of dia- 
betic coma. It was also common in association with 
exophthalmic goitre. Keschner and Klemperer refer to 
the type of hepatic cedema that follows back pressure 
as “‘ mechanical edema” and to the other variety, 
in which there can be no factor of back pressure as 
“primary cdema,’”’ and they suggest that it is due 
to increased permeability of the capillary wall. 
They claim that the demonstration of primary hepatic 
edema is at present the only morphological evidence 
of increased capillary permeability. 


DERMATOLOGISTS ON ALLERGY 


Mucu of the early work on allergy by Pirquet, 
Bloch, Low, and others concerned the skin, and 
many of the most spectacular exhibits of allergy are 
cutaneous. On the other hand, the dermatologist 
must beware of too readily invoking allergy as an 
explanation, just as the general physician must think 
twice before he allows the allergic hypothesis to be 
extended to cover most of the type-reactions that 
make up constitutional medicine. The practical 
mind will not at present accept more than a small 
proportion of medical disorders as being built upon 
this specific pattern, and Goldsmith ? and Dowling * 
think it unjustifiable even to argue that all cases of 
eczema and urticaria are reactions of the antigen- 
antibody type. Dr. Dowling believes that the general 
assumption that atopic eczema—that is, eczema of 
the inherited diathetic type—is due to food allergy 
is false ; and probably most dermatologists will agree 
with him. Dr. Goldsmith draws attention to the 
existence of “latent allergy,” in which a positive 
intracutaneous test is present—usually as the result 
of exposure—but there are no clinical manifestations. 
He also emphasises the importance of adventitious 
factors: thus a ringworm infection of feet may 
determine a sensitisation of hands to fur dyes, or an 
attack of erysipelas may determine sensitisation to 
quinine in a patient previously tolerant of the drug. 
There is much that is confusing in the subject and 
nothing more so than the irregular relationship of

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intracutaneous tests to clinical behaviour. In 
infantile eczema the positive reactions to egg-white, 
cow’s milk, and other common allergens have rarely 
if ever any relationship to the eczema. Dermato- 
logical medicine inevitably has a certain simplicity 
and honesty ; for the dermatologist, more than 
most clinicians, sees his failures on the surface. 
Hence the significance of these rather discouraging 
reports. Unfortunately, like most fashionable theories, 
allergy has left a trail of disappointments, and we 
must take care not to deceive ourselves or our 
patients with its mysteries. 


THE CHEST LEAD IN THE DIAGNOSIS OF 
CARDIAC PAIN 


It is well recognised that the electrocardiogram 
can be of great value in the diagnosis of cardiac 
pain, particularly when the symptom is atypical, as 
when the pain is a minor complaint or its situation 
unusual; but like all instrumental methods it has 
its limitations. Diagnostic changes may be lacking 
under certain conditions ; the area affected in myo- 
cardial infarction may be too small to produce them ; 
the tracing may not be made at the right time to 
detect transient changes, being either too early or 
too late ; or the plane of the leads may be unsuitable 
for recording the changes. Myocardial infarction 
sometimes has an ingravescent onset, with mild pain 
of one or two days’ duration before the typically 
severe symptoms arise. During this initial period, 
as reported by H. Feil, the ordinary electrocardiogram 
may show little or no change, but more significant 
alterations may be shown by the chest leads—that 
is, by the curves obtained when one or both electrodes 
are applied directly to the chest wall. These have 
been extensively studied during the last few years, 
especially in America, and it has been shown that in 
coronary disease there may be characteristic changes 
similar to those seen in the standard leads. The 
results have been complicated, however, because of 
the variety of ways in which the electrodes have been 
applied, each method giving a different picture under 
the same conditions. 

Dr. Willcox and Dr. Lovibond have investigated 
the changes in a chest lead (termed lead IV) in 102 
patients with coronary disease, applying the left-arm 
electrode over the heart and the right-arm electrode 
to the back of the chest, and they record their results 
on p. 501. With this method the initial ventricular 
deflection and the T wave are upright, and it has 
an advantage over other ways of disposing the 
electrodes in that the curve is comparable to that 
normally obtained with a limb lead. In 62 patients 
with effort angina, they found 8 who showed changes 
in lead IV suggestive of coronary disease, but whose 
standard electrocardiograms were normal. In a 
further 40 patients with acute coronary occiusion, 
there were also 8 in whom the diagnostic changes 
were confined to the chest lead. All of these had 
anterior apical infarctions; in posterior infarction 
lead IV was of no help, since it was altered less often 
than the standard curves and never independently. 
In addition it was found that lead IV was of some 
value in localising the site of an infarction, confirming 
the indications given by the standard leads, or 
supplementing them so as to allow the diagnosis of 
involvement of both anterior and posterior walls of 
the left ventricle. These results suggest that lead IV 
is chiefly of value in the diagnosis of anterior lesions, 
when the changes may occur earlier and last longer 
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than those in standard leads. Dr. Freeman also 
reports, on p. 499, results obtained in acute coronary 
occlusion with another type of chest lead. His three 
patients, all with typical symptoms, showed limb 
leads characteristic of anterior infarction, and in all 
cases the chest lead was confirmatory, though because 
of the different position—he applies the left-arm 
electrode to the left foot and the right-arm electrode 
over the apex—the alterations in the waves were in 
the opposite sense to those recorded by Willcox and 
Lovibond, 

The chest lead appears, therefore, to have a definite 
value in the diagnosis of effort angina and of acute 
coronary occlusion, since in a minority it shows 
significant changes that are absent from the curves 
obtained with the limb leads, though this may be 
true for only a limited period of the disease. It is 
also clear that the reverse occurs—that is, these 
changes may be confined to the limb leads. A con- 
fident diagnosis of both coronary occlusion and effort 
angina can of course be made from symptoms alone 
when these are typical, in the absence of change in 
the standard electrocardiogram ; but with an atypical 
clinical picture and a normal tracing from the limb 
leads, there is the possibility that valuable evidence 
may be obtained from a chest lead. There are now 
sufficient data to warrant using this lead in atypical 
cases, and further investigation may justify its use 
as a routine. It is to be hoped that the exact dis- 
position of the electrodes to the chest wall will 
become standardised, and the method adopted by 
Willeox and Lovibond, with the left-arm electrode 
over the heart, seems to be the best 


TUBERCULIN-POSITIVE CASES WITH 
NEGATIVE RADIOGRAMS 


THE pioneer work of Heimbeck and his Norwegian 
colleagues has taught others to seek in probationer 
nurses answers to some of the unsolved problems of 
early pulmonary tuberculosis. The more this material 
is examined, the more does it impress research 
workers with the facilities it provides for controlled 
tests. And it has become a rule in certain hospitals 
abroad for probationers to be tested with tuberculin 
and to be kept under X ray and skin-test supervision 
throughout their hospital careers, during which the 
changes from a negative to a positive tuberculin 
reaction can sometimes be correlated with certain 
exposures to infection. In many hospitals in Finland, 
probationer nurses are tested with tuberculin as a 
routine measure; and in a recent publication, 
Dr. Ivar Wallgren has reviewed his experiences with 
between 700 and 800 tuberculin-tested nurses. In 
the Finnish-speaking community, only about 13 per 
cent. gave a negative reaction to an intracutaneous 
injection of 1 mg. of tuberculin, whereas among the 
Swedish-speaking probationers, the proportion of 
negative reactors was about 70 per cent. The most 
instructive observations, however, concerned the 
41 nurses whose tuberculin reactions changed from 
negative to positive during their training. In 30 
of these there were no symptoms, no clinical 
phenomena indicative of a tuberculous infection ; 
but in the remaining 11 the transition was associated 
with such symptoms as fever, lassitude, headache, 
pain in the chest, and so forth. The radiological 
examinations of these 41 nurses were negative ; 
in only 3 cases could shadows indicative of intra- 
thoracic tuberculosis be found. The primary focus 
of disease such as Ranke described a score of years 
ago would, therefore, seem to be seldom demonstrable 
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in association with very early tuberculous infection. 
Yet in Wallgren’s view these nurses must have 
harboured a primary focus of tuberculosis in their 
lungs, however negative the radiological examina- 
tions may have been. In support of this opinion he 
gives an account of three cases in which the radio- 
logical examination proved negative although, a 
few days later, post-mortem examinations revealed 


recent primary tuberculous lesions in the lungs. 
These observations need not necessarily discredit 


the radiological examination as a guide to early 
tuberculosis. The evidence which the radiologist 
can adduce in favour of his speciality in this field is 
convincing enough. But between the first appear- 
ance of a positive tuberculin reaction and the first 
appearance of radiological shadows indicative of 
tuberculosis there seems to be an interval. 


PRONTOSIL IN ERYSIPELAS 


Tue clinical evaluation of Prontosil and _ its 
derivative p-aminobenzenesulphonamide is far from 
complete, and therapeutic studies on an adequate 
scale have so far fully demonstrated its capacity only 
in puerperal fever and in erysipelas. Further testi- 
mony to its. value in erysipelas is presented by 
W. Becker,! who compares the results in 50 cases 


with those in the same number treated by other 
methods ; the spread of the disease was always 
arrested and its duration much reduced, more so 


by oral administration of prontosil than by intra- 
muscular or intravenous. Local application was 
found to be useless, as is fully to be expected. It is 
tempting to speculate on how far the amenability of 
different streptococcal infections to this treatment 


depends on their morbid anatomy the lesion in 
erysipelas is highly vascular, and since the drug 


circulates in the blood it seems reasonable to suppose 
that this is a factor favourable to its action. Its 
effects in other forms of surgical sepsis, on otitis 
media and its complications, including meningitis, 
and on scarlet fever, still remain to be studied on an 
adequate scale. We publish elsewhere in this issve 
two clinical notes on cases so treated, in one of which 
sulphemoglobinemia developed, and certainly contri- 
buted to a fatal result. This complication, which 
in previous records has been rare and only transient, 
must evidently be watched for; contributory causes 
may perhaps be identified and the condition thus 
avoided, Meanwhile, prontosil is being tried for a 
number of other purposes; Becker himself records 
complete failure in the treatment of gonorrhea, 
which is of interest in view of the fact that encouraging 
experimental results have been reported with the 
closely related meningococcus. He also _ briefly 
mentions good résults in urinary tract infections, a 
claim recently made more forcefully by H. G. Huber ? 
who treated 14 such cases in children with what 
appeared to himself striking success. These more 
speculative therapeutic essays will be better inter- 
preted when the experimental work which has 
placed the treatment of hemolytic streptococcal 
infections on so sure a foundation has been extended 
to other bacteria. Since this treatment is now being 
adopted on an increasing scale, and indeed should 
always be considered in puerperal and surgical 
sepsis due to Streptococcus pyogenes, it may be useful 
to state again in what forms this remedy is obtain- 
able. The original prontosil, which was marketed 
in two forms for administration by injection or by 
the mouth, is now believed to act only by conversion 
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in the body into p - aminobenzenesulphonamide 
(referred to variously as “‘ sulphonamide” or “ sul- 
phanilamide’’), Since this substance itself can also 
be given, and by the mouth, the present tendency 
appears to be to substitute it entirely for the 
original product. Sulphonamide is obtainable 
from the manufacturers of prontosil under the name 
of Prontosil Album, and from many other firms 
under different names. The attachment of trade 
neologisms to chemical compounds of perfectly 
defined and even simple composition has always 
been a source of confusion, and the profession can 
combat this minor evil and at the same time be 
sure of obtaining what they really mean by using 
wherever possible only the proper chemical name of 
the reagent ordered. 


THE TOXIC PROPERTIES OF BURNED TISSUES 


EXPERIMENTS in the department of surgery of 
Edinburgh University have led W. C. Wilson and his 
collaborators to regard toxins produced in the burned 
tissues themselves as the harmful agents in burns.! 
It will be recalled? that their method is to collect 
edema fluid from burned areas on the abdominal 
wall of rabbits and inject it into healthy rabbits 
and into mice. Intravenous, subcutaneous, and 
intraperitoneal injections were used. Precautions 
were taken to avoid injury to internal organs by heat, 
and to produce edema without skin necrosis and 
without an external wound that might become 
infected with bacteria. Flaps of sterilised skin were 
raised and their wnder surface burnt by application 
of diathermy. The flaps were sutured back into 
position, and the oedema fluid collected at varying 
intervals with full aseptic precautions. Toxicity 
developed slowly. At four hours after injury the 
fluid was harmless ; at forty-eight hours it was often 
lethal. There appeared to be two types of toxin, 
one of which was rapidly fatal, acting apparently 
as a nerve poison, and having some properties in 
common with histamine. The slower-acting toxin 
did not cause death for a considerable number of 
hours. The only indication of its mode of action was 
degeneration of the liver cells frequently found 
post mortem. Samples of fluid which had caused 
death within a few hours were tested by injection 
into anesthetised animals: they produced a most 
striking fall of blood pressure, and this occurred in 
the presence of a vigorously beating heart and an 
active vasomotor centre. Some animals died in 
generalised convulsions a few seconds after injection ; 
others lived a few hours and showed signs of muscular 
weakness, quickening of the pulse, pallor of the ears, 
laboured respiration, and falling temperature. In 
the animals that survived for days there was often a 
period of apparent recovery before the final collapse. 
A few ultimately recovered. 

Bacterial action does not account for the develop- 
ment of toxicity in the edema fluid, for it was shown 
to be independent of the results of culture experi- 
ments made on the fluid before its extraction. When 
special precautions were observed in taking the fluid 
for culture it was found to be nearly always sterile. 
That fluid extracted up to four hours after burning 
is innocuous on injection proves that there is no 
inherent toxicity of the tissue fluids. Saline emulsions 
of normal skin and emulsions of skin made immediately 
after burning are equally harmless. Efforts to

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identify the toxin chemically were not altogether 
successful. It appears to be associated with the 
globulin fraction and to be of a higher order than 
amino-acids and polypeptides. A complete proof 
of the toxic hypothesis requires a demonstration of 
the presence of toxins in the blood of burned animals. 
In the experiments so far carried out the burned 
animals themselves did not show ill effects; but as 
the extent of tissue burned was limited and the 
development of toxicity slow, it is probable that only 
small amounts of toxin were being absorbed. The 
animals were all killed within forty-eight hours of 
the burn; they were not allowed to survive after 
excision of the burned flap of skin. 


TREATMENT OF MYASTHENIA GRAVIS 


Hyland? of Toronto describes the effects of several 
well-accredited methods of treatment upon six 
patients suffering from severe myasthenic weakness. 
He found that neither physostigmine (eserine) 
salicylate by mouth nor Antuitrin by intramuscular 
injection had any apparent influence. Irradiation 
of the thymus gland with X rays was followed, in 
some cases only, by a remission lasting 4-12 months. 
A combination of glycine (5-15 grammes) by mouth 
with ephedrine (0-25 g. three to five times daily) 
by subcutaneous injection brought more lasting 
improvement, but its action varied much from 
patient to patient, and in the same patient on 
different occasions. In four cases dramatic relief 
of weakness followed the use of Prostigmin, but this 
was transient and a caveat is entered against repeated 
administration of this drug on the grounds that it 
may be followed by alarming deterioration. This 
is perhaps to exaggerate the dangers ; and the state- 
ment that prostigmin is “impracticable for con- 
tinued use ’ cannot be accepted since there are already 
several cases on record in which quite large doses of 
the drug have been given daily for over a year without 
ill effect. Although, as Hyland says, ‘ the increased 
usage of the muscles permitted during the temporary 
remission may prove actually harmful if repeated 
too often,’ no harm is likely to be done if the 
patients are warned against over-exerciss of their 
newly returned strength. 


WE regret to announce the death of Sir Henry

IX—FURTHER EXAMPLES AND 
DISCUSSION OF 7? 


THe y? test has a wide applicability and forms 
a useful test of “significance” in many medical 
statistical problems, especially those in which the 
observations must be grouped in descriptive cate- 
gories (as in the state of nutrition) and are not capable 
of being expressed quantitatively; some further 
examples of its use may, therefore, be supplied. 


A TEST OF DIFFERENCES BETWEEN SERA 


Let us suppose that batches of serum from 
different groups of donors are used for the prevention 
of measles and give the results shown in Table IX. 
(The actual figures are imaginary though the example 
is drawn from the London County Council report 
on the measles epidemic of 1931-32.) The value of 
serum in general is not here in question, the assumption 
being made, for the purposes of this illustration, 
that it has value. The proportion of the total 
700.children who after exposure to infection and the 
administration of serum escaped attack was 73 per 
cent., but between the different serum groups the 
proportion varies between 53-8 and 90-0 per cent. 
Taking into account the numbers of children upon 
whom each serum was tested, are the different degrees 
of success in the prevention of measles more than 
would be likely to occur by chance? Or is it likely 
that the sera are all equally valuable and the departure 
from uniformity in the results would be quite likely 
to occur in groups of the size used ?

As a first step we presume that an equal degree of 
success should have been observed in each of the 
groups; we then measure the observed departure 
from this uniformity and see whether such departure 
is compatible with our hypothesis of all the tested 
sera being equally valuable. As the expected degree of 
success with each serum, on this hypothesis, we use the 
proportion of successes observed in the total—i.e., 
73-0 per cent. Applying this proportion to each 
of the groups we find the number of children in whom 
we expect measles to have been “prevented” or 
*‘not prevented ” (the italicised figures in parentheses, 
e.g., 73 per cent. of 120 is 87-6). We observe, for 
example, that with serum No. 2 considerably more 
children escaped attack (135) than we expect on our 
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hypothesis of uniformity (109-5). On the other hand, 
with serum No. 7 fewer children escaped attack (43) 
than we expect on our hypothesis (58-4). Are these 
differences more than would be likely to arise by 
chance ¢ 


7? is the sum of the fourteen values of (ob- 


served number—expected number)2 — expected 
number, e.g. (80—87-6)2 ~— 87-6 = 0-66; this sum 
equals 47-42. Only six expected values have to be 
calculated independently, by simple proportion, 


from the 73 per cent. value in the total that we took 
as the degree of success anticipated with each serum ; 
the remaining values can be calculated by subtraction 
from the totals at the side and bottom (e.g., if 87-6 


of 120 children are expected to escape attack, 32-4 
must be expected not to escape attack). Or by the 
formula n = (c—l) (r-l), n (2-1) (7-1) = 6. The 


published tables of y? must therefore be entered 
(i.e., consulted) with y?2 = 47-42 and n = 6. 

From Fisher’s table it will be found for these 
values that P must be considerably less than 0-01, 
since the table shows that when n=6 P is 0-01 when 
7” is only 16-81. Here we have a y? nearly three 


times as large (outside the range of this table). More 
extensive tables (Tables for Statisticians and Bio- 


metricians issued by the Biometric Laboratory of 
University College, London. Cambridge University 


Press. 2nd edition, 1924. 15s.)! show that P is less 
than 0-000001. In other words if our hypothesis 


that the sera are all equally valuable in prevention 
of measles is true, then less than once in a million 
times in groups of children of the size here tested 
should we reach merely by chance results which 
departed from that uniformity of suecess to the extent 
that we have observed with these children. We may 
therefore reject our hypothesis and conclude that 
these results differ by more than is likely to be due 
to chance, that, all other revelant factors being equal, 
some sera were more efficient than others. 

Whether we need the more exact probability taken 
from the larger tables is rather a matter for the 
individual to determine. If P is less than 0-01—ce., 
one in a hundred—then we may perhaps be content 
to say, without finding any more accurate probability, 
that the departure from uniformity is an unlikely 
event to occur by chance. Many statisticians, as 
pointed out in the last section, take P=0-05 as a 
conventional level of ‘“‘significance’’—i.e., if P 
is greater than 0-05 then the observed values do 
not differ from the expected values by more than 
might reasonably be ascribed to chance, while if 
P is less than 0-05, then it is likely that they do differ 
by more than might be ascribed to chance. The 
smaller the value of P the smaller, clearly, is the 
probability that the differences noted are due to 
chance, 


THE HOURLY 


In Table X distributions are given of a series 
of live and stillbirths according to the time of day 
at which they took place. With live births the 
figures suggest that a high proportion of the total 
take place during the night and a smaller proportion 
during the early afternoon and evening. With still- 
births rather the reverse appears to be the case ; 
the proportion during the night is somewhat low, 
while in the morning and afternoon the number is

' These tables are so constructed that they must be entered 
with n+ 1 instead of with n 
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rather high, though the differences are not very 
uniform. Are these differences between the numbers 
recorded at the various hours of the day likely to 
have occurred merely by chance in samples of the 
observed size? On the hypothesis that they have 
occurred by chance, that live and stillbirths are both 
distributed evenly over the day, the number of live 
births in each three-hourly period should be 4028 
and the number of stillbirths 159 (32,2248, and 1272 
8). These are the expected values on the hypo- 
thesis of uniformity.

For each distribution, live and stillbirths, eight values 
of ((observed—expected) 2 + expected) have to be 
calculated. Their sum is y?. With live births y2 
equals 413-0, with stillbirths it is 23-8. (It may be 
noted that as the expected value is the same through- 
out, the quickest way of calculating y? is to sum the 
squares of the (observed-expected) values and 
divide this total by the expected number, instead 
of making separate divisions by the expected number 
in each instance.) In both sets of data n=—7, for one 
value is dependent upon the total of the expected 
births having to equal the total of the observed 
births. In both cases the 7? table shows that P is less 
than 0-01. The differences from the uniformity that 
we presumed ought to be present are therefore more 
than would be ascribed to chance, and we conclude 
that neither live nor stillbirths are distributed 
evenly over the twenty-four hours in these records. 
The differences of the live births from uniformity 
are more striking than those of the stillbirths, for 
they show a systematic excess during the hours 
between 9 p.m. and 12 noon and a deficiency between 
12 noon and 9 p.m. ; with the stillbirths there is some 
change of sign from one period to another which 
makes the differences from uniformity less clearly 
marked—perhaps due to the relatively small number 
of observations. Inspection of these differences 
themselves adds considerably to the information 
provided by y?. The latter value tells us that the 
differences are not likely to be due to chance; the 
differences themselves show in what way departure 
from uniformity is taking place, and may suggest 
interpretations of that departure. 


INTERPRETATION OF THE ASSOCIATIONS FOUND 


It must be fully realised that y? gives no evidence 
whatever of the meaning of the associations found. 
For instance in Table VIII the value of ~? was 
such that we concluded that the intelligence and 
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the state of auteltion of a group ee children were not 
independent. The interpretation of that association 
is quite another matter. We cannot say offhand 
that the state of nutrition affected the level of intelli- 
gence. Possibly those children who fell in the group 
with low intelligence had more instances of subnormal 
nutrition because intelligence is an inherited charac- 
teristic and parents of low intelligence may feed their 
children inefficiently. Similarly one measles serum 
may have “ prevented ”’ measles to a greater extent 
than another not because’ of its superior efficiency 
but because the children to whom it was administered 
had in fact been less exposed to risk of infection. 
We need to be satisfied that the children were effec- 
tively equivalent in other relevant respects. The 
value of the ? test is that it prevents us from unneces- 
sarily seeking for an explanation of, or relying 
upon, an “ association ’ which may quite easily have 
arisen by chance. But if the association is not likely 
to have arisen by chance we are not thereby exonerated 
from considering different hypotheses to account for 
it. If we use some form of treatment on mild cases 
and compare the fatality experienced by those cases 
with that shown by severe cases not given that 
treatment, the yy? value will certainly show that 
there is an association between treatment and 
fatality. But clearly that association between treat- 
ment and fatality is only an indirect one. We should 
have reached just the same result if our treatment 
were quite valueless, for we are not comparing 
like with like and have merely shown that mild 
cases die less frequently than severe cases. Having 
applied the sampling test we must always consider 
with care the possible causes to which the association 
may be due. 

It must be observed also that the value of y? 
does not measure the strength of the association 
between two factors but only whether they are 
associated at all in the observations under study: 
Given sufficiently large numbers of observations the 
test will show that two factors are associated even 
though the degree of relationship may be very small.

In this case we should argue that, 
according to these figures, the chance of being attacked 
s 75/200. The chance of being inoculated is 40/200. 
The chance of being an inoculated and an attacked 
person, if the two characteristics are independent 
(our testing hypothesis) is, then, (75/200 x 40/200). 
This is the chance for each of the 200 individuals 
observed. Therefore the number we should expect 
to see in the ‘“inoculated-attacked ” cell on this 
hypothesis of independence is 200 times the proba- 
bility, or 200 (75/200 x 40/200)=15.' It will be noted 
that the actual number (10) is rather less than the 
expected number. The difference between these 
observed and expected values is 5, its square is 25, 
and dividing by the expected number the contri- 
bution of this cell to y? is 1-66. The other expected 
values can be similarly calculated (or by subtraction 
from the marginal totals), and their contributions 
to y? computed. y? then equals 1-66+ 1-00 +0-42+ 
0-25=3-33, as above. 

These results could, of course, be equally well tested 
by means of the formula for the standard error 
of the difference of two proportions: 25 per 
cent. of the inoculated and 40-6 per cent. of the 
uninoculated were attacked, a difference of 15-6 per 
cent. The standard error of this difference is, as

(where 37-5 is the percentage attacked in the total 
group). The difference is not twice its standard 
error and therefore cannot be regarded as an unlikely 
event to occur by chance. 


THE ADDITIVE CHARACTERISTIC OF x? 


One further characteristic of 7? is useful in 
practice. Suppose we had three such tables as the 
above showing the incidence of attacks upon different 
groups of inoculated and uninoculated persons, 
observed, say, in different places, and each table 
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ougguete an advantage to the inoculated but in no 
case by more than could fairly easily have arisen by 
chance—e.g., the 2? values are 2-0, 2-5, and 3-0, and, 
with n we to 1 in each case, the P’s are 0-157, 0-114, 
and 0-083. The systematic advantage of the 
inoculated suggests that some protection is conferred 
by inoculation. We can test this uniformity of 
result, whether taken together these tables show a 
“significant” difference between the inoculated 
and uninoculated, by taking the sum of the +? 
values and entering the 7? table again with this sum 
and the sum of the n values—namely, y? = 2-0 
2543-0 = 75andn = 3. Pin this case is slightly 
larger than 0-05 so that we. must still conclude that 
the three sets of differences, though very suggestive, 
are not quite beyond what might fairly frequently 
arise by chance in samples of the size observed. 

Finally it must be noted that y? must always 
be calculated from the absolute observed and expected 
numbers and never from percentages or any other 
proportions, 

SUMMARY 

The yy? test is particularly useful for testing the 
presence, or absence, of association between charac- 
teristics which cannot be quantitatively expressed. 
It is not a measure of the strength of an association, 
though inspection of the departure of the observed 
values from those expected on the no-association 
hypothesis will often give some indication, though 
not a precise numerical measure, of that degree. 
As with all tests of “significance ” the conclusion 
that a difference has occurred which is not likely to 
be due to chance, does not exonerate the worker 
from considering closely the various ways in which 
such a difference may have arisen. In other words, 
a difference due to one special factor is not a corol- 
lary of the conclusion that a difference is not due to 
chance. There are a number of ways in which the 

value of 7y? can be calculated, some speedier than 
others. An alternative method is given for fourfold 
tables and a correction in such instances for small 
samples. The calculation of 7? must always be based 
upon the absolute numbers. In this discussion the 
mathematical development of the test and the found: A 
tion of the table by means of which the value of 7? 
is interpreted in terms of a probability have been 
ignored. The test can be applied intelligently with- 
out that knowledge, provided the rules for calculation 
of the values of y? and n are followed, and the usual 
precautions taken in interpreting a difference observed.

USE OF CERTAIN 
COAL-TAR NAPHTHA DISTILLATES 
FOR THE DESTRUCTION OF BED-BUGS*

A NUMBER of experiments both in the laboratory 
and the field have been carried out which show that 
the vapour of certain coal-tar naphtha distillates is 
lethal to the bed-bug (Cimex lectularius Linn). 
Toxicity experiments have also been carried out by 
Dr. G. R. Cameron at University College Hospital 
medical school, London, and these tests have shown 
that animals kept for prolonged periods in an 
atmosphere saturated with the vapour have not been 
injuriously affected in any way and afford some 
considerable assurance that no danger to man from 
this cause is to be apprehended. ; 

A method for applying these naphtha distillates to 
the disinfestation of houses has been developed and 
consists essentially in spraying the walls and ceilings 
of rooms which have previously been made gas- 
tight by any of the usual methods of sealing. Special 
attention is given to likely harbourages such as 
skirting boards and architraves, a high-pressure hand 
syringe being used for spraying such harbourages. 
Gas-masks with a suitable filter are worn during the 
process. 

To ensure satisfactory results it is important that 
sufficient vapour concentration be maintained and for 
this purpose fumigation should not be begun at a 
temperature of less than 60°F. It is an advantage 
to work as much above this temperature as is 
practicable. 

The quantity of naphtha used in the experiments 
is on the basis of 1 gallon per 750 cubic feet of room 
space. The rooms are kept sealed for 18-24 hours 
and at the end of this time are rapidly ventilated by 
opening doors, windows, fireplaces, &. The vapour 
clears very quickly and it is possible to enter a room 
after a few minutes’ ventilation without experiencing 
any discomfort. It has moreover been shown that 
there is no tendency for a concentration of vapour 
to “build up” if after ventilation the doors and 
windows are again closed for several hours. 

The desirability of a high initial temperature is 
emphasised and only in very hot weather with air 
temperatures of 70°-80° F. should preheating of houses 
be dispensed with. In the experiments a very effec- 
tive paraffin stove working on the Primus principle 
has been used, but in any case sufficient time must 
be given to warm walls, ceilings, &c., thoroughly. 
Owing to the inflammable nature of the naphtha, 
fires or other sources of heat must be extinguished 
and if portable removed from the rooms before 
fumigation is started, and smoking and the use of 
naked lights must be prohibited whilst the naphtha 
is being handled in any way. 

The experiments indicate that after a house has 
been warmed it is advisable in most instances to 
spray the roof space before the rooms are treated. 





* Abstract of a report to the Bed-bug Infestation Committee 
of the Medical Research Council 
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Successful results have been obtained in the dis- 
infestation of upwards of 200 houses and flats of 
varied constructional detail. Failure has been 
reported in a few cases but this we think has been 
incidental to the development of a suitable technique 
for applying the naphtha. After fumigation for 
24 hours dead bugs will sometimes be found on the 
floors, but usually they will be found dead in their 
customary hiding places—e.g., behind skirting boards, 
picture rails, &c. 

The naphtha used is derived by the distillation of 
coal-tar and consists of a complex mixture of aromatic 
hydrocarbons and associated bodies, and the con- 
stituent or mixture of constituents which is toxic to 
the bed-bug is not known. The following specification 
has been drafted to govern the supply of coal-tar 
naphtha as used in these experiments. 


SPECIFICATION FOR HEAVY COAL-TAR NAPHTHA 


1. Colour.—Shall not be darker than a freshly prepared 
solution of 1-0 ml. of N/10 iodine in 1000 ml. of distilled 
water. 

2. Specific gravity.—Not less than 0-835 and not greater 
than 0-910. : 

3. Water.—Shall be free from water and other visible 
impurities at 15-5° C. 

4. Distillation range (method as defined in B.S.I. 
specification No. 479 for coal-tar naphthas).—Up to 
160° C. not more than 5 ml. Up to 190°C. not less than 
90 ml. 

5. Flash-point (Abel).—Not less than 105° F. 

6. Tar acids and tar bases.—Not more than 0-25 per cent. 
of tar acids and 0-25 per cent, of tar bases. 


Further research into various aspects of the 
question of the use of heavy coal-tar naphthas for 
the destruction of bed-bugs is in progress and new 
methods for more effective application are in course 
of development. 

As will be seen’ from these preliminary notes, the 
use of coal-tar distillates for the destruction of 


the bed-bug is still in the experimental stage, but the . 


results so far achieved are promising and indicate 
that further research on these lines may produce 
valuable results. 


As was to be anticipated, failures have occurred— 
not, however, owing to defects in heavy naphtha as 
a toxic agent for destruction of bed-bugs but owing 
to defects in the methods of employing it for that 
purpose. If, therefore, those responsible for the 
management of house property adopt this method of 
treatment for eradication of bed-bugs, it is important 
that they should realise that the technique of fumi- 
gation with heavy naphtha is stil! the subject of test 
and research and that the cause of any failure is first 
to be sought in the method used. In the event of 
failure, the circumstances of the particular case 
should be carefully investigated, especially in regard 
to the temperature at the time of fumigation, to the 
sealing of the premises, and to the distribution of 
the vapour.

Incomplete Tonsillectomy 


AN instructive case in the West London County 
Court last week arose out of a complaint that a 
surgeon had been negligent in the removal of tonsils. 
A five-year-old boy, living in Fulham, was taken 
by his parents last July to the Victoria Hospital for 
Children in Tite-stieet, Chelsea. The parents alleged 
that the surgeon who operated, instead of taking out 
the tonsils, merely clipped off a small piece and left 
the major part in the throat. The tonsils, it was 
said, were in a septic condition; proper removal 
would have cured the child ; the incomplete operation 
‘““opened up the part which remained to infection,” 
and a serious illness of nine days followed, the tonsils 
being ultimately removed by the dissection method 
at the Princess Beatrice Hospital nearly four months 
later. The medical attendant who saw the child a 
few days after the first operation gave evidence that 
the tonsils were then still there and were inflamed. 
Asked if he suggested that it was possible for a 
surgeon to remove the tonsil completely in every 
case, he replied, ‘‘ it is possible in every case.’ The 
defendant surgeon stated that he had performed 
nearly 18,000 such operations. The child had very 
large tonsils which almost met. He used the guillotine 
methed. The part which he removed was so big 
that he did not think anything had been left; he 
saw no remnant. Judge Hargreaves decided in 
favour of the surgeon. A medical practitioner does 
not contract to perform a cure; he merely under- 
takes to use such reasonable care and skill as will be 
expected of a man of his professional standing. Was 
it negligence to use the guillotine method? The 
defendant, who demonstrated this method to the 
judge with the aid of the instrument, said that it 
obtained complete removal in almost every case and 
it was a recognised method used in almost every 
clinic and hospital in London. The judge evidently 
accepted the opinion that the method was proper. 
Whether or no the evidence for the plaintiff conveyed 
the impression that tonsillectomy was a simple 
operation wherein no competent surgeon could ever 
fail to effect a complete removal, nothing in the 
judgment supports the view that failure to effect 
complete removal must necessarily amount to 
negligence and must involve payment of damages. 

A Lapse of Memory 

An incident discussed at a recent inquest in Chester 
—the omission to order an ambulance—was explained 
by a medical witness as due to the overworking of 
doctors at the time. Their surgeries were crowded. 
The coroner agreed that the doctors had been very 
busy indeed; they had been almost run off their 
legs and allowance must be made in the circum- 
stances. The inquest concerned the death of a man 
aged 78 in an ambulance on the way to hospital. 
The patient fell ill but refused to have a doctor. 
His landlady, however, sent for the doctor one 
Saturday. The doctor said he was so busy that he 
might not be able to come till the Monday. As he 
did not come by the Tuesday, she called again and 
the doctor’s assistant visited the patient on the 
Wednesday. At a second visit on the following 
Saturday the assistant said the patient ought to 
be removed to hospital. The landlady went to the 
doctor that evening for a note for the hospital. She 
waited an hour for the doctor to come in from 
visiting patients, but failed to see him. Her son 
eventually got the note for the hospital but no

ambulance arrived. Next day the patient got up 
and dressed to be ready to go to hospital, but still 
no ambulance arrived. The landlady’s son went to 
the doctor's surgery and found that the ambulance 
had never been ordered. It arrived at last at 
10.30 a.m. The patient apparently walked down 
stairs to the ambulance. He died, before the hospital 
was reached, from cardiac failure due to bronchial 
pneumonia. The coroner naturally felt bound to 
investigate the omission to order the ambulance and 
also the question of the patient’s fitness to be moved. 
He recorded a verdict in accordance with the medical 
evidence, observing that the omission was unfor 
tunate, but adding that these failings of memory 
did sometimes happen and indeed in moments of 
great pressure could easily occur. 


VIENNA 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT 
ALARMING DECREASE IN THE FERTILITY O1 
VIENNA FAMILIES 

ACCORDING to the statistical report of the Official 
Bureau of Health of Vienna the deaths each month 
out-number the births by over a thousand. This deplor- 
able condition is explained by the fact that out of 
the marriages of the ten years 1924-33 no less 
than 53 per cent. have so far been childless, and 
even in the remainder the number of children has 
decreased. In 1890-1903 only 19 per cent. of the 
married couples were childless ; there were 22°5 per 
cent. in 1904-13; and in the upheavals of 1914-23 
the figure went up to 30 per cent. Again in 1890-1903 
more than 30 per cent. of the parents had three or 
more children; in 1904-13 there were only 21 per 
cent.; while in 1914-23 only 10 per cent. had two 
or more offspring, and in the last decade this figure 
fell to 3 per cent. The one-child family has not 
suffered such serious changes, for in 1890 24 per cent, 
of the couples had only one child, in 1914-23 the figure 
stood at 37 per cent., and now it is 35 per cent. 
Two-child families prevailed in the period 1890-1903 
in about 25 per cent. of all families, but since 1924 
only in 9 per cent. 

The picture is similar when the number of school- 
children in Vienna is considered, Last year the total 
number of schools in this city has gone down by 
205 to 3585; the number of pupils was 123,964 
(a drop of 8331) in the public schools and 10,313 
(400 less) in private schools. These figures apply 
only to school-children aged 6-14, of whom in all 
we have now 24,000 less than four years ago. Another 
result of the serious decrease of young people in the 
population is the lack of juvenile labourers, appren- 
tices, clerks, and shop assistants in the age-group 
16-25. According to census figures juvenile labourers 
amounted to 44-6 per cent. in 1910 and dropped to 
24 per cent. in 1934. The situation is even graver 
amongst the commercial and office employees, where 
the figure dropped from 33 per cent. to 5-7 per cent, 
Of course, this is not due only to the decrease in 
young people but also to the economic crisis in this 
country ; it is, however, a characteristic feature 
of the increase in the elderly population. But if 
economic recovery should take place in a couple of 
years or so, there will be a great dearth of the 
necessary juveniles. 

BLOOD PRESSURE, PULSE- AND RESPIRATION-RATES 

IN CHILDREN 

Speaking before a recent meeting of the Vienna 

College of Physicians, Dr. Helmreich described an 
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investigation into various normal readings in children 
of different ages. A normal pulse-rate is 120 in the 
first year of life; it is 112 in the second year, 107 
in the third, 99 in the fifth, 90 in the eighth, and 
then it drops by 2 beats a minute for every year 
to the fifteenth when 76 is about the normal average, 
decreasing to 72 in the adult. The individual 
variation in these averages is much greater among 
children than among adults. Exercise increases the 
pulse-rate in children much less than in adults. 
A useful test can be applied by making them sit up 
from a prone position ten times. This has been 
found to increase, on an average, the pulse-rate of a 
four-year-old child by 9 beats per minute, by 7 beats 
at six, 12 beats at eight, 16 beats at twelve, and 
18 beats at fifteen. In adults this exercise gives an 
increase of about 12 beats. 

The respiration-rate of a healthy baby of one year 
is on an average 30 per minute; it is 26 at five, 
20 at eight, 18 at ten, and 16-18 in the adult. Normal 
respiration is more easily disturbed in infants than 
in adults. The effect of exercise also varies at different 
ages, instances being noted where an increase of 8 
per minute took place, while other children, owing to 
deep breathing, showed a decrease of 4. Systematic 
observations of the systolic blood pressure shows it 
to stand at about 84 mm. Hg up to the sixth year ; 
it is 90 mm, at ten, 100 mm. at twelve, and reaches 
the adult figure of 120 at fifteen. Similarly the dias- 
tolic pressure of children up to ten is about 62 mm., 
70 mm, at fifteen, and about 80 mm. in the adult. 
Moderate exercise increases the blood pressure of the 
adult by 20 mm., intensive activity by 40-50 mm. 
This increase is however very irregular in children, 
so that no normal or average values can be stated. 


THE FIRST RADIOTHERAPIST 


Forty years ago, on Jan. 15th, 1897, Dr. (now 
Prof.) Leopold Freund, who had taken up here the 
study of Réntgen’s new discovery, demonstrated 
before the Vienna Medical Society the first patient 
ever treated by X rays, and he thus inaugurated 
X ray therapy. Freund’s patient and exact observa- 
tions have therefore called into existence a thera- 
peutic procedure which is no less important than the 
diagnostic value of X rays, and which has become 
an indispensable part of medicine. This first patient 
had a hairy mole of enormous extent, and it is 
remarkable that even in this first case Dr. Freund 
used the method of protracted fractionated irradia- 
tion, which has survived every other method that 
has been brought forward in the 40 years of its 
existence. Prof. Freund’s second therapeutic achieve- 
ment was the application of X rays in tuberculosis, 
at first to the skin, then to bones and joints, and 
finally to the testes. In parenthesis it may be stated 
that Coutard’s method of radiotherapy now used 
extensively for tumours of the respiratory tract is 
based on Freund’s original principle. The Vienna 
Medical Society as well as the Austrian Roentgen 
Society commemorated the historic day by special 
festival meetings, and Prof. Freund was the recipient 
of numerous honours from all parts of the world— 
except from Germany. The reasons are obvious— 
he does not belong to the “ German” race. 


MORTALITY STATISTICS FOR 1935 


From an official report of the statistical office we 
learn that of the deaths in Austria 17 per cent. males 
and 21 per cent. females were from diseases of the 
circulatory organs ; 12-3 per cent. and 14-5 per cent. 
from neoplasms; 9-6 per cent. and 7-9 per cent. 
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from tuberculosis; and 8-6 per cent. and 8-3 per 
cent. from pneumonia. Taking 100,000 of the 
population as a unit, we find that the mortality has 
gone down nearly in every respect. For the circu- 
latory system it fell from 234 four years ago to 231 
per 100,000 living; for tuberculosis in males it fell 
from 141-5 to 128-5, in females from 100-8 to 93-4. 
Even the suicides show a decrease, 59:3 males 
falling to 53-9, and 25-8 females to 24-3. Only the 
deaths from cancer show an increase: 164-1 against 
the 157-3 of 1931, in males only. 





CONTRIBUTORY SCHEMES 





Stnce the opening of the new premises of the Royal 
Empire Society in Northumberland-avenue at the end 
of last year there has been a remarkable development of 
its numerous activities. Among them is the formation of 
a group of members specially concerned with social services. 
On Feb. 18th Sir Francis Morris presided over a meeting 
when Mr. F. B. Elliot, the general secretary of the Hospital 
Saving Association, gave an account of the development of 
contributory schemes. By the establishment of an 
organisation independent of the hospitals, though working 
closely with them, the objections of the medical profession 
to anything in the nature of a contract had been overcome. 
The funds raised through these organisations were an 
increasingly important factor in the finances of voluntary 
hospitals and would be even more so if the example of 
employers in Sheffield in adding one penny a week to the 
contributions of their employees were followed in other 
parts of the country. Mr. Elliot claimed that by providing 
@ common voucher for council and voluntary hospitals 
the contributory schemes were assisting in the coédrdination 
of hospital services. In the thirteen thousand groups of 
the Hospital Saving Association there is a large body of 
voluntary service through which is being developed a new 
interest in and understanding of hospital work. Mr. C. E. A. 
Bedwell, house governor of King’s College Hospital, 
speaking as a life fellow of the society, directed attention 
to the possibility of extending this method of support 
for the voluntary hospitals to other parts of the British 
Empire. At present the principal example of a flourishing 
contributory scheme is in the State of New South Wales. 
This is particularly interesting as legalised sweepstakes 
and other speculative methods of raising money have been 
tried there and found wanting. In four years the Metro- 
politan Hospitals Fund in Sydney has enrolled over two 
hundred thousand contributors with an income for the 
Jast financial year of over £175,000, showing an increase 
of £50,000 on the previous year. The Minister of Health, 
the Hon. H. P. FitzSimons, had congratulated the hospital 
secretaries at this last conference on the way in which 
they had handled the contribution scheme. 


INTERNATIONAL UNION AGAINST TUBERCULOSIS.— 
At a recent meeting of the executive committee of the 
International Union against Tuberculosis in Paris, it 
was agreed that the tenth conference (which should have 
taken place in Lisbon in last September) should take 
place in September, 1937, if possible in Lisbon. 

The final decision, however, will not be taken till the end 
of April or the beginning of May. It was also decided 
that the eleventh conference of the Union should meet 
in 1939 instead of 1938, in Berlin. 

The members of the committee expressed their gratitude 
to the Italian Government for having placed at their 
disposal six scholarships at the Carlo Forlanini Institute 
in Rome. 


PowicK HospITaLt, WoORCESTER.—On Feb. 15th 
a new treatment centre was opened at this mental 
hospital. The centre has cost £6000 and includes an 
operating theatre, an X ray department, and a dental 
room. The proportion of recoveries has increased from 
an average of 25 per cent. for the five years ended 
1925 to 42°6 per cent. for the five years ended 1935.

FROM A RUSTICATING PATHOLOGIST * 
I 


THE paper this morning tells me that my old tutor 
is dead, and it makes me think again of all I owe to 
the personalities that I have had the luck to be in 
contact with. I was I think the only man reading 
science in college, and there was no science fellow 
to guide my studies, and I suppose I was assigned 
to Phelps because he was a political economist with 
a special interest in the outcast and needy, and a 
distinguished chairman of the Oxford Board of 
Guardians. He must have been nearing 50 at the 
time, had an impressive beard, wore a straw hat 
through the winter, and lunched daily off a rice 
pudding. He told me that of course he knew nothing 
about the available lectures and classes in natural 
science, and that I had better go to the museum to 
a man called Burdon Sanderson and ask him what I 
had better do ; meanwhile would I write him an essay 
on—I forget what, but it would be “ party govern- 
ment” or “is the good always the beautiful?” or 
something of that sort—and bring it to him next 
Tuesday night at 9 o’clock. And so for several 
years I spent an hour or an hour and a half with 
him each week, reading him the essays of a very 
crude boy and listening to his talk; talking was his 
specialty in life, and he was very good at it, and often 
enough my first few sentences would fire him off for 
the rest of the evening. Once his friend York Powell 
came across from the House, and I sat in the corner 
and heard such talk as I had never dreamed of. He 
took me for Sunday walks to Otmoor and over 
Wytham Hill and round the countryside, never 
emerging from college till 11.1 a.m. when everyone 
was safe in church, never smoking in public, and 
always talking and trying to make me talk on ques- 
tions which I had never known to exist, and which 
had this only in common that they had nothing 
whatever to do with natural knowledge; indeed, I 
do not think he had the least idea what science was 
about or took any interest in it. But he was deter- 
mined that I should not be lost in the horrid purlieus 
of the laboratories which, Council said when sugges- 
tions were made to increase the lavatory accommoda- 
tion in the physiology building, already took men 
away from their colleges too much. He even made 
me write a prize essay on Raleigh—an essay for a 
prize I mean; it did not get it—and one way and 
another he gave me one of the finest doses of educa- 


tion I have had from anybody which I remember. 


gratefully when I help myself to brown sugar out of 
the beautiful little bowl he gave me for a wedding 


present.

It would please my senile delight in reminiscence, 
and bore everybody else, if I were to go into details 
about the other teachers who did so much for me— 
Ray Lankester, Burdon Sanderson, J. 8. Haldane, 
James Ritchie, Gustav Mann—and trying to practise 
the decorum on which the Rev. Lancelot Ridley 
Phelps always insisted I mention only those who 
are dead and, though it blunts my illustrations, say 
nothing about those from whom I got nothing but

knowledge. The men I remember were not neces- 
sarily good teachers in the ordinary sense ; Lankester 
was the best lecturer I have ever heard, and Sander- 
son’s lectures on what he called ‘“‘ general pathology ” 
were frankly unintelligible though I fancy I could 
understand them now. The pleasure and profit of 
being in contact with these men was in the atmosphere 
which was about them, they emanated a sort of 
aura, and engendered the same kind of respect— 
affection seems almost a frivolous word—which 
instinctively sent up my hand to take my hat off in 
recent years when I met Karl Pearson in the street. 
Being no psychologist I cannot analyse the aura, 
but I think it depended on the fact that their minds 
were fixed on things in front which, in matters con- 
cerned with natural science, are perhaps not very 
different from things above. They were of course 
full of learning, but learning was to them of value 
only as a stepping-stone to more learning, and the 
lesson which their saintly lives (saintly perhaps only 
intellectually) preached to us young men was that 
we ought to do our best to know more about the 
world we live in before we died. Each in his own 
way, they set us an example which we could not 
fail to admire even if our day-dreams to follow it 
have come to very little. I have asked a number of 
men, more or less my contemporaries, what chiefly 
impressed them in their undergraduate days at 
Cambridge, Oxford, Edinburgh, University College, 
&ec., and what they brought away of best value and, 
apart from the cynic who thinks it funny to say 
“nothing,” they have all told me of personalities 
among their teachers—not the men, of whom a few 
are scattered among university staffs, who are 
notorious as buffoons or boors or inanities of some 
sort, but the sanctified apostles of the progress of 
knowledge whom I have been trying to commemorate. 
Men do not seem to remember classes or curricula, 
they remember people.

This gossip is I hope more relevant than it may 
seem to the teaching of medical students about which 
there has been so much discussion for at least the 
last 30 years and, fortunately, so little action. The 
important thing is the personality of the teacher. 
If he is to command the respect and attention of his 
students, he must of course know his subject, and 
he should know it in the right kind of way, that is 
looking forward. To hand out the present state of 
knowledge as if it were a system of revealed truth 
may perhaps get men past jaded examiners, but it 
is a travesty of education of university standard, 
Truth has several times been defined as that which 
opens up fresh fields to human curiosity; it was 
indeed the apparent completion of the classical 
explanation of the world which made physicists 
question its validity and led to the modern revolution 
of thought about the constitution of matter. The 
search for truth is a pilgrimage: we do not know 
where we are going but we know where we are at 
the moment, and we know how we have got there, 
and the impression made by the teachers I remember 
came from their being manifest pilgrims rather than 
spectators. Nullius in verba magistri is a good 
enough motto in its way, but it is palpable nonsense 
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to apply the heuristic method to the whole of under- 
graduate teaching, and much of the instruction 
given must depend on authority, while students will 
listen to the authority of one who has been himself 
a pilgrim in a way which they will not accord to one 
who is simply a magnified version of themselves. 
This is indeed the reason why so much importance 
is attached in appointing university teachers to their 
interest in the personal pursuit of knowledge. People 
sometimes wonder that more stress is not laid on a 
man’s capacity as a teacher by which they probably 
mean his facility for grouping current truth in rows 
and columns, and making lists which can be memorised 
without too much difficulty. We all—teachers and 
students—find these tricks useful, and a certain 
handiness in them is not to be despised, but unless 
the genuine fire is behind them they will leave the 
student very cold. Phelps had the fire in him—you 
could see it in his eyes—and if I failed to understand 
much of what he told me he made me warm.

Academic faith involves the preservation, collec - 
tion, and transmission of knowledge, and of the three 
it is perhaps the first which is apt to be most neg- 
lected ; a volume of THe LANCET of 50 years ago 
probably contains about as much that we do not 
know as the current issues, but they are not I fancy 
much used for miscellaneous reading partly perhaps 
because they are big and awkward to handle, while 
the weekly numbers may be taken in bed—ignoble 
but pertinent considerations. We cannot have 
seminaries of sound learning or education of more 
than second-rate quality without scholarship and 
research—for I cannot any longer evade the use of 
that word though it has been so mauled in recent 
years that it becomes sometimes almost repulsive. 
Teaching needs research, and research so often needs 
teaching, that the proposals which have recently 
been made that they should be separated seem 
deplorably short-sighted. The close connexion which 
has hitherto existed is fully justified on much more 
than historical grounds though we have now passed 
away from the time when anyone who wanted to 
do laboratory work has practically no alternative 
to getting a teaching appointment. Whole-time 
research as a life’s occupation is a new development 
and we do not know at present how it will work out 
in the long run, There are of course a certain number 
of men who have the flair for getting new knowledge 
and are temperamentally not suited to teach, gener- 
ally because they are too shy and nervous, and 
certainly a class of undergraduates never ceases to 
be rather a terrifying proposition. And there are a 
few people who can live up to the novelist’s idea of 
the great scientist who lives a solitary and remote 
life of meditation and experiment, and periodically 
startles the world with a cure for cancer or a voyage 
to the moon, or what not. But there are not many 
of them, and the successful investigator is generally 
a pretty ordinary kind of man who has a natural 
liking for mixing with his fellows. Where he differs 
from them is mainly in his curiosity and his capacity 
to see unexplained problems where other people will 
see nothing out of the way. Tea-time gossip once 
came round to Bayliss, probably soon after his death, 
and some one said, “‘ Oh, Bayliss would have made 
a good research out of it if he had been a bus con- 
ductor,’ which always seemed to me to put a great 
truth very well; one likes to think of that lovable 
figure punching tickets and talking about it after- 
wards to the Physiological Society. And as to being 
professional meditators—well, I have asked a number

of my friends who are more or less distinguished, and 
they one and all confess that they are quite incapable 
of sitting down and thinking, and that any ideas 
they may have had just come into their heads. 
There are too a certain number of investigations, 
especially those involving experiments, which actually 
need the whole of a man’s working day though not 
necessarily all of his working days, and there is more 
of this kind of thing than there used to be because 
of the more elaborate scale on which inquiries are 
pitched nowadays—more elaborate that is on the 
physical side, not on the mental. 


* * * 


For these reasons a certain amount of whole-time 
research is as essential as it is undoubtedly pro- 
ductive, but it has its drawbacks, and there could 
easily be too much of it. One of the most important 
things to encourage the progress of knowledge is 
first-rate undergraduate teaching by men who have 
adequate knowledge to transmit the elements of a 
subject and have themselves a passion to reach out 
to the things which are in front. The student needs 
the intangible atmosphere, and at least as much 
the tangible information which will form the back- 
ground for any curiosity he may himself develop. 
There are far too many people nowadays engaged 
in what they (and other people who ought to know 
better) are pleased to call Research who are woefully 
ignorant of the subject within which they are working ; 
some of them actually get doctor’s degrees from 
universities when they would certainly be ploughed 
in the bachelor’s examination in the topic. A man 
is clearly unfit to engage in medical research without 
a really good all-round knowledge of medicine and 
para-medicine, or to pretend to advance bacteriology 
without knowing about as much of Topley and Wilson 
as the authors remember of their own book, And it isa 
great drawback of too much whole-time research that 
some of the most desirable teachers are withdrawn from 
the teaching world. Look for example in London at 
the galaxy of talent and personality which is secluded 
in the Lister Institute and the National Institute at 
Hampstead ; some of the staffs of these organisations 
are probably best where they are, but it seems a 
great pity that the London undergraduate has no 
chance of sitting under the most learned bacteriologist 
in the country or—well, perhaps I had better be 
proper rather than personal and not go into too 
many details. At any rate, the present position is 
not the most ideal either for teaching or research. 


* * * 


So far from deteriorating a man’s research, a 
moderate amount of teaching would in many instances 
do it good. Just as he should suck up wide know- 
ledge when he is an undergraduate, so he must keep 


‘his knowledge wide when he becomes a senior student, 


and if he spends most of his time at the bottom of 
his own well he is apt to miss what is going on. As 
a teacher he cannot neglect it. There is too nothing 
like teaching for getting one’s ideas in order, especially 
elementary teaching, and the fallacies of traditional 
arguments are particularly liable to show themselves 
when they are being expounded in a milk-and-water 
form ; the innocent questions of babes and sucklings, 
as yet untrammelled by convention, are also often 
illuminating and disconcerting in reminding one of 
what one does not but ought to know. Now this is 
just what the investigator needs. His natural curio- 
sity has to be disciplined by circumspection if it is 
to be productive. Unsolved problems are as the 
hairs of his head, but the only ones worth attending 
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to are those which can be posed in a soluble shape ; 
half the difficulty of finding the answer is overcome 
when the question has been asked in a proper form. 
He has to learn to be content to answer questions, 
each one of which is in itself a small thing. The pith 
of gaining new knowledge is indeed simplification 
which is the pith of teaching too. Hence it is natural 
that the two go so easily together. The researcher 
too has much to gain from the give and take of his 
colleagues in an active teaching school, and when 
the time comes, as it surely will, that his productive 
capacity is in abeyance for a while he can occupy 
himself with other things and feel that he has earned 
a good night’s sleep. What a miserable time the 


RITUAL PURGATION

Srr,—Doubtless the interesting, amusing, stimu- 
lating, and provocative article by my friend Prof. 
Witts on Ritual Purgation in Modern Medicine will 
bring a spate of letters to your box. In this icono- 
elastic lucubration, with which I am largely in agree- 
ment, he pays me the doubtful compliment of quoting 
me in derision. I would ask, is there any physician 
who has not had the experience of being called to a 
case of pneumonia on the fourth or fifth day, to find 
the abdomen grievously distended, and to hear that 
the bowels have not been properly opened since the 
beginning of the illness, and to wonder what is the 
best thing to do? 

I am not unduly influenced by the eloquent per- 
suasiveness of a Metchnikoff, or the enthusiasm of 
an Arbuthnot Lane, but I do think that a loaded 
colon tends to abdominal distension, and is therefore 
better emptied at the beginning of an illness. I 
admit that ritual stuffing with unwanted foodstuffs 
is a contributory cause of distension, but I must not 
embark here on a fresh iconoclasm.

Srr,—I was very much interested in Prof, Witts’s 
paper on ritual purgation and in his plea for the 
avoidance of the bed-pan whenever possible. In this 
connexion is there any sound reason for insisting on 
the bed-pan for a healthy woman after a normal 
confinement ? There must be few patients who can 
survive even a short spell of “‘ bed-pan existence” 
without losing any normal habit of bowel action 
which they may have had. To quote an excellent 
text-book of obstetrics, ‘“‘ a daily aperient will prob- 
ably be required whilst the patient is in bed,’ and 
this is probably a conservative estimate. 

If we hope, by forbidding even the daily use of 
the commode, to avoid strain and such sequel as 
prolapse, surely our results do not justify us. The 
perineum is quite as likely to be soiled on the bed-pan 
and, where aperients are given, stools are more liable 
to be fluid, 

It would be interesting to know from what danger 
we are protecting our patients when we insist in the 
ritual of bed-pan and frequent purgatives for these 
normal people.

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pure researcher must have when he feels that he is 
not justifying his salary, and how much bad work 
such a mood may lead to! And if his fire has died 
out, as it sometimes will, what is he to turn to? 
For a restricted life of research, or perhaps I should 
say a life of restricted research, is no training at all 
for a teacher. No, teaching and research have 
natural affinities with one another, and they should 
not lightly be put asunder, apart from the necessities 
which I have mentioned. What most teaching 
schools need is funds for maintaining research which 
are at their own disposal, and which they can use 
in their own way; they would make good use 
of them.

SURGICAL TREATMENT OF CARDIAC 
ISCHAMIA

Sir,—It would indeed have been misleading if 
cardio-omentopexy had been already performed upon 
the patients mentioned by Sir Maurice Cassidy in 
your issue of Feb. 20th. Such a contingency empha- 
sises the new responsibility imposed upon those to 
whom such patients come for advice. After seeing 
the cases of cardiac ischemia treated by omentopexy 
shown to the clinical section of the Royal Society of 
Medicine, I find it hard to believe that these patients 
could be convinced that their improvement was not 
due to the operation. After all it is natural, though 
illogical, that a patient who has had the courage to 
submit to an operation should credit it with his relief 
from symptoms. Such patients are not likely to 
stem the spate that Sir Maurice fears. It is surely 
the duty of the physician to guide the flood into the 
appropriate channels. 

If, as I assume from his quotation of Lord Dawson’s 
words, Sir Maurice holds that recovery from arterio- 
sclerotic heart failure is the result of a compensatory 
circulation, the physician is faced with the delicate 
problem of balancing the probabilities of the natural 
development of this circulation against the hazards 
of assisting nature’s methods by operation, and Mr. 
O’Shaughnessy has shown convincingly that the 
operation he has devised can do this.

ARTIFICIAL PNEUMOTHORAX ON 
STATISTICAL TRIAL 


To the Editor of Tur LANCET 


Smr,—Dr. Andrew Morland in his letter in THe 
LANCET of last week objects to the comparisons made 
in the inquiry into the value of artificial pneumo- 
thorax carried out by the subcommittee of the Joint 
Tubereulosis Council. His argument is that the 
control group consisted of patients with a substan- 
tially better prognosis when treated conservatively 
than the A.P. group, and that, therefore, no con- 
clusions could justifiably be based upon the relative 
survival-rates, Whether that argument in the 
particular case is just or not is a matter for the 
authors of the report to discuss. But Dr. Morland 
passes from this criticism of the particular to a criti- 
cism of the general, and says that the investigation 
“raises the whole question of the applicability of 
statistics to clinical problems.’ That question 
concerns me closely because [ am at present 
endeavouring to show in your columns how simple 
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statistical methods can be applied with advantage to 
many clinical problems. 

I am inclined to agree with Dr. Morland that in 
assessing the value of A.P. it may be very difficult 
now to find two equivalent groups of patients, one 
so treated, the other not, which are the requirements 
for an effective comparison (the subject was ably 
discussed by F'. J. Bentley in his report on the L.C.C. 
experience published in the Spec. Rep. Ser. med. Res. 
Ooun., Lond, No,. 215, 1936). But was it always so 
difficult ? In the early days of the treatment it 
was certainly not universally applied to all those 
patients who to-day might be regarded as suitable 
subjects. Some clinicians would in those early days 
have induced an A.P. where others would not. If 
while the treatment were in that experimental stage, 
the clinical trials had been efficiently planned and 
organised, then, I believe, a measure of its value would 
nave been obtained. The statistical method (like 
any other method) must fail if it has to be applied 
to faulty material; but faulty material is the product 
of a faulty experiment. The time for a test of a new 
method of treatment is clearly in its early days 
when opinions upon it differ, and equivalent patients, 
treated and untreated, are available for study. Too 
often that critical moment is lost and we fall back 
later upon second-best comparisons. 

Dr. Morland says that there is now “a relatively 
small group of patients in whom pneumothorax is 
tried without delay as experience has taught us that 
their prognosis will be much improved thereby.” 
That conclusion is itself statistical even though it 
is not given numerical expression. It must be based 
upon a mental, subjective, comparison, of similar 
types of patients to whom A.P.T, was applied or not 
applied. The two groups must have existed; the 
clinician must have been able to define them as of 
similar type to reach the conclusion; is it: too much 
to believe that if the critical moment had been 
seized an objective, numerical assessment could 
have been obtained by suitable statistical methods ?

MEDICAL PRIVILEGE 
To the Editor of Tur LANCET 


Srr,—The introduction into the House of Commons 
of Sir Ernest Graham-Little’s Bill for the protection 
of medical practitioners has brought to public notice 
a very important question—namely, the position of 
doctors as regards the secrecy of communications 
with their patients. 

The Bill was rejected on two main grounds: first 
there was no statement as to whose privilege the 
privilege claimed should be; and secondly there 
was no definition of such privilege. I think it is 
very important that the matter should not be lost 
sight of and that it should be brought up again as 
soon as possible. I should suggest that the new 
Bill should be settled after careful legal consultation 
and should provide: (1) that the privilege should be 
the privilege of the patient ; and (2) that the patient 
should have as regards his medical attendant the 
same privilege as a client has in regard to his solicitor. 
I think this mode of dealing with the matter would 
get over a considerable amount of difficulty in the 
way of definition.

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TREATMENT OF FRACTURE OF THE NECK 
OF THE FEMUR 


To the Editor of THe LANCET 


Sir,—May I reply through your columns to some 
of the points raised by Mr. Gissane in his friendly 
criticism of the technique I described for the intro- 
duction of a Smith-Petersen nail ? 

Mr. Gissane agrees that traction in a Thomas 
splint should be the routine method of preliminary 
treatment and can effect accurate reduction. When 
this is so, therefore, it seems a thousand pities to 
undo this good work by removing the extension and 
starting all over again with an orthopedic table if 
an alternative “‘ bed procedure ”’ can be offered, which 
is satisfactory. Accepting the criterion of satis- 
faction as (1) accuracy of reduction, and (2) main- 
tenance of this reduction until the nail is in position, 
the bed technique described fulfils these two require- 
ments. Accuracy of reduction must, of course, be 
controlled by radiograms in two planes, and may be 
confirmed with advantage immediately prior to 
operation after the spinal anesthetic has been given. 
Within five minutes of this the guiding wire can be 
in position, and as no disturbance of the weight 
extension has taken place, there is no reason to 
suppose that the simple introduction of a wire can 
have caused displacement. At this stage, however, 
there is nothing to prevent as close a radiological 
control as the surgeon desires, given a good portable 
X ray apparatus, and lateral radiograms could be 
taken until sufficient experience of cases gives con- 
viction that the instrument does in itself ensure 
eomplete control. 

In introducing the nail over the wire inserted 
right through into the head of the femur, I find it 
difficult to conceive that the head fragment lying in 
the acetabulum can move. Any movement that 
could occur must surely be on the part of the proximal 
fragment of neck, and attached femur with it, and the 
immobility of this is guaranteed by the weight 
extension supplemented by the wire. Maintenance 
of reduction is thus sustained until the nail is in 
position. 

Finally, if the experience of others should prove 
the same as my own, they will find that the elderly 
patients have no fear of what is to them a “ bedside 
treatment’ compared with a visit to the theatre 
for an .“ operation,’’ where events that may be no 
worse than tedium for the surgeon and his assistants 
are no less than an ordeal for the patient.

OBITUARY 
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DEATHS IN THE SERVICES 


Inspector-General James HamitTton Martin, D.S.O., 
who died at his home in Ealing on Feb. 14th in his 96th 
year, was the son of Hamilton Duckworth Martin, of 
Truro, Cornwall. He qualified M.R.C.8S. Eng., from 
University College, London, in 1864 and entered the 
Royal Navy the following year, becoming fleet surgeon 
in 1884, deputy inspector-general of hospitals and fleets 
in 1894, and finally inspector-general in 1900. He had 
a varied experience with Sulee pirates in 1872, during the 
Zulu war of 1879, the Egyptian war of 1882, the Eastern 
Sudan campaign of 1884, and the operations against the 
Sultanate of Witu in 1890. He was mentioned many 
times in dispatches, was twice wounded, and was created 
D.S.O. in 1891. On retirement in 1901 he was awarded 
a Greenwich Hospital pension. 


Major CHARLES Epwarp Grey Starxartt, R.A.M.C. 
(retd.), who died on Feb. 18th at Alverstoke, Hants, 
in his 72nd year, was son of John Stalkartt, of Chupra, 
Bengal. He qualified at Edinburgh in 1886; took his 
M.D. in 1890, entered the R.A.M.C. and rose to the rank 
of major in 1903. He served in South Africa in 1900 
and was placed on retired pay in July, 1911, but was 
recalled to the active list in August, 1914, and put in charge 
of the base depét medical stores in France. In his earlier 
post-graduate days he had been prosector of anatomy 
in Edinburgh University, and he contributed to the 
R.A.M.C. Journal notes on necrosis of the femur, malignant 
new growth of the tibia, fracture of the patella, and 
observations of the superior vena cava. 


OBITUARY 


ALFRED JOHN WILSON CHAMINGS, 
M.B. Camb., F.R.C.S. Eng. 


On Feb. 21st Mr. Chamings died at Worthing at 
the age of 33. He was surgeon in charge of the 
ear, nose, and throat department at the Princess 
Beatrice Hospital, and consulting laryngologist to the 
Woolwich War Memorial Hospital. 

The only son of Mr. H. E, Chamings, for many 
years a distinguished official of the London County 
Council, he was educated at Westminster School, and 
went to Cambridge in 1922, where he became a scholar 
of St. Catherine’s. In 1925 he entered St. George’s 
Hospital where he quickly distinguished himself, 
gaining several coveted surgical prizes before 
qualifying in 1927, He took his Cambridge 
degree in 1929, and the fellowship of the Royal 
College of Surgeops in 1931. After holding three 
house posts at St. George’s he began to specialise, 
and was rapidly successful in gaining appointments, 
becoming registrar at Golden-square, surgeon to the 
nose and throat department at Paddington Green 
Children’s Hospital and at Princess Elizabeth Hos- 
pital, and chief assistant at St. Thomas’s Hospital. 
In 1932 he became surgeon to the throat department 
of the Princess Beatrice Hospital and both there and 
at St. Thomas’s he soon made a name for himself 
by his skill, kindliness, and conscientiousness. Two 
of his colleagues write that ‘“‘ nothing was ever too 
much trouble to him if it helped his patient. He 
was utterly selfless in his devotion to work, and this 
in spite of a frame never robust.” In 1934 he 
recovered from a severe streptococcal infection 
acquired at operation, and once more restarted work 
with all his former enthusiasm. He was warned not 
to overtax himself, but his nature was such that he 
could never relax as long as there was work to do. 
A little over a year ago he was found to have con- 
tracted pulmonary tuberculosis, and was given leave 
of absence from all his hospital appointments. But 
it was all too obvious even then that the 
chance of recovery was slender. Those of his friends 


and advisers—and they were many—who watched 
his long illness were deeply impressed by his cheer- 
fulness and fortitude, and no less by the devoted 
care of his parents. 


LEONARD MOLLOY, M.D. Dubl. 


Major Leonard Molloy, who died in a London 
nursing-home on Feb. 19th in his 76th year, had 
spent most of his active life in practice at Blackpool, 
for which he was Member of Parliament in 1922-23. 
Son of Richard Molloy of Rathgar, co. Dublin, he was 
educated at Trinity College, Dublin, graduating in 
1882 and taking his medical degree in 1889, after 
which he went on to higher diplomas. As a student 
he carried off prizes over a wide range of subjects. 
He was resident at Sir P. Dun’s Hospital and obtained 
the special certificate of the Rotunda before settling 
in Blackpool in 1891. There he became hon, surgeon 
to the Victoria Hospital and hon. secretary to its 
medical board, as well as visiting consultant to a 
number of places, including Rossall School. He was 
constant in helping the St. John Ambulance Brigade 
as surgeon, lecturer, and examiner, was made an 
hon. life member of the Association, and a Knight 
of Grace of the Order of St. John of Jerusalem. 


Already major in the Duke of Lancaster's Own 
Yeomanry, he was in France and Belgium from 


1914 to 1917, was mentioned in dispatches and 
awarded the D.S.0. On his return he became chair- 
man of the Blackpool branch of the British Legion 
and a justice of the peace. He wrote not a little 
in medical papers on unusual cases that he met in 
practice, while keeping up his early interest in 
biological research. For fifteen years he was chairman 
of the Blackpool musical festival. Major Molloy 
married in 1922 Ethel Mary, daughter of James W. 
Willan, solicitor, of Todmorden. Latterly he spent 
the winter at Monte Carlo, on the climate of which 
he. wrote a small treatise. His recreations were 
hunting, shooting, and salmon fishing, and he was a 
member of the Cavalry and 1900 clubs, 
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THE L.C.C. HOSPITAL SERVICE 


On the eve of the election of a new council oppor- 
tunity has been taken by the hospitals and medical 
services committee, of which Mr. Somerville Hastings 
is chairman, to present the outgoing council with 
some particulars of the development and extension 
of the hospital service during the past three years. 
A similar report of the previous three years, when 
Dr. Barrie Lambert was chairman of the correspond- 
ing committee, was summarised at the time in our 
columns (1933, 2, 1341). The number of hospitals, 
including institutions allocated for use as hospitals, 
is 74—the same as it was three years ago. During 
the period Heatherwood Hospital, Ascot, has come 
under L.C.C. control, and the South Grove institution 
has gone over to the public assistance side. At the 
time of their transfer to the Council six years ago 
many of the hospitals were not of modern standard 
in structure, staffing, or equipment, and much leeway 
has been made up, although much remains to be done. 
Structural changes now in execution or prospect are 
about thrice as extensive as those at the earlier 
survey. While the staff of the hospitals has been 
greatly augmented the working hours of the nurses 
have been reduced, and the engagement’ of women 
orderlies relieves probationer nurses of domestic 
duties and allows them more time for training. 
Almoners have been appointed at all the general 
hospitals. 


New accommodation to the extent of 996 beds 
(including that of Heatherwood) has been provided 
since March, 1934. Further extensions will increase 
the number of beds by 1834, not including the scheme 
for a new general hospital of 500 beds -in South 
London. New accommodation has been provided 
for 813 nurses and is in prospect for another 1596. 
The number of persons required to administer all 
these hospitals is very large. Three central sub- 
committees meet fortnightly, and there are 62 separate 
hospital and institution committees, as well as ten 
assessment subcommittees, with some 440 members 
in all, Many of these are coépted; there are 14 
coépted members on the central committee and sub- 
committees, while the regional committees consist 
mainly of coépted members.

The drop in the 1936 figure is explained by the fact 
that beds at the North Eastern Hospital and the 
Princess Mary’s Hospital, Margate, were out of 
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commission owing to reconstruction. But for this 
the figure would be 33,076. 

Many of the schemes at fever hospitals relate to 
the provision of isolation accommodation for the 
purpose of reducing the risk of cross-infection ; 265 
such beds have been provided at five hospitals and 
work is in progress at four others. Isolation accom- 
modation is required for cases of secondary infection, 
those in which the diagnosis is doubtful on admission, 
and the uncommon diseases for which a larger ward 
is not available. This accommodation consists of 
single-bedded wards, separated by partly glazed 
screens, with duty rooms so placed that the nurses 
can keep the patients under observation. Steps are 
also being taken to provide three receiving-rooms in 
each of the Council’s fever hospitals to facilitate 
the admission of different types of infections. 

A striking example of how one change leads to 
another is afforded by the gift of the United Services 
Fund in 1934 of Heatherwood Hospital, Ascot, for 
children suffering from surgical tuberculosis and 
other orthopzdic diseases. Originally containing 144 
beds this hospital has been extended by the addition 
of another 100 beds. As a result Princess Mary’s 
Hospital for Children, Margate, where similar types 
of case were treated, is no longer required for that 
purpose, and is being reconstructed as a convalesc vent 
home for women, in place of the existing accom- 
modation at St. Benedict’s Hospital, Tooting. This 
leaves St. Benedict’s free for chronic sick female 
patients. 


Progress has been made in the scheme for providing 
a complete pathological service, the simpler examina- 
tions being carried out in the hospital laboratories, 
the more technical ones in group laboratories or 
in the special histological laboratory. Last year the 
Council approved the establishment of a central 
biochemical laboratory for investigating nutritional 
diseases. The number of examinations has increased 
from 180,000 in 1931 to nearly 500,000 in 1936, those 
in the histological laboratory during the same peed 
from 600 to 22,000. 

Notable in the tuberculosis scheme is the decision 
of the Council in 1934 not to ask resident patients for 
contributions towards the cost of their treatment or 
for the boarding-out of their children, in order not to 
imperil recovery by financial anxiety. Where patients 
are sent to a sanatorium outside London the Council 
has accepted responsibility for the cost of further 
treatment, if the need should arise, up to two years 
from the date of discharge. No charge other than 
amounts due from a benefit society is made for 
dentures provided for patients under treatment ; 
clothing, boots, and spectacles may also be provided 
at the cost of the Council. Facilities for occupational 
treatment of tuberculous patients are being experi- 
mentally provided at Archway and Highgate 
Hospitals. 

The reallocation of patients and inmates as between 
public health and public assistance institutions is 
proceeding ; whereas three years ago there were 4700 
public assistance cases being cared for in public 
health institutions, and about 1600 public health 
cases in public assistance institutions, exchanges 
effected by the end of 1936 reduced the figures to 
1739 and 803 respectively. It is satisfactory that 
on April Ist next only seven institutions will remain 
unappropriated. 


Arrangements for the provision of consultants and 
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specialists are being vepglemented in the isliouing 
manner :— 

Venereal diseases.—A consultant for venereal diseases 
has been appointed, under whose care has been placed 
the unit at St. Margaret’s Hospital for the treatment of 
cases of vulvo-vaginitis in children. 


Thoracic surgery.—In order to obtain the best results 
in the general hospitals, a thoracic surgery unit has been 
established at St. Mary Abbots Hospital, at which cases 
requiring the attention of a thoracic surgeon are con- 
centrated, as far as possible. The staff of thoracic sur- 
geons at this unit comprises one position of honorary chief 
surgeon and two positions of thoracic surgeon (part time). 
As from April Ist, 1937, a consulting thoracic physician 
will also be employed at this unit. 


Rheumatism.—Three consultants for rheumatism cases, 
who formerly acted in an honorary capacity, will be 
added to the staff of consultants and specialists far research 
into selected cases of rheumatic diseases at St. Stephen's 
Hospital, as from .and including April Ist, 1937. 


Radiologists—In view of the increasing amount of 
X ray work in the general hospitals arrangements are 
being made for the employment of full-time instead of 
part-time radiologists. In the first instance, a full-time 
officer will be employed, as from and including April Ist, 
1937, at each of two groups of hospitals, one north and 
the other south of the Thames. 


Anesthetists.—The fee payable to anesthetists called 
in as required under the scheme has been increased. 
Double fees are payable to consulting anesthetists in 
connexion with thoracic surgery when visiting the out- 
lying medical tuberculosis hospitals. 

Emergency visits.—Arrangements have been made for 
the payment of additional remuneration to consultants 
and specialists for all visits in excess of the routine visits 
for which they have been engaged. Under the previous 
arrangements extra remuneration for emergency visits 
was not paid unless the consultant or specialist concerned 
was required to attend in emergencies for sessions amount- 
ing during any year to the equivalent of one session a 
week in excess of the number of sessions for which he had 
been engaged.

IN ENGLAND AND WALES DURING THE

Notifications of acute pneumonia in England and Wales were 
only 53 per cent. above expectation ; in London itself they were 
46 per cent. below. 

The number of cases in the Infectious Hospitals of the London 
County Council on Feb. 19th was 3354, which included : Scarlet 
fever, 805; diphtheria, 994; measles, 32; whooping-cough, 
588 ; puerperal fever, 21 mothers (plus 14 babies); encephalitis 
lethargica, 283; poliomyelitis, 3. At St. Margaret’s Hospital 
there were 16 babies (plus 9 mothers) with ophthalmia 
neonatorum. 

Deaths.—In 122 great towns, including London, 
there was no death from small-pox, 1 (1) from enteric 
fever, 5 (0) from measles, 3 (2) from scarlet fever, 
39 (10) from whooping-cough, 30 (1) from diphtheria, 
45 (11) from diarrhoea and enteritis under two years, 
and 697 (50) from influenza. The figures in paren- 
theses are those for London itself. 

Of the 596 deaths from influenza in the great towns of England 
and Wales outside Greater London the largest totals were 
reported from Birmingham 53, Manchester 46, Liverpool 36, 
Sheffield 18, Newcastle-on-Tyne 15, Blackpool 14, Bolton and 
Sunderland each 13, Of these only Birmingham, Liverpool, 
and Newcastle showed a rise on the previous week’s figure. 
Corresponding figures for — and Irish towns were: Edin- 
burgh 19, Glasgow 18, Dublin 31, Belfast 5. 

Liverpool reported the only pode from enteric fever. The 
fatal cases of whooping- cough were widely scattered over 
24 great towns, mostly in the northern area ; Bolton reported 3, 
Leeds, Manchester, and Newcastle each 2, Fatal cases of diph- 
theria were reported from 21 great towns: Manchester 5, 
Liverpool 4, Leeds 3. 

The number of stillbirths notified during the week was 
274 (corresponding to a rate of 41 per 1000 total 
births), including 39 in London. 
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NOTES ON CURRENT TOPICS 
Regency Bill: Total Incapacity of the Sovereign 


In the House of Lords on Feb. 16th the Regency 
Bill passed through the committee stage. On 
Clause 2 (Regency during total incapacity of the 
Sovereign) Viscount HALirax, Lord Privy Seal, 
moved in Subsection (1) to leave out the words * on 
the evidence of physicians or otherwise,”’ and to insert 
“ by evidence which shall include the evidence of 
physicians.” The amendment, he said, was proposed 
in accordance with the promise given by the Home 
Secretary on the report stage in the House of Com- 
mons. The object was to remove doubts as to the 
meaning of the clause as it was originally drafted, 
and to make it clear that the evidence on which the 
persons designated in the Bill would decide whether 
the Sovereign had become incapable or not must 
necessarily include the evidence of physicians, but 
might also include other evidence as well.—This 
amendment was agreed to. 

On Feb. 23rd the Bill was read a third time and 
passed. 

Maternity Services in Scotland 
DOMICILIARY INSTRUCTION 

When the Maternity Services (Scotland) Bill was 
further considered by a Standing Committee of the 
House of Commons on Feb. 16th, discussion was 
resumed on the following new clause moved by 
Mr. GRAHAM KERR : 

In every area where there is a recognised medical 
school the local authority of that area and the Depart- 
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ment of Health shall take steps to secure that adequate 
facilities are made available for the practical domiciliary 
instruction in midwifery of any person undergoing train- 
ing with a view to becoming a duly qualified medical 
practitioner or a certified midwife. 


He said that there was nothing new in the method of 
private domiciliary training for students. The object 
of the new clause was simply to ensure that the 
existing method of training students would be main- 
tained and, if possible, improved. Child-bearing 
women must be attended by persons who had under- 
gone proper and adequate training. For 33 years 
he had been in the closest relationship with medical 
students, and those who knew them would have no 
hesitation in trusting them. In 1936 the Glasgow 
Maternity Hospital practice had 4724 mothers 
attended in their own homes, and out of those there 
was only one death. Any fear that the student 
might do maternity work before he had enough 
general experience was entirely unfounded. 

Mr. WESTWOOD said that the clause directly opposed 
the spirit and intention of the Bill which had become 
necessary partly because the poorest classes had been 
unable to obtain skilled professional attendance. 
The proposed new clause might be an honest endeavour 
to improve the Bill, but it was certainly unwise. 
There was no limit to those who could practise 
midwifery because the clause said that facilities were 
to be made available for the practical domiciliary 
instruction “of any person undergoing training.” 
Arrangements for domiciliary treatment should 
only be made with the consent of those who occupied 
the homes and not by the local authority alone. 
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He hoped that the Government would resist the 
proposal, 

Mr. T. M. Cooper, Lord Advocate, said that it was 
vital that there should be continuity in the supply 
of skilled doctors and midwives, but he did not 
think this new clause was an appropriate measure 
to achieve that end. He suggested that under the 
deliberately wide terms of the provisions of the 
Bill every facility would be given for training, but 
that the proposal in the new clause approached the 
question from an unfortunate angle. It would 
involve, if literally read and inexorably applied, 
something like an intolerable invasion of the liberties 
of private people, because it would require the local 
authority and the Department to secure that 
adequate facilities for domiciliary instruction were 
made available to any person engaged in training, 
which was unnecessarily wide. 

Sir E. GRAHAM-LITTLE said that it was essential 
to keep the general practitioner trained to the best 
possible extent. Even in hospitals which really 
set out to deal with midwifery the greater part of 
these cases were outside the hospitals. The students 
were far from being eo ey in the homes of the 
people they attended and it was quite wrong to 
suppose that the mortality among the rich was any 
less than amongst the poor. 

Mr. CASSELLS said he thought that the Committee 
would be well advised to accept the advice of the 
Lord Advocate. There was no reference at all in this 
new clause to the opinion of the General Medical 
Council. There had been no attempt whatever by 
the mover of the clause to explain what was a 
recognised medical school and there was no definition. 
There was nothing in the clause to suggest that there 
was to be personal supervision of the medical students. 

Mr. G. A. MORRISON said that it was rather a serious 
thing that the authorities who were responsible for 
training were firmly of the opinion that the 
present facilities were not adequate. For example, 
he had been sent figures that showed that 68 per cent. 
of the births in maternity hospitals were abnormal and 
it was surely not advisable to study the normal from 
the abnormal.—Mr. MACLEAN said that the figure 
quoted by Mr. Morrison was the strongest argument for 
not accepting the new clause. 

Mr. GRAHAM KERR said that he did not feel pre- 
pared to withdraw the new clause. In his view this 
was a question of safeguarding human life. 

The new clause was negatived without a division. 


A PANEL OF SPECIALISTS 
Mr. MATHERS moved the following new clause : 


It shall be lawful for a local authority to appoint 
a number of registered medical practitioners to form a 
panel for the purposes of Section 22 of the Midwives 
(Scotland) Act, 1915, and when such panel is so formed 
the medical practitioner called to her assistance by a 
midwife provided by a local authority under Subsection (1) 
of Section 1 of this Act shall be selected from the panel 
so formed. 


The object of the new clause was to ensure that a 
midwife who found herself faced with some difficulty 
should be in a position to call in a medical practi- 
tioner skilled in midwifery. Figures had been supplied 
to him by the Glasgow et ene in support of the 
contention that the medical practitioner called upon 
often did not make a point of practising midwifery. 
In Glasgow during 1935 out of 544 medical practi- 
tioners whose practice included service under the 
National Health Insurance Act, 144 did no mid- 
wifery ; 166 attended 1-5 cases, 82 attended 6-10 
cases, 86 attended 11-20 cases, and 66 attended 
over 20 cases in the year. Specialism, however, 
would not be possible in country districts where 
practitioners were few, and that was why the 
clause was made optional. In Glasgow in 1933-35 
medical help was called in by midwives in 
31-33 per cent. of the total births. That proved 
the necessity for providing that a midwife who 
found herself faced with a difficulty in a con- 
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finement should be able to call to her aid 
a specially qualified doctor at the earliest moment. 
He understood that the proposal had been approved 
in principle by the Association of Counties and Cities 
in Scotland and by the Scottish branch of the Society 
of Medical Officers of Health. 

Mr. Ev.ior said the difficulties in accepting this 
clause were greater than Mr. Mathers realised. It 
could not be complete unless penal provisions were 
incorporated, and the mere suggestion should make 
them look at the proposal very seriously. The 
keeping of any medical register was a matter which 
was carefully safeguarded by the General Medical 
Council, but under this new clause local authorities 
would have power not merely to keep a register but 
to strike people off it, a power with which they 
had never before been entrusted. Under National 
Health Insurance even the local authority that was 
actually administering the benefit had no power 
to strike a doctor off the panel. That could only 
be done after a special inquiry and a recommendation 
to the Minister. It would be very paradoxical for 
the Bill to subject a person to severe penalties for 
having obeyed a call from a midwife that might 
be very reasonable in the circumstances. He hoped 
that having raised the discussion Mr. Mathers would 
not press the new clause. 

Mr. WeEstTwoop suggested that the difficulty 
about penalties could be avoided if the word “ shall ” 
was changed to ‘‘may.’—Mr. CAssELLS said the 
last proposal would render the clause completely 
abortive, because there was no doubt that it would 
be a local midwife who would be called in and should 
know herself who was the properly skilled medical 
practitioner to callin. He hoped that the Secretary 
of State for Scotland would be able to bring in a 
new clause on the Report stage which to a material 
extent would meet their point. 

Mr. ELLIoT said it was the desire of the Committee 
that in some way or other knowledge should be 
available to the midwife about those who were 
practising midwifery, and Mr. Westwood had suggested 
that some voluntary list might meet the position. 
He himself thought that the local medical practi- 
tioners would be able to give better information than 
anyone else, and such a list could be made available 
to the midwife. These were two reasonable 
suggestions, but he did not think they should be 
backed by a penal clause which would put them in 
great difficulties of drafting. 


Mr. MATHERS asked leave to withdraw the new * 


clause on the understanding that before the Report 
stage the matter would be further looked into. 

The Committee stage was concluded and the Bill 
was ordered to be reported to the House. 


Sale of Methylated Spirits 


In the House of Commons on Feb. 17th Miss 
HorssBrvuGuH asked for leave to bring in a Bill to 
control the sale in Scotland of methylated spirits 
and of methylated spirits in admixture; and for 
other purposes connected therewith. She said that 
the main provisions of the Bill were based on an 
enactment by the Parliament of Northern Ireland 
which had proved satisfactory in dealing with this 
particular evil. Retailers of methylated spirits had 
to obtain a yearly Customs and Excise licence. It 
was proposed in this Bill that certain further condi- 
tions should be attached to the granting of a licence, 
such as the registration of the applicants with the 
local authority, the keeping of a record of sales, and 
the selling only on receipt of an order signed by the 
purchaser stating the purchaser’s address and the 
purpose for which the spirits were required. The 
measure was not a party one; it had support from 
different parts of the House. She believed it had 
also the approval of a very large section of public 
opinion in Scotland. With the mimimum of incon- 
venience to those who sold mineralised methylated 
spirits for legitimate purposes it should be possible 
to provide a means in Scotland of combating a real 
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menace to the mental, moral, and physical welfare 
of the people. 

Leave to bring in the Bill was granted, and the Bill 
was read a first time. 


Special Areas Bill 


The Children’s Minimum Council, which is affiliated 
with many educational and welfare associations, 
has submitted a memorandum on the Special Areas 
Bill to the Prime Minister. The Council recognises 
that the primary purpose to which the Bill must 
be directed is the restoration of prosperity and 
purchasing wer in the areas themselves. But 
it believes that the Government should include in 
the Bill measures which will protect the health of the 
mothers and children from the worst effects of long- 
continued poverty and unemployment. It considers 
that the national campaign for a Fitter Britain will 
become a mockery if the children in distressed areas 
are denied the food they need for health and growth. 
The memorandum quotes tables showing that as 
the number of children in the family increases, 
the amount of money available for food per head 
progressively decreases. The Council considers that 
the present distribution of free milk and meals to 
school-children and free milk to expectant mothers 
is woefully inadequate, and recommends, inter alia, 
(1) the supply of free milk to children in public 
elementary schools and to scholarship children in 
secondary schools; (2) the supply of free school 
meals to children belonging to families where the 
amount available for food falls below a scale to be 
determined by the Ministry of Health; (3) the 
supply of free boots to school-children in such 
families ; and (4) the supply of free milk to expectant 
and nursing mothers and children under school age 
in such families. 


Hospital Provision in Malta 


On Feb. 22nd the House of Commons went into 
Committee of Supply on a Supplementary Estimate 
for Colonial and Middle Eastern Services. 

Mr. ORMSBY-GORE, Secretary of State for the 
Colonies, said that the vote was for the money 
spent at the time of the Italo-Abyssinian war on 
improved civilian defences. The Government had 
to send out quickly to Malta anti-gas respirators for 
the civilian population. They had to establish an 
anti-gas school and train people in passive defence 
in case an attack had taken place during the sanctions 
— There were also special arrangements which 

ad to be made involving the expenditure of money 
for the preparation of hospitals in case of attack. 

The vote was agreed to. 


Veterinary Education 


Mr. W. S. Morrison, Minister of Agriculture, said 
that a sum of £750 for grants in aid of annual expen- 
diture in agricultural colleges and institutes was 
for the maintenance of the Veterinary College, 
pending a detailed scheme of veterinary education. 
The additional sum of £48,300 for diseases of animals 
included £40,000 compensation for foot-and-mouth 
disease. An increase in the cattle slaughtered under 
the Tuberculosis Orders was due to the increasing 
vigilance of the local authorities and farmers. Animals 
were also being condemned at an earlier age, when 
they were normally more valuable. The £600 pro- 
vided for research work under the Diseases of Fish 
Bill was to pay a man to test fish to see if they were 
suffering from furunculosis or not. 

Replying to Mr. SHort, he said that Sir Frederick 
Hobday had retired from the Royal Veterinary 
College on account of age. His great services had 
been fully appreciated.

Danger to Children of Inflammable Toys 


Mr. MaTuers asked the Home Secretary whether his 
attention had been called to recent cases of death through 
fire caused by the accidental ignition of children’s toys 
made of celluloid; and whether he proposed to take 
action to prevent such articles being exposed for sale 

Mr. Roxtanp Rosrnson asked the Home Secretary 
how many accidents, fatal or otherwise, to children 
occurred in each of the last three years through the use 
of celluloid toys; and whether he would consider the 
practicability of preventing the sale of inflammable 
toys.—Sir Joun Simon replied: I have no statistics on 
the point, but accidents of this kind have been brought 
to the notice of the Home Office from time to time. I am 
afraid that the practical difficulties in the way of con- 
trolling the sale of celluloid toys by means of legislation 
would be very great. 


Egés 
Brigadier-General CLirron Brown asked the Minister 
of Health whether he would strengthen the present 


legislation under the Food and Drugs Act against the 
sale of dirty or stale eggs.—Sir Krncstey Woop replied : 
I will bear in mind the suggestion of my hon. friend, but 
I doubt whether the object he desires could be attained 
by an amendment of the Food and Drugs (Adulteration) 
Act. 

Brigadier-General CLirron Brown asked the Minister 
of Health whether he was aware that imported liquid- 
egg juice was used in cakes, buns, &c.; and whether any 
of the tins that come into this country were opened and 
subjected to any medical analysis.—Sir KincsLeEyY Woop 
replied: I am aware that imported liquid eggs are used 
by bakers and confectioners. In common with other 
imported articles of food they are subject to examination 
at the port of entry, and such examinations are, I under- 
stand, made from time to time. A number of special 
bacteriological examinations of liquid eggs have also been 
made by my department. 


St. John Ambulance Brigade and the Coronation 


Sir Tuomas Coox asked the Parliamentary Secretary 
to the Ministry of Health, as representing the First Com- 
missioner of Works, if he would arrange for a site to be 
available for the purpose of a camp for members of the 
St. John Ambulance Brigade drawn from the provinces, 
who would be doing duty in the streets on Coronation 
day.—Mr. R. 8. Hupson replied : My noble friend regrets 
that he is unable to entertain this request.

Diphthéria at Poole 


Mr. Groves asked the Minister of Health how many 
cases of diphtheria had been notified in children at Poole 
who had at any time received one or more inoculations 
against diphtheria;, and whether any of them were 
fatal—Sir Kinestey Woop replied: According to the 
information furnished by the local authority, five such 
cases hawe been notified and none of them was fatal.

Cambridge Scientists’ Anti-War Group and Air 
Raid Precautions 


Mr. ParkeR asked the Home Secretary (1) whether he 
would make an investigation into the observations of the 
Cambridge scientists as the result of their examination 
of recommendations put forward by the Air Raids Pre- 
cautions Department of the Home Office, and (2) whether 
he would cause to be published the full scientific evidence 
on which the proposals for the gas-proofing of rooms in 
private houses had been based.—Mr. Grorrrey Lioyp, 
Under-Secretary, Home Office, replied: I presume the 
hon. Member refers to the Cambridge Scientists’ Anti- 
War Group, but I would point out that this group must 
not be confused with the general body of Cambridge 
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scientists, ~~ indeed His Majesty’s Government are 
advised in regard to these matters by the most distinguished 
scientific experts not only from Cambridge but from 
Oxford and other universities. The observations of the 
Cambridge Scientists’ Anti-War Group have been care- 
fully investigated with the result that both the experi- 
ments themselves and the deductions made from them have 
been proved to be open to grave criticism. It would not 
be in the public interest to disclose details of the experi- 
ments upon which the Government’s plans are based, but, 
as I said in answer to a previous question, these experi- 
ments were conducted with actual war gases liberated 
under practical conditions, and the measures proposed 
would be effective in affording a very great measure of 
protection. 


Departmental Committee on Night Baking 


Mr. Ruys Davies asked the Home Secretary whether 
he would give the terms of reference and names of the 
departmental committee on night baking; and whether 
he could say when the committee would begin to take 
evidence.—Mr. Grorrrey Luoyp replied: Yes, Sir; 
the terms of reference of the Committee are: ‘‘ To inquire 
into the effects likely to ensue to those engaged in the 
bread baking and flour confectionery industry, and to the 
public, in the event of the abolition by legislation of the 
practice of night baking now prevalent in the industry ; 
and to consider and report whether or not such legislation 
would be desirable.”” The members are: The Right Hon. 
Lord Alness, K.C. (Chairman); Mr. John Adamson, 
chartered accountant, of Messrs. McClelland, Ker and Co., 
Mr. A. W. Garrett, Deputy Chief Inspector of Factories ; 
Mr. F. Marshall, M.P.; and Sir Assheton Pownall, M.P. 
The Committee held a preliminary meeting last week and 
is taking evidence from the Factory Department to-day. 
I understand that arrangements are in train for the 
associations of employers and workers chiefly concerned

Mr. SHort asked the Secretary for Mines whether, 
since boys aged 14 were employed in coal-pits on unsuit- 
able work, sometimes with fatal results, he would take 
steps to prevent the coal-owners continuing this undesir- 
able practice.—Capt. CRooksHANK replied: Some occu- 
pations are already barred to boys under a certain age, 
and when the Royal Commission have made their report 
and new legislation falls to be introduced, the desirability 
of imposing further limits on the employment of boys 
will be carefully considered. 


The Bedeaux System in Arms Factories 


Mr. Harpre asked the Secretary of State for War 
whether the Bedeaux system or the Taylor system was 
employed in any of the works or factories: receiving con- 
tracts from his department.—Mr. Durr Cooper replied : 
I have no precise information regarding the extent to 
which these systems are employed by war department 
contractors, but I understand that a number of 
contractors make use of the Bedeaux system, or some 
modification of it. 


Mr. Harpre asked if the right hon. gentleman under- 
stood the destruction of the nervous system which took 
place among workers who were so treated, and if he would 
take steps now to save the nervous system of persons 
whom he might require before long, so that he might 
have these men with completely unbroken nerves instead 
of men with nerves shattered by a stupid system. 

No further answer was given.

The guests at Tuesday’s livery dinner of the Society 
of Apothecaries included the Lord Mayor and Sheriffs 
and Mr. Montagu Norman, governor of the Bank of 
England. In welcoming them Dr, A. P. Gibbons, the 
master, spoke of the ways in which the city looked after 
its children from the cradle to the crematorium, and 
recalled the. impression made by the Lord Mayor’ 8 pro- 
cession—“‘ we call it ‘ procession’ in the City ’—on his 
small son who came home and said his grace as “ For 
what we are about to receive may the Lord Mayor make 
us truly thankful.” In reply, the Lord Mayor quoted the 
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rejoinder of a Londoner to an American: ‘“‘ The Ohio is 
just water; the Mississippi is just mud ; but the Thames 
is liquid history.” The toast of the Guests, proposed by 
Dr. R. H. Hayes as junior warden, drew responses from 
Sir Cuthbert Wallace, P.R.C.S., and Dr. G. N. B. Sebastian, 
master of the Skinners’ Company. Sir Cuthbert con- 
gratulated the apothecaries on having, like the surgeons, 
thrown off that domineering person the physician. He 
expressed anxiety about the future of surgery in face of 
the new generation of scientific apothecaries and scientific 
physicians steeped in preventive medicine and immuno- 
logy. The surgeon might still be able to look after acci- 
dents; but the Minister of Transport was trying to 
make the roads so safe that motorists could collide no 
more than electrons can. It was sinister that the president 
of the surgeons should be associated with the master of 
the skinners; but at least the surgeons put most of 
it back. Dr. Sebastian produced (not very convincing) 
arguments to show why 80 per cent. of the inhabitants 
of prisons are drawn from the ranks of after-dinner 
speakers. 


Hunterian Society 


The annual dinner of this society, celebrating the 209th 
anniversary of the birth of John Hunter, was held at the 
May Fair Hotel on Feb. 17th, with Mr. H. L. Attwater, 
the president, in the chair. After the loyal toasts, that 
to the immortal memory of John Hunter was drunk in 
silence. Mr. Albert C. R. Carter, in proposing the health 
of the society, said that he himself belonged to another 
society—the Knights of the Round Table—that had 
similar ideals of honour and chivalry, ideals that had a 
world-wide influence in the present days, and Hunter 
could be likened to King Arthur for his courage and 
devotion to duty. The president, responding, said that 
the society had been through difficult days, and had 
narrowly escaped amalgamation with another, but it 
was growing monthly in numbers. It owed its salvation 
largely to Mr. Mortimer Woolf, now editor of the 
transactions. On behalf of the council and fellows he pre- 
sented Mr. Woolf with a silver ink stand, which he received 
with evident surprise and gratification. Mr. Attwater 
announced that the gold medal given by the society for 
competition throughout the Empire had been awarded 
to Dr. L. J. A. Parr, of Sydney, Australia; Dr. George 
Armour, of Woodhall Spa, was second. The toast, “ The 
Lord Mayor and the Corporation,’”’ was proposed by 
Dr. W. H. F. Oxley, who voiced the society's thanks for 
the Lord Mayor’s generosity in lending a room in the 
Mansion House for some of the meetings; he was sure 
the place helped to enhance the society’s prestige. The 
Lord Mayor, Sir George Broadbridge, responding, said 
how valuable he and the civic authorities found the work 
of the medical profession. Mr. Mortimer Woolf wittily 
proposed The Guests and Kindred Societies, welcoming 
especially the ladies. ‘* All doctors,’’ he said, “‘ are the 
better for their wives,” and this was particularly true of 
John Hunter, whose consort was a highly cultured woman, 
a composer of songs and a poet. Serjeant Sullivan said 


that the only toast a doctor could genuinely propose’ 


was Prosperity, Long Life, and Bad Health. He added, 
however, that the medical profession was largely respon- 
sible for the revolution in the state of the nation since his 
youth. He contrasted with its present condition the 
misery and degradation in the East End of London of 
those days, where he never saw a child smile. Sir James 
Hartigan said that the Army Medical Services remembered 
with gratitude how a threat of consumption drove John 
Hunter to take a staff surgeoncy and join the troops in 
Portugal. Although he was later responsible for equipping 
medically no less than ten overseas expeditions, by his 
superhuman energy he still kept his position as the 
unquestioned head of his profession. War to-day was very 
different, however, from what it was in Hunter’s day. 
Sir James quoted Lord Moynihan’s remark that he had 
seen in one hour more destruction of life and limb than 
a surgeon could hope to save in a life-time. The coépera- 
tion of every branch of medicine was essential, but if, in 
spite of statesmen’s efforts, the emergency arose he was 
sure this coéperation would come. Sir William Willcox, 
concluding the replies for the guests, paid a tribute to 
the society, not only for living up to the high standards 
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of Hunter, but for its sociableness, and he wished it 
prosperity and success on behalf of kindred societies. 
During the evening Mr. Tom Clare and Mr. Robert Easton 
entertained the company with songs.

MANIPULATIVE SURGERY 


SIR HERBERT BARKER’S DEMONSTRATION 
AT ST. THOMAS’S 


Case Reports and Notes by 
W. Row ey Bristow, F.R.C.S. 


On July 22nd, 1936, at the invitation of the British 
Orthopedic Association, Sir Herbert Barker gave a 
demonstration of his methods of manipulation at 
St. Thomas’s Hospital.1 He treated 18 patients on 
that afternoon. He visited St. Thomas’s the day 
before the demonstration, and saw a number of 
patients who had been collected, that he might choose 
those on whom he wished to demonstrate. He made 
his selection from these, and also brought to the 
demonstration a number of patients who had con- 
sulted him and were willing to be manipulated at the 
hospital. 

It was clearly pointed out at the meeting that Sir 
Herbert Barker had very kindly accepted the invita- 
tion to demonstrate his methods of manipulation ; 
that the meeting was in no sense a tribunal to judge 
the value of manipulation in surgery, or even neces- 
sarily to estimate its value to these particular patients. 
The members were grateful to Barker for showing 
for the first time to a body of surgeons the actual 
technique which he employed. Barker was invited 
to give this demonstration because the Association 
felt that his record and the position which he had 
attained more than compensated any possible 
objections which this break with tradition might be 
thought to raise. 

Barker, trained as a bone-setter, coined the name 
“manipulative surgery”? as being more correctly 
descriptive of his work, and for many years, and 
indeed all his life, fought hard both to improve its 
status and to obtain recognition for what he rightly 
called “a hinterland of surgery.” 

Since the meeting many inquiries have been received 
from members to know what happened to the patients, 
and Barker himself is anxious that some report should 
be published as to the success or failure of what he 
did on the occasion of his demonstration and at his 
subsequent visits to the hospital. Barker visited 
St. Thomas’s again on July 27th and Sept. 10th and 
saw the patients, and in some instances manipulated 
a second and even a third time with or without gas 
anzsthesia. 

A detailed report of what happened to each indi- 
vidual patient forms a part of this communication, 
and indeed is all the report that is needed, but it is 
thought that some general observations and a critical 
survey may be of interest. 


Case Reports 


Case 1.—Recurrent dislocation of shoulder in a man. 
Shoulder troublesome for 15 years. Has “ dislocated ” 
hundreds of times, sometimes daily. Before Barker saw 
this patient he wrote: ‘‘ I have consulted several doctors 
who told me that there is no cure, and that the state of 
my shoulder must be regarded as permanent.” Has 
never had to be reduced by a doctor. 

July 22nd, 1936: Manipulated under nitrous oxide. 

Patient reports (July 27th): ‘‘ Cranked a car next day.” 
Nov. 18th: “ Perfect.” 


*A brief account of this demonstration was published in 
THE LANCET, 1936, 2, 252. The late results are now recorded 
by Mr. Bristow.— Ep. L. 


Barker reporis : “‘ It is over four months since I treated 
tlis case, and only during one period of a week did the 
shoulder give any trouble at all and this was towards 
the end of September. No sign of weakness since then. 
The muscular contour of the shoulder is now normal, and 
the patient can stand any kind of strain. . . . I believe 
he is quite cured.” 

February, 1937: Patient remains well. 


Case 2.—Recurrent dislocation of shoulder in a man of 25. 
Went out at rugger, reduced on the field. Two months 
later, out again at rugger, reduced by doctor. Has been 
out eight times. 

Sept. 10th, 1936: Manipulated under nitrous oxide. 

Results.—Patient writes: ‘‘ No trouble. Not doing 
heavy work. Arm feels stronger and has more confidence.” 

February, 1937: Patient remains well. 


Oomment.—Barker is very insistent that in his 
experience manipulation performed as he performs 
it permanently cures these patients with recurrent 
dislocation of shoulder. 


CasE 3.—<Stiff, painful shoulder in a woman of 61. 
Six weeks’ history, insidious onset, getting worse. Abduc- 
tion full, rotations limited. 

July 22nd, 1936: Manipulated. 

July 23rd: Remanipulated under nitrous oxide. 

Sept. 10th: Remanipulated under nitrous oxide. 

Result.—Little or no improvement. 


Comment.—This case was not of Barker’s choice 
and he was not sanguine about the results of mani- 
pulation, but he thinks further manipulation will 
result in a cure. 


Case 4.—Tennis-elbow in a medical man. Onset April, 
1936. 

July 22nd, 1936: Manipulated. 

July 23rd: Remanipulated under nitrous oxide and 
later again manipulated. 

Patient reports: ‘‘ After first manipulation I was 
much better; after the second rather worse; and much 
better after the third. The elbow has gradually got 
well, and since October I have felt nothing of it. I can 
now swing an axe in comfort.” 

Barker reports: “‘ This patient would have been right 
in a week had I been able to see him on consecutive days.”’ 


CasE 5.—Tennis-elbow in a man. Onset May, 1936. 

July 22nd, 1936: Manipulation under nitrous oxide. 

Patient says: ‘Gradually got better. Able to play 
tennis and won a tennis tournament soon after mani- 
pulation. Backhand still a trouble’ (Sept. 10th). 

Later report: ‘‘ Cured.” 


CasE 6.—Tennis-elbow in a man. Onset nine months 
ago. 

July 22nd, 1936: Manipulation under nitrous oxide. 

Sept. 10th: Remanipulation. 

Barker's comment: “‘ When I see them again, I always 
put them through the same manipulative range, to be 
sure they are free. Hence the note, remanipulation 
Sept. 10th.” 

Patient says: “ Able to play tennis normally in ten 
days after first manipulation. Thank you for getting rid of 
a trouble which had strenuously refused to move under 
other treatment.” 


Comment,—Rapid cure. 


CasE 7.—Osteo-arthritis of knee in a woman of 57. Six 
months’ pain. Extreme of movement limited. 

July 22nd, 1936: Manipulated under nitrous oxide. 

July 23rd and 27th: Remanipulated. 

Result.—Greater range of movement but more pain. 

February, 1937: Definitely improved. 


Comment.—This patient was not one of Barker's 
choice, but he desires to continue treatment. He 
thinks perfect result probable. 
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CasE 8.—Derangement of internal semilunar cartilage in 
a woman of 20. 

July 22nd, 1936: Manipulation under nitrous oxide. 

July 27th: Remanipulated. 

Result.—Failed to respond to two manipulations at a 
very short interval. Knee gave way on two subsequent 
occasions. Has since had a torn semilunar cartilage 
removed at operation. 

Barker says he would like to have manipulated this 
case several times more under gas, and that he considers 
one manipulation under an anesthetic was insufficient 
before finally deciding to operate, though he thinks the 
case was probably one for the open operation. 


Case 9.—Internal derangement of knee : internal semi- 
lunar cartilage in a man of 30. Injured 13 years ago, then 
got well in six months. No trouble for next ten years. 
Has given way two or three times since. Knee normal 
on examination. 

July 22nd, 1936: Manipulated under nitrous oxide. 

Barker reports: “Since the manipulation, has only 
had slight mishap on one occasion towards end of second 
week in November, causing some effusion. Perfect com- 
fort for four months. Consider cure is likely ultimately ; 
meantime joint is greatly improved.” 


CasE 10.—Torn internal semilunar cartilage in a man 
of 27. Knee locked and unlocked under gas in June,: 
1936. Knee normal on examination. 


July 22nd, 1936: Manipulation under nitrous oxide. 


July 23rd and Sept. 10th: Remanipulated. 
Nov. 19th: Remanipulated under nitrous oxide. 


Result.—Failed to respond to treatment. Knee keeps 
giving way, and has been out for two days at a time. 

Barker thinks this is definitely a cartilage injury calling 
for open operation. 

CasE 11.—Internal derangement of knee in a man of 26. 
Two years ago kicked on outer side of the knee. Complains 
of constant pain on the outer side. Has never locked, 
clicked, or let him down. Knee normal on examination. 

July 22nd, 1936: Manipulation under nitrous oxide. 

Patient writes : *“* After manipulation, knee felt normal.” 


CasE 12.—Adhesions in hip and knee in a man of 39. 
Said to have dislocated hip in November, 1935. Hip 
held flexed and adducted. Limited range. Knee also 
stiff. 

July 22nd, 1936: Manipulation under nitrous oxide. 

July 23rd and 27th: Remanipulation. 

Result.—Hip much freer. Knee normal. 
a limp. Complains of pains in the head. 


Walks with 


Comment.—Definitely improved by manipulation. 
Probably will be cured when compensation is settled. 


CasE 13.—Plano-valgoid feet in a child of 11. Twelve 
months’ aching, both feet, after exercise. Both feet 
mobile. 

July 22nd, 1936: Manipulation under nitrous oxide. 
Three subsequent manipulations. 

Mother writes: ‘**‘ We are delighted to find that she is 
really able to enjoy life as children of her age should, 
running about and playing games. The feet are giving 
no trouble. Previous to your manipulation a local ortho- 
pedic surgeon eould offer no cure, and advised ‘ no form 
of exercise ’ to tire the feet.” 


Comment.—Cured. 


CasE 14.—Pes planus and hallux rigidus in a child of 13. 

July 22nd, 1936: Manipulation under nitrous oxide. 

Sept. 10th: Remanipulated. 

Mother writes: “‘ Playing lacrosse, learning dancing. 
No pain. Manipulative surgery seems wonderful to us.” 


Comment.—Cured. Given proper shoes and exer- 
cises after manipulation. 


CasE 15.—Stiff arthritic foot, hallux rigidus in a woman 
of 50. Fifteen years’ history. 

July 22nd, 1936: Manipulation under nitrous oxide. 

Patient says: ‘‘Cured. No pain.” 

Barker writes: “Hallux rigidus of 15 years’ standing. 
Great relief at once. Four subsequent manipulations 
rendered the toe quite comfortable and restored normal 





movement. I believe such a condition is considered 


incurable in a patient of her age.” 


Comment.—Improved. This patient had been under 
an orthopedic surgeon and had tried every kind of 
non-operative treatment. Her symptoms undoubtedly 
relieved by repeated forcible manipulation—a treat- 
ment not usually applied for this condition. 


Case 16.—Lumbosacral and sacro-iliac strain in a woman 
of 46. Over two years’ low back pain. No sciatica 

July 22nd, 1936: Manipulation under nitrous oxide. 

July 23rd and Sept. 10th: Remanipulated. 

Patient writes: “Cured. Life’s a joy.” 

Barker writes: “Daily improvement resulting in 
perfect cure in a few weeks. Had been under hospital 
and private treatment for two years without benefit.”’ 


Comment.—Complete cure in a difficult 


patient.

CasE 17.—Lumbosacral strain in a woman of 37. Pain 
in the low back. Eleven years’ standing, since the birth 
of a child. No sciatica. Extension of the lumbar region 
limited. 

July 22nd, 1936: Manipulation without nitrous oxide. 

Patient says: She noticed no difference for 14 days. 
Since then has gradually got better. Not pertect yet. 

Comment.—Is still improving. Will probably be 
cured. 

Critical Survey 
CHOICE OF PATIENT 

He chose the patients well and refused any that 
he thought unsuitable for manipulative treatment 
One or two—e.g., one woman with an arthritis of 
wrist—he refused, but agreed to try at our request. 
He liked to treat a patient with symptoms and 
without physical signs—e.g., to manipulate a mobile 
foot—as well as those with definite limitation of 
movement or even actual deformity. It is only 
fair to add that he tackled some unattractive 
problems, 





TECHNIQUE 

He uses gas (nitrous oxide) anesthesia, but some- 
times simply sprays the part with ethyl chloride, 
and at subsequent manipulation does not hesitate 
to use gas again, several times if necessary. The 
patient is in a low easy arm-chair for manipulation 
of the knee or foot—a good position which enables 
the operator to apply force conveniently, the patient's 
body acting as a good counter. A very low couch 
or plinth is used for manipulations of the back, 
sacro-iliacs, or hip-joints. For the shoulder he prefers 
a special chair, a stool with a straight back which 
does not impede the movements of the arms. The 
position of the patient and the operator is well 
arranged. , 

Barker has powerful hands and uses his body- 
weight to apply the accessory force and leverage. 
In all grips and manipulations he employs strong 
traction and considerable force, is not content to 
put a joint through its anatomical range, but treats 
each as if it were a ball-and-socket. 

In manipulating the elbow, for the strain of the 
common extensor group, the so-called tennis-elbow, 
he not only flexes and extends, with traction, and in 
all degrees of pronation, but in addition forcibly 
abducts and adducts the joint—that is, forces lateral 
hinge movement. His technique in such cases is 
the most thorough and forceful we have seen. He 
maintains that uncomplicated cases of tennis-elbow 
should be cured in a few days, and often with only 
one or two manipulations if given during consecutive 
days. 
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In manipulating the foot, he forces full range, 
particularly towards adduction and plantar flexion 
at the mid-tarsal joint. He does not, as has been 
rather forcibly stated, attempt anything in the way 
of flattening or breaking down the arch of the foot. 
In cases of rigid flat-foot with deformity, he forcibly 
reshapes the foot, never uses special shoes, supports, 
or plaster-of-Paris, and repeats his manipulations as 
often as necessary under nitrous oxide anzsthesia. 
The patient is encouraged to walk immediately after 
manipulation. 

His belief in traction—and it is good—is well 
shown in his handling of the adult hallux rigidus. 
An elderly female, with this deformity, was un- 
doubtedly helped, and her symptoms disappeared, 
after his manipulation of this joint; with forcible 
traction as the constant factor, the great toe was 
forced through all its range, plantar flexion, dorsi- 
flexion, abduction, adduction, and circumduction. 
This deformity is one which we are not accustomed 
to treat by manipulation, but with this patient it 
undoubtedly succeeded. 


AFTER-TREATMENT 


Barker sees the patient on the day following the 
manipulation, and again two or three times, or as 
many times as he thinks necessary. He instructs 
them what exercises to perform. He has evolved his 
own exercises, and they are good, He relies on no other 
help or assistance, and does not employ a masseuse 
or gymnast as we do. I think he would save time 
and fatigue if he were assisted as we are by first-rate 
trained gymnasts rather than undertake all this 
after-treatment and supervision himself. 

I saw him handle one woman whose knee he had 
manipulated twice previously for a chronic rheu- 


matism, really a mild subacute arthritis of knee. | 


She hobbled into the room, After a third mani- 
pulation Barker spent a quarter of an hour walking 
her round, teaching her to walk, insisting on an equal 
length of stride, and so forth, and she walked nor- 
mally. He is very thorough, and conscientious, and 
careful in detailing and in supervising the after- 
treatment of the patients he manipulates. 

Barker possésses a very strong personality. Once 
he undertakes the treatment of a patient, he does 
not visualise the possibility of failure. This tremen- 
dous optimism must have and does have its effect 
upon the patient, He claims for the actual mani- 
pulation all the credit, but some part, and in many 
instances a large part, of the cure is effected by the 
man himself. This is no prerogative of Barker or 
any other expert in treatment. It is possessed by 
all who are successful. It is a characteristic, which 
Barker shares with others, but he is quite unconscious 
of it, and has argued with me that it is all mani- 
pulation and that his personality plays no part, or 
at best a very minor one. 

Whilst before the war manipulative surgery was 
to the great bulk of the profession a very “ hinter- 
land of surgery,’ as Barker then repeatedly told us, 
perhaps he does not fully recognise that the post- 
war epoch and the rise of orthopedic surgery have 
removed this reproach to medicine. Having spent 
so much of his life fighting for a cause in which he 
firmly and justly believed, he fights for it still and 
does not quite realise that his battle is won. Ortho- 
pedic surgeons now practise manipulation as an 
essential part of their specialty. 


Conclusion 


From Barker’s demonstration, certain excellent 
details in his technique will probably be followed. 
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He taught the value of repeated manipulation ; the 
value of traction; the personal supervision and 
attention to exercising the joint in all directions after- 
wards ; and above all, I think, the splendid optimism 
which is essentially a part of treatment, and a neces- 
sary part, in helping those with long-standing dis- 
abilities, whose confidence has been rudely shaken 
by failures of the earlier efforts at cure. 

It is due to Barker to say that but for his pioneer 
work the manipulative field of orthopedic surgery 
would not occupy the position it does to-day, and 
that had his offers to demonstrate his technique been 
accepted twenty-five years ago the general utilisation 
of this branch of therapeutics would not have been 
so long delayed. 





_ PUBLIC VACCINATION 


THE activities of the Association of Public 
Vaccinators of England and Wales during the last 
17 years were reviewed at the annual meeting of 
the association, held in London on Jan. 30th, by 
Dr. James Bennett in a presidential address. In 
addition to giving members assistance in the solution 
of difficulties which from time to time arise as between 
the public vaccinator and his employing authority, 
and attempting to promote the interests of public 
vaccinators as a whole, the association have made 
an appeal to medical officers of health to have 
in mind the safeguarding of the general cause of 
vaccination, and have endeavoured in other ways 
to combat the idea that compulsory vaccination 
should be done away with. The association believe, 
and have tried to convince the Society of Medical 
Officers of Health, that if compulsory vaccination, 
and with it the organised staff of vaccination officers, 
were abolished, ‘‘ vaccination would evaporate.” 
They hold that the experience gained from voluntary 
diphtheria immunisation, where after intensive propa- 
ganda only 10 or at most 20 per cent. of children 
have been immunised, and this only in a very few 
places, justifies their view that such element of 
compulsion as still remains is absolutely necessary 
if small-pox is to be prevented. 


THE TRANSPARENT WOMAN 


THIS name is given to a life-size figure of a woman, 
constructed of a transparent, non-inflammable 
material known as “ cellhorn.” It stands on a large 
base, which contains a system for lighting both the 
whole figure and each organ in the body singly by 
means of twenty pairs of low-temperature lamps. 
These can be lit up in sequence, or separately, and 
the name of each part appears on the base while it 
is being demonstrated. The organs are shown in 
their natural sizes and colours, and were made with 
the codperation of anatomists, artists, and sculptors 
in the Hygiene Museum of Dresden, from photographs 
of normal specimens. Even such detailed structures 
as the ossicles of the ear and the sesamoids of the 
thumb are exactly reproduced. The model belongs 
to S. H. Camp and Co., Ltd., makers of anatomical 
supports, of Jackson, Mich., U.S.A., and 252, Regent- 
street, London, and is intended for the education of 
the lay public in matters of general health. It is 
now on a transcontinental tour of the American 
cities, accompanied by a medical lecturer. The same 
firm also produces a book of ‘“‘ Anatomical studies 
for physicians and surgeons,’ with 32 well-drawn 
plates, mainly of the abdomen and of the structures 
maintaining posture.

ITRESSIN, the pressor hormone of the 

posterior lobe of the pituitary gland, is being 
increasingly used as routine practice for the 
prevention of intestinal relaxation and_ ileus 
following abdominal operations.

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Prostatic Hypertrophy 


Clinical report : 


The following are a few notes of my case of prostatic hypertrophy, which has responded so 
remarkably to injections of ‘‘ Opojex ’’ Prostatic (B.O.C.).
